I -THE PESHWA. 

S HTVATT, the founder of the Mahraila.’ power, bo^an bis career as a 
handil ai ibo caily age of seAa*!i1t‘eii and, at Ibe iiau* of bis death in 
1G82, had established his power over tlie greater part of the Konkan. Ke 
had few pretensions beyond tliose of a sneeessfiil rehtd against the declin- 
ing Muhammadan power.* Most of his iiossessions were wrested from his 
son and successor, Sainhhaji, wlu> was lakcn prisoner by Auiaiigzeh and 
cruelly put to death, while his son, Sahu or Sahuji, was carried into 
captivity. But the efforts of the Bmporor to subdue tbe Mabraltas, iu 
wbicb be persevered till bis death in 1707, were unavailing. l<\)r. 
although he succeeded in taking most of their forts, the Mahrattas, under 
different leaders, revenged and enriched themselves by incursions into the 
imperial dominions, and overran the whole country south of the 

A trojity appears to liave been conolncled with him in 1674, which is thus

“ The treaty consisted of twenty Articles, the substance of which the Mahrattas 
liavc preserved under lour heads — Virst^ indomnificatioii for the losses at Rajapur, 
with permissiou to establish factories at Rajapur, Dahal, Cihaul and Kalyan, and 
to i.radc all over v^iraji’s territory; buying and selling at their own ]>rices* without 
being liable to the imposition of fix<*d rates; sccoad, they were only to pay an 
im])ort duty of 2i per cent, ad valorem: third, coins were to pass reciprocally; and 
iourth, wrecks were to be restored .”

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Narhoda. Tlu* ill-jndped ])ij 2 fotvy of Aiiraiigzel), in provokinp^ hy reli- 
/[^ioiiH y)orsecnii()n ilio llajput Viiiicos of Malwa, favoured the eanse of 
the Mahratta invadei’s. Hnt it was chiefly durinpf the weak reipn of 
Muhammad Shall tliai ihe Mahratia supremacy was extended. 

Sahnji was released frf)m captivity on the death of Anranc^zeh; hiit, 
on his nduni 1o Ihe Deccan, he found himself onposed hy his cousin 
Shivaji and his aunt Tara Bai. He succeeded, throuo*]^ ihe ahilitv of 
his minister Balaji Vishwanaih, in recoverinjr his rif^hts. Sahuji, the 
nominal head of ihe Mahrafta power, esiahlished himself at Satara, of 
which ])lact‘ his vsuccessors hecanie titular Bajas; while* the real authority 
and actual snpH'inacy in ilu* ^fahraita con h'dmacy de\olv(‘(l on Balaii, 
in wlioso family the office of Peshwa became hereditary, as was usually 
ihe case* wiili office's nnde'r ilic Mahratia rule*.

Baji Bao found su])])ori 
in ihe policy of ihe IVi/am, who aa ish(*d to inte*rpose‘ ihe Mahi’aiias as a 
harrier l)elue'(*n the t\)Uit of l)(*lln* and his own posse'ssions. Afie*r 
oven unninj.^’ Bundclkhand and noitheun India, and exaciiniif a promise 
of chauili, or a fointh of the i<*ve‘nuc, of the Delhi Ihn])ire, Baji Bao 
!(*inrne*el to liis southern ])ossessions De died in 1740 on the* hanks of 
tin* iVaihada, \\h(*n mai’chini** to reneAV his depi edations in northern 
India. A ye*ar hefo?c his de^ath the East India rom])anv ce)ne4udod with 
him a Tre*aiv (No. 1), mainly of a emmmere'ial nature*. 

Baji Ba<» left ihr(*c sons, Balaji Baji Bao, Bao'he)ha and Shamsher 
Bahadur, an illegitimate son hy a Muhammadan wmnan The last 
sue*e*e‘('e]ed to tin* l^esliAva’s ])ossessions in Bundclkhand and his desce*n- 
dants he*came the titular "Nawahs of Banda. Balaji Baji Bao, ce)mmonlv 
cjdle*d N^an.e Sahih, succ(*eded his father in the office of Beshwa after 
seune o])])osition from Itayrhuji Bhemshi ami the* Gaelavar and, on his 
acci'-^siou , he AV(*ni throuii'h the mock cewemony of receiving investiture 
freun the hands of the* ne)minal Baja, Sahu. Beino* himse*lf of an 
inactive* disposition, he entrusted his internal ,iifOvernm(*nt to his cousin, 
Sadashix^ Bao Bhao, and the command of his armies to his hrothei , 
Bauhunath Bao or Bairhoha. In 1755 an A^reenumt (No. II) was made 
wdth Balaji Bao for a joint expedition to reduce the pe'^wer of An^rria, who 
had esiahlished his authority on the Konkan coast with Mahratta 
territory and had hecome so formidable h^" his piratical dey>redations 
that the Oompany found it nee*essnrv to take vigorous measures for his 
destruction, in which they Avere AAnllinj2:ly assisted hy the Mahrattas. 
The stntnp^holds of the ])ir<ates and their treasure Avere captured Iia’ a com- 
hin(*d force* und<*r PliA’c* and Admiral Watson in 175f). On the conclusion 
of the e\y)edition a Treaty (No. Ill) was made with the PeshAva AA’hich, 
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besides securing* to the Company cerlain coiumercial advniitages and 
giviiig* them possession oi ten viUagt‘s iiudiiding Uankoie, excluded tlie 
l)iit(di from ilie trade of ilie Mahiatia dominions. 

In the time of Jlaji Kao, the (diiefs Seindia and Ilolkar had risen 
to be the })rim*ipal leaders oi the Mahiaiia ai*mies under Kaghoba. 
The whole of Malwa was divided beiweim them and a tow jagirdars, of 
whom Anand Kao Puar ot Dhar \^as tin* pi*ineipal Mahraita influence 
was now supKune at Dcdhi, \\lnM‘(‘ the di'^siuisions ot the eouit had invited 
their intertei em*(‘. In ITbS the Malnatta (oiKfin'sts were extended as 
fa7’ as liahoT*(' and ^rulhin Hut these aggn*ssions ]>ro\oked the fifth 
invasion of Ahmad Shah Abdali, at whose' hands tiu' l\rahiattas sustaiTied 
a disastrous defeat at Hani]»at which foi a tinu' destroy<*d th(*ir ]) 0 'wer in 
nortlnun India, ddie Ih'shwa suTvi\('d this disasteu* only a iow months. 

Nana Sahib was suceeed(‘d bv his s(‘(*f)nd son, Madliav Kao Halal, then 
17 y(‘ars of age, under the i-eeje'iieA' of his nneh‘ Kaghoba. Shoitlv after 
his ae(‘(‘ssion his t(‘r]•^to^i(‘^ wenv thri'aie'mvl by the Nizam, and the 
Pc'shwa be(*ame d(‘sirous of sedtlino s<mi(‘ ('\is1ing dis]>utes wdth the 
Hi'itish, whiih liad arisen in eonseiiuene'* of ‘itlaoks niad-‘ on th(‘ Sidi of 
danjira, an allv of the (Tompany 'Fhe dis]>ui(‘s w (‘r(‘ adjusted in ITfll 
bv Ti'eatv fNo. lY) N<‘goi lat ions w’ere also enlered into by the 
Mahr.ittas wi(h a vi(‘W to (draining mililarv assistance' from the* Hiitivsh, 
bet ih(*se were siidehmlv brokem off, th(‘ Mahrattas Inmng in the* mean- 
time* e-emie* te) te'rms with (he* Nizam. 

Kaghoba e'ndeavouroel tee ke*(‘p "Maelhav H.ie) in a state* of de])e‘ndenr'e‘, 
but the* talents and addiess e»f the* lattew e*nabl('el him io assume the 
administration ami te» hedel it feu eh've'n Te‘ais. He* elieel in 1772 without 
issue*. The* ye*ai l)e*fe)ie* his de*ath the* in/Iue*ne*e f)f the* Mahrattas w'as 
re-(*',i al)lishe*el in U]i])e'r Tiidia by Se*inelia, who overran Kohilkhand, 
de'taedieel the* f’m])e‘ie)r Shah Alam from alliance* with the Hritish, and 
re*pl:u*ed him e)ie the threiue* eef Delhi, wdiewe* he* Imld him in a state of 
tutedage*. 

The de*alh eef Afadhav Kao was fedleewed by the* murde*r of his brother 
and sue^-eesseir, Naravan Kao, and the usurpation of Kaghedia. A 
re*volutionarv ])a7tv wais feumied bv the chie'f ministf'rs of the State in 
faveuir of (tanera Thii, wideiw* eef Narayan Kao, wdm, afte*i her husbamPs 
murder, gave birth to a son, Madhav Kao N.iravan. Kaghedia, on the 
e»ther hand, strengthened his position b\ ne*^*!)! iations w’itli Seindia, 
TFedkar and the Hritish. He*ine>- desertod by Seindia and Ilolkar, 
Kaghedia w’as glad to purchase the assistance of the Hritish by cedinir 
Hassein, the island of Salsedte and other islands on the Honibav coast, 
the cession of whiedi tlu'V had lor«g e*nde‘avoured to editain, and wdiiedi 
they had recentlv oe^cupied in e'rder to forestall their occupation by the* 
Portuguese The ariang('mt*nts maele w’(*re, in 177r>, ie*gulat(*<l by a 
Treaty (No. Y) botw^eon Kaghoba and the* Ge)ve*rnmoiat of Hombay. 
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The forre sent to assist Ttaolioha plained some imimportant successes, 
at which Ra^^lioha was so pleased that he presented to the British the dis- 
tricts of Tlansot and Aniod, 1h(‘n esliniated to yield Rs. 2,77,000 a year. 
But Raghoha’s successes were short-lived. Tlie Government dis- 
approved of the ireaiv viili him and particularly of the acdion of the 
Bombay Governimoil. in sending iroo])s in his siippori, deidared it in- 
valid, and deputed Colonel Tipton to iH'gotiate with the ruling ministerial 
party at Poona, in I77r> Colonel TT])lon conclnded the Treaty of Pnran* 
dliar (No. Vi); but two of its ailicles were alterwards erased by mutual 
consent, and an a<ldilional clause was added. This treaty established 
peace between the Com[)any and the ministerial party and dissolved the 
alliance with Raghoha, who \aijily allem]ded io maintain ihe alliance by 
offering to cede the whole of the Konhan and ton per cent, of all the 
jagirs of the Mahratta Empire. 

In the ineaiiiime Ihe ministerial party split into two factions— one 
headed by Nana Farnavis and Scindia, in support of the young Peshwa, 
and the other by Moroba, the cousin of Nana Farnavis, wdio was suj>- 
pori(‘d by llolkar and the adlierents of Raghoba at Poona. Owing io 
the vacillation (»f llcdkai Ihe party of Nana Farnavis gained the 
HS(*endan(!y. Nana Farnavis not only obstructed the fulfilment of the 
Treaty of Purandliar, but was believed to have made a secret agreement 
with the Pinnch whl(‘h endangered tln^ Coinjianv^s possessions in the 
w'^esi of India: and, as Moroha’s party invited the eo-operation of the 
British, it was resolved to make a new’ alliance with Raghoba on the 
terms of the Treaty of 17 To, hut on the understanding that lie w\as to 
he ]daced in pow’er merely as regent for the young Peslnva during his 
minority. T'he new Treaty (No. YIT) with Raghoha Avas eoncluded 
in 1778*. 

The Bomhay troops, w hich w’erc to cstahlish Raghoba in the regency, 
advan((*d tow’aids Roonu without waiting for the column wdiicli was 
marching to their supjiort Jrom Bengal under Ckdonel Goddard. At 
Talegaon they w^eie met hy the whole Mahratta force, their retreat was 
cut off, and they w’erc compelled to sign the Convention of Wargaon 
(No. YTTT) By this tin* whole of the territory acquired by tbe Bombay 
Government sineo tbe d(*alb of Madhav Rao Balal w^as surrendered; and 
the Briiisli army was allowu'd io retreat after giving two hostages for the 
fulfilment of the Convention. The Government of Bombay refused 
latification and Colonel Goddaid, who reached Bombay early in 1779, 
was instructed to endeavour to negotiate peace w’ith the Poona State on 
the teims of tlu' Ticaty of Puiandhar, hut Avith a provision for the exclu- 
sion of th(‘ Fitmcii from ISIahratta territories. 

Negotiations w^ere (iontinued for several months, hut eventually liosti- 
lilies were commenced, as the Malirattas insisled on the restoration of 
Salsette and the surrender of Raghoha as preliminaries to any treaty. 
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After obtaining some suec esses in ibe Konkan iind Malwa, the Company 
received intelligence that a confederacy had been formed against them 
by Haidar Ali, the Nizam and the Mahrattas, and deemed it expedient 
to make proposals for peace. The Itaja of Berar was detached from the 
confederacy and a separate treaty was made wnth Sciiidia, who agreed to 
use his iiihueiK'e to bring about a general peace. The negoiiaiions result- 
ed in the (‘onclnsion of the Treaty of Salbai (No. TX) in 1782, by which 
peace was restored between tlie Peshwa and the Company and their 
respective allies. The British were to abstain from giving any su])p()rt 
or protection to Haghoba, who was to receive a provision from the 
Peshwa ; all territories conquered from the Peshwa subsecjuent to the 
(‘.onclnsion of the Treaty (^f Purandhar wejt*. restored; the Nizam and 
T1 aider Ali were to restore the territories they had taken from the 
British; and Scindia became guarantee for the due fulfilment of the treaty 
by the (*ontracting ])arties. Haghoba survived the (‘onclusion of this 
treaty only a few months. The interpretation of ariicb‘ 11 of the above 
treaty, relating to maritime inter(‘ourvse, was, in 1788, defined by a 
su])plenientarv Treaty (No. X) which further provided that no prolection 
should be given by either party to fugitives from the territory of the 
other. 

Haidar Ali died in December 1782, but his son, Tipu, although pro- 
fessing ucquiesceiK'.e in the terms of the Treaty of Ralbai, continued the 
war with tin* Comj)any : and a new Treaty (No. XT) was (‘oncluded in 
October 1788 betweeii Scindia and tbe Company on tlie one part, and 
the P(*shwa on the other, to enforce his suhinission in accordance with 
the 9th article of the Treaty of Salbai. Befoie the provisions of this 
treaty could he carried out, the Madras Government had made peace 
with Tipu hy the Treaty of Mangalore. This treaty, which was con- 
(luded without the concurrence of the Peshwa, the Mahrattas affecfed 
to consider a violation of the Treaty of vSalhai : hut the amhitious 
designs which Iho leaders of the Mahratta parties uow began soj)arat(*ly 
to entertain reconciled them to the arrangements which had heen 
made. 

On the first appearance of a rupture with Tipu in 1790, Loicl Corn- 
wallis directed his attention to an alliance with the Peshwa. A Treaty 
(No. XT!) of offensive and defensive alliance was made, to which the 
Nizam was admitted. The Treaty of Seringapatam, concluding peace 
with Tipu, put the Peshwa in posvsession of one-third of the territories 
conquered from Tipu, yielding an annual revenue of 18,10,000 pagodas. 
After this, Hari Pant, the commander of the Mahratta army, proposed to 
subsidise a British force for the purpose of reducing refractory de- 
pendents of the Peshwa ; hut the proposal was rejected. The jealousy 
with wdiich the Mahratta powers now began to view the incieased 
pscendancy of Ihc Brilish led the Peshwa to refuse the pioposals of Lord 
yii B 
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Cornwallis for a mutual f^uarantee between the Company, the Nizam and 
the Peshwa ap^ainst future agf^ressions on the part of Tipu. 

The chief Mahratta leaders had now become allies rather than 

dependents of the Peshwa. Separate treaties had been eoncluded by 

the Company with the Ilaja of Perar, the Gaekwar and Scindia, and 
it is only in a confederacy of equals acting ap^ainst a common enemy that 
the Mahratia Chiefs appain ap])ear united. Th(‘ independence of 
Scindia w^as virtually recognised by the Treaty of Salbai, and his separate 
conquests in noithern India and Malw’a, althoup^h nominally held by 
him as de])uty of the Peshwa, fjave him full i‘ontrol over the (\)urt at 
Poona. 

The younp Peslnva, Madhav Pao, died on the 27th October 1795, 

and his death uas followed by dissensions wdiich threatened the dis- 

solution of the Maluatta (ionfederacy. These dissensions resulted in 
the establishment as PeshwM of Baji Rao, the son of Raphoba, throup^h 
the militai’y power of Daulat Rao Scindia, who used his as(;endancy 
among the Mahratta (9iiefs to defeat tlu* negotiations of the British 
for an alliance with Poona. After the fall of Seringapatam in 1799, 
a share of the conqiieicd terntoiies of Mysore, yielding 2,r)f3,()00 pagodas, 
was offered to the Peshwa, on condition that the grant should form the 
oasis of a new' treaty similar to that which the British Government had 
concluded with the Nizam. But under the influence of Scindia the 
Peshw'a rejected the offer and the territorv was divided betw^eeii the 
Company and the Nizam. 

In the war which broke out ladween Scindia and ITolkar in 1801, 
the united forces of Scindia and the Peshwa received a severe defeat in 
October 1802. The crisis was op]M)rtun(* for the re-establishment of 
British influeiUM' at Poona. Overtures for a subsidiary force*, made 
!)y Baji Rao, who had fled fiom Poona on ITolkar’s approach, w'ere 
favourably received and in December 1802 the (*elebrated Treaty of 
Bassein (No. XTIT) was signed. By this the Peshwa undertook to 
receive a subsidiary force of six battalions w'ith guns, and to cede for 
their payment territory of the value of Rs. 20,00,000. The Peshw'a 
W'as to refer to the Company all his disputes with the Nizam and his 
cljjims against the Gaekwar, and w'as to be restored to his full rights as 
head of the Mahratta confederacy. A portion of the territory thus ceded 
was afteiwvards exclianged for part of the Peshwa’s possessions in 
Bundelkhand; and in December 1803 this arrangement was embodied 
in sup]dementary articles to the treaty. Baji Rao was re-established at 
Poona in May 1803. Holkar fled on the a])proach of the British force: 
and Scindia, after hesitatingly expressing his acquiescence in the 
arrangements to be made under the Treaty of Bassein, in which 
he saw the destruction of his scheme for obtaining control over 
the Poona Government, changed his plans and formed a league with the 
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Raja of Berar to defeat the treaty. The oampaigns against these 
Mahratta Chiefs in 1808, and against Ilolkar in 1805, completely broke 
up the Mahratta confederacy, and established once for all the supremacy 
of the British power in India. The territories then coiHjuered from 
Scindia and the Raja of Berar were distributed in 1804 between the 
Com})any, the Peshwa and the Nizam, by the [)artition Treaty of Poona 
(No. XTV). The Peshwa ’s share was the city and province of 
Ahiiiednagar. 

Nothing occurred to interrupt the friendly relations between the 
Company and the Peshwa, although the latter was somewhat dissatisfied 
wiih the terms of ihe selUemeni of his claims over ihe ])eity jagirdars 
^^ithin his dominions, who were guaianieed in Iheir teiTitories so long 
as they fulfilled their original engagements to the Poona Stale, until 
18ir), when diffii'ulties arose owing to treacherous conduct on the part of 
the Peshwa and his minister Trimbakji Denglia. By the Treaty of 
Basst'in the Comy)any had been constituted arbitrator between the 
Peshwa and the Gaekwar. l<\)r the settlement of the heavy claims of 
the Peshwa, brought forward in pursuance of a scheme to revive the old 
Mahratta policy at which Baji Rao began to aim, the minister of the 
Gaekwar, Gangadliar Shastri, a staunch friend of tlie Hritish, was invited 
to Poona under a guarantee from the Company of his perv^onal safety. 
He was there assassinated at the instigation of Trimbakji, the Peshwa 
himself not being above suspicion of participation in the crime. Baji 
Bao w'as compelled to surrender Trimbakji, w'ho was imprisoned in the 
fort of Thana, but escaped in September 18U) and was conc«‘aled by the 
Peshw'a wdio, wdiile pretending the greatest zeal for the friendship (►f 
the British, was making extensive preparations for war and had opened 
negotiations with Holkar, Nagpur and the Pindaris. When these 
facts were discovered, the JVshwa was infoimed ttiat he had grossly 
violated his engagements, the subsidiary force was marched upon Poona 
and Baji Rao was re<|uired to surrender three of his strongest forts and 
to sign a Treaty (No. XY) dictated to him by the British Government. 
The principal provisions of this treaty were obligations to seize and 
deliver up Trimbakji; to cede territory in lieu of the maintenance of 
his contintrent furnished under the Treaty of Bassein; to compromise his 
claims on the Gaekw^ar; to acknowdedge the settlements made w^ith the 
subordinate jagirdars in 1812; and to abstain fiom diplomatic inter- 
course with foreign powers. 

The system of non-interference followed by the Company in Central 
India and Malwa had greatly strengthened the Pindari hoides, and in 
181t) their inroads into British territory made a change of policy necessary. 
The Pindaris depended largely on the support of the Mahratta Chiefs, 
but Scindia w’as detached from their cause by the Treaty of 1817, Amir 
Khan was gained over by being guaranteed in his territories, the force

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of Holkar was broken in the battle of Mahidpiir and, after a harassing 
war, the Pindaris were completely defeated and their Chiefs were forced 
to surrender uneoiiditioiially. In the meantime Baji Eao, smarting 
under tlie humiliation to whi(*h lie had lieen subjected by the recent 
treaty, took advantage of the Pindari war to bii^ak off relations with tbe 
British. On tin* bib NoA^ember 1SI7 he suddenly attacked and plundered 
tbe TIesidemjy at Poona. After a desultory campaign, Baji Hao was 
reduced to extremities and in May 18bS threAV himself on the generos- 
ity of the British, lie acce])ied teims (No. XA^^l) by whiidi he resigned 
his sovereign poAver and agTeed to reside at some ])lace on the (xariges, 
receiving an alloAvance of Bs. 8,00,000 a year. Bithur, near CaAvnpore, 
was selected as his future residence. Persons residing within the jagir 
assigned to him at Bithur AAere exem])ted from the jurisdii lion of the 
ordinary civil and criminal courts of tbe countiy l>y Regulation T of 

1832. 

Baji Ttao died on the 28th January 1851. He be(jueathed all his 
property to Jns adopt(‘d son, Dbondo Pant Nana, who was lecognised by 
the Company as his heii*, but no portion of the pmision granted to 
Baji Itao A\as continued to bis family. Tbe jagir at Bithur, how(‘\er, 
was continmul for life to Dhondo Pant, but its residents Avere made 
subject to the ordinary civil and criminal couits. Dhondo Pant Avas tbe 
notorious Nana Sahib, wdio ]>resided at the massacr(‘ at Cawnjiore and 
took a lending jiart in the rebellion of 1857.

Article 7. 


The English will not assist any of 
Bajeerow’s enemies, though in friend- 
shi]) with them, with any other or more 
of the sorts than what they engage to 
supply Bajeerow’s State with ; and 
Bajeerow shall observe the like agree- 
ment with the English. 


The English shall not give assistance 
of any sort to the enemies of this State, 
though they may be their frnmds. 

In like manner, we will not assist the 
enemies to the English. All thf‘ sorts 
they supply this State with, they may 
furnish otluTs as they i>lease, excepting 
munitions of war. 


Article 8. 


Any person belonging to the English 
or Bajeerow’s jurisdiction, that shall go 
over to either Government, such Gov- 
ernment shall oblige him to make 
satisfaction to his creditors. If a slave 
he shall be delivered up by compulsion.

Articles of Agreement for an expedition against Toolajee Angria, settled 
in March 1755, by the Hon’ble Richard Bourchier, Esquire, Governor 
of Bombay, in behalf of the Honourable East India Company ; and Ramajee 
Pont, Soobadhar, in behalf of his master, Nana (Balajee Bajee Rao) 
Pundit Purdan, General of the Mahrattas, — 1755. 

1st . — That all the Marine shall be immediately under the command of the 
English, and the management of all affairs, both by sea and land, carried on by 
the approbation of both parties. 

-All vessels whatever that may be taken from Toolajee (Angria) shall 
be equally divided between the English and Mahrattas, except the ResloraHon, 
which is to be the sole property of the English. 

- Bankote and Himmutgur, with the river belonging thereto, and with 
five villages to the southward of said river, to be delivered to the English as the 
Honourable Company’s pro])erty for over, and the Mahrattas not to levy any addi- 
tional inland duties. 

4th.— Tho English engage to keep the sea, and prevent Angria’s fleet from 
throwing succours into any jilace that may be attacked, but at this season only 
Soovurndoorg, Uujunwel, and Vijidoorg. 

5th. All ammunition, guns and other stores that may be taken in the several 
forts in Angria’s territories to belong entirely to the Mahrattas.

with its harbour to be devlivered unto the Honourable Company, with the 
Villages Rivans, Runjunkhar, Sarul Shamy, Mandven, Kolgaon, Donbareii, 
Kehim, and Avas.

Treaty with the Mahrattas, dated the 12th of October 1756. 

Article 1. 

That the Mahratta Government will never permit the Dutch to settle or come 
into their dominions, but, on the contrary, issue express orders to prevent their 
carrying on any trade therein. 
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Article 2. 

As an Article regarding Mahim River was included in the Treaty made in the 
time of the deceased Bajeerow, and it having been represiented that the Bundora 
coolies have of late begun to set up new fishing stakes, which they ought not to 
have done in that river, the Mahratta Government do hereby oblige themselves 
not to permit thereof in futuni. 


Article 3. 

As Bankote and Ilimmutgur have been delivered to the Honorable Company, 
the Mahrattas do, by these presents, give them the following villages towards, 
defraying the expenses thereof, and which an' to rc'inain th(i said Honor- 
able Company’s property for ever, and of which they are t-o bo put- in ]>ossession, 
without further delay, viz., Vilass, Bag, Manly, Veswee, Chepolee, Coodook, 
Pundarree, l*anam, Dasgom, and (Vimela. 

Article 4. 

It having been a custom, during the Governirn'iits of Angria and the Mahrattas 
at Bankote, that th(‘ 8(‘edd(*es r(‘(‘,eived a chouth, or ({uarter part of the customs, 
tin* Mahrattas engage to satisfy the Seeddee in this pu-rticular, and that the Htmor- 
able (V)m])any do not meet with any embarrassment conc(‘rning it, nor comjerning 
the royalty of this river, which is hereby given and mad(‘ over to th(‘m for (‘ver. 
In case the 8eed(lee should dispute complying with the foregoing, the English 
declare it should not- retard the compliance with what may be mentioned in these 
Articles concerning the delivery of Ghereah. 

Article 5. 

Customs are to be levied by the Mahrattas on goods which }»ass up the river 
of Bankote only at Gorgom and Marr, and not any let or imiiediriu'iit in any of the 
intervening pla(?es in the said river of Bankote. 

Article 6. 

As Dasgom is a pass for the Vunjarrahs, or country merchants, the Mahrattas 
engage that such goods as are carried that way to Marr, either by the river or by 
land, shall not pay any duties there, but only the usual nickolla. 

Article 7. 

All such subjects and inhabitants of Bankote, Himmutgur, and its dependencies, 
as, on account of the dispute with Angria, retired to the Mahratta territories, shall, 
if they are content so to do, be allowed to return to the English without any impedi- 
ment from the Mahratta Government ; and others that in future may leave the 
English are to be permitted to return again, if agreeable to them, in the manner 
above mentioned : and such subjects as shall leave the Mahratta Government and 
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retire to Bankot(*, shall have liberty to return to the Mahrattas again on their agree- 
ing with them, and in such case the English will not impede them. 


Article 8. 

The Mahrattas may export from the river of Bankote, annually, for the use of 
their southern forts, etc., grain of all kinds, to the value of forty thousand (40,000) 
Rupee's, and it shall be free from customs at Bankote. They shall also have liberty 
to ex])ort, custom free, such salt, rafters, small timbers, etc., as they may want 
for t he us(‘ of tludr Sircar or Government : and in consideration thereof the Honor- 
able. Company’s goods, to the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand (1,50,0(X)) 
Ku[ )(*es, shall annually, in like manner, be free from all customs as far as Poona, 
u[)ou Dakhlas, or certificates, being produced on both sides. 

Article 9. 

No additional inland duties whatever to be levied on the English goods by the 
Mahratta Government, but only the Kahadarco Customs. 


Article 10. 

Junardow Buttol Ptuidneas Mihagom, with Balajee Bajeerow, Pundit Piirdan 
h is a. ])atnm<my in V<*hiss, of one garden and fifteen beegahs of batty ground, 
whieli IS to remain with him ; in lieu or in consideration of which Nandgoa Compra 
is granted to tin* Honorable (’ompany. 

Article 11. 

The Dutch goods will not be permitted to be landed at Rajapore, nor their 
trad(^ sufh*n‘d to be cariied on there, concerning which the Mahrattas will give 
projier orders and the [leople under the Maliratta Government are not to trade 
at Rajapore ; but if ilisputcs arise with the Seeddee, this is to be no obstacle to the 
delivery of Ghereah, as will be mentioned in a subsequent Article. 

Article 12. 

The Brahmins, inhabitants at Hurrasecar, and others that will pass to and 
from thence on pilgrimage, are to be free from paying customs, in regard to the 
necessaries that they may have for their own use, or to perform their ceremonies ; 
but this does not extend to merchandize. 

Article 13. 

The Mahratta Government to carry grain of all kinds, timber, wood, etc., 
according to the custom formerly observed, but as to the power of the river, it is 
to be carried on agreeable to the Articles of this Treaty. 
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Article 14. 

The Fort of Eswant Gur is to be entirely demolished, and the English, on 
their parts, are not to make any forts or fortifications within the nine villages, 
nor by the river. In like manner, the Mahratta Government are not to make 
any by the river of Bankote, or in the villages belonging to them. This Article, 
however, is not to exempt the English from building such houses and warehouses 
as they think proper in the villages belonging to them. 

Article 15. 

As all the royalty of Bankote and Himmu^gur is with tlio English, ilu'v aie 
to take care, as much as in their power lies, to prevent tlie enemy prejuduung the 
Mahrattas through that river. 


Article 16. 

Ghereah Fort to be delivered within twenty-four days after the departure of 
th(i English gentlemen from Poona, tog(‘ther with such guns, balls, stores, (*,t(‘., 
either of the fort or fleet, that the captors h*fl for the service of the garrison 
or otherwise, or did not themselves sell ; but the stones, ammunition, etc., that 
])roperly belong to the Honorable Company, they are to carry away with them. 
The ofticers of Toolajee are to go wh<*re ihey ph‘as(‘ ; and if his family (wife and 
children) should be desirous of returning to him, the Englisli will not impedo it, 
but grant th(‘in free liberty so to do : and the Mahratta Governnu'iit engages 
that Toolajee Angria shall have no place given him nor any poM^er bidow the Ghaut. 
Balajee Bajecrow Pundit Purdan is to send an oflicer of credit with the English 
gentleman, who is to proceed with one of the Council from Bombay to Ghereah, 
which person, belonging to the Mahratta Government, is to have in his possession 
th(^ proper Suimuds and orders regarding the delivery of Bankote and its villages ; 
and when the Mahratta people and colours are got into Ghere,aJi, and th(‘, English 
ready to go out, he is to deliver directly the said Suniiuds and orders, for Fort 
Victoria (or Bankote) and its several villages, to the English (Councillor, and then 
return with that gentleman to Bankote directly to see Nana’s orders are (effect- 
ually executed in regard to the villages. 

Article 17. 

These Articles being concluded and agreed upon by both parties, they arc to 
act conformable thereto, in consequence of which all disputes are to subside, and 
no claims are to be made by the Mahratta Government on the Honourable Com- 
pany to the date of these presents. 


Article 18. 

All Treaties hitherto made between the Mahratta Government and English 
are to be observed and maintained inviolable by both parties agreeable to the 
tenor of them. 
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The foregoing Articles being agreed to by us, and accepted of by us, we do, 
in confirmation thereof, affix to these presents the seal of the Honorable United 
English East India Company, and do attest the same with our own proper names 
in Poona, the day and year above written.

Articles of Agreement made with Seuram Punt Tatiah, in behalf of Mada- 
RAo Balajee, son of Balajee Bajeerow, Pundit Punt Purdan, dated 
the 14th of September 1761. 


Article 1. 

That Buch of the, Mahratta officers who have presumed to stop any Pattamars, 
and obstructed th(‘ business of th<‘, English by any impi^dirmuits whatever, shall 
be severely punished for such their off(*nces ; and to pn^vent the like happening 
again in future, strict orders shall be issued immediately for that pur})ose, which 
if not found sufiieiimt to answer that end, the English are to acquaint Madiirao 
thereof ; and if redress is not obtainiid in reasonable tinn*, if tlie Englisli then 
take satisfaction of sucli offenders, in w'hai<'ver manner may by them be thought 
projier, it is not to be deemed a breach of friendship between the two Govern- 
ments. 

Article 2. 

That amj)le satisfaction shall be made, within two months from thti date hereof, 
to all merchants trading under the Honorable (V)m])auy’s protection, who have 
suffered in their i)ro))erty by any unjust or illegal actions of the Mahratta officers 
or subjects, in any place, shape, or manner whatever, and rigid orders issued 
that all assistance be afforded in future to any vessel or vessels in distress, having 
English colours or jiasses, without subjecting the owners or projirietors thereof 
to any iinfiedimeiits under flie jiretenee of their being wrecks from the sj»littiiig 
of a sail, the breaking of their masts or yards, and such trifling misfortuii(‘s ; 
whereas no vessels are to be deemed wrecks but such as are driven ashore, and 
there break to jiieces by stress of weather, wdien the Mahratta officer and the 
people of the vessels are to join in saving all that is possible, which must be 
lodged in secure warehouses, and then one-half of what is so saved shall belong 
to Madarao and the other half to the owners. 

Article 3. 

That all Europeans and Natives, either soldiers, seamen, or others, in His 
Britannic Majesty's or the Honorable Company's pay, who may hereafter desert 
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from Bombay, shall be immediately secured, and returned to the nearest English 
Settlement to such place where they may be apprehended upon landing in any 
part of the Mahratta country, the Governor having promised all such a free pardon 
and to pay any reasonable charges that may be incurred on the occasion. In 
like manner shall be delivered up all deserters, in the English pay, from Surat, 
on their being known, or immediately on receiving notice of them, within the 
Mahratta limits, it not being in their power to speak more positively with respect 
to those of Surat, as the country threabouts is open and numbers go through it 
without being known. It is also agreed that whatever people, Europeans of all 
nations excepted, who are in the service of Madarao and may desert therefrom to 
the English, shall be delivered uj) on the same terms and conditions. 


Article 4. 

That proper people shall be forthwith despatched for restoring the whole 
jurisdiction and territories of Kajapore 1o tlie 8eeddcos of Jiinjcrah in the same 
condition and manner as they rernaiinid before invaded and attacked by Kamajee 
Punt, which country is not to be luohisted in future by sny of tin Mahratta officers 
or subjects. 


Article 5. 

That all prisoiKirs taken by the Mahrattas or 8eeddees, subjects of cither Gov- 
ernment and now in their possession, shall be sent to Bombay within one month 
from the signing of these Articles, and mutually restoriid by the Governor to their 
freedom, and all hostilities between the Mahrattas and Seeddecs shall cease from 
this time. 

Lastly, that proper orders shall be instantly despatched to al! the Mahratta 
officers, requiring them to show a due obedience to these Articles, which are to 
be confirmed under Madarao^s seal, and transmitted to Bombay with all possible 
expedition after the signing and sealing thereof ; when a counterpart of the same 
is to be executed by the Governor and transmitted to Poona. 

In confirmation of all which I, Goviiid Seiiram Punt Tatiah, have to this 
instrument interchangeably set my hand and seal (in behalf of Madarao Balajee 
Pundit aforesaid) at Bombay, the 14th of September 1761. 


An Additional Article. 

As to what relates to the restoration of Underoe Fort and the country apper- 
taining thereto, is submitted to Madarao’s generosity, in full expectation that he 
will deliver them likewise, or assign over, in lieu thereof, such lands belonging to 
him as will prove an equivalent thereto. The same day and year above written.

Articles of Agreement and Treaty between the HonorableWilliam Hornby,

(Ilejiira), Mahomedan style, or the day of the month

Article 1. 

The 'rr<*aty eoncliided between the (rOYernnient of Bombay and BajetTow 
Pninlit Pnrdan, or first Minister of His Berene Highness the Sou Rajah, dated 
Jidy 1739, or 1 140 of th(' (lentoo style ; and that concluded on th<‘ j>aTt- of this 
(foverimient. with Ballajee Bajeerow Purdan, dated 12th October 1756, or of the 
Malnunedan slyh* 17tli of Mohurrum 1170, are hereby ratified and confirmed in 
iheir fullest extent, accordinj? to the full and trin‘ intent and meaning of them, 
in the same full and ample manner, and in the same light in which they have 
hitherto heeii (‘V(‘r understood. 


Article 2. 

All other Agreiunents subsisting between the Government of Bomha}^ and 
that of the Mahrattas are lieroby ratified and confirmed ; and, after the re- 
estahlislnnent of Bagoba in the Government of the Alahratta dominions, peace 
and t ranquillity shall subsist between this Government in behalf of the Honorable 
(\)iu|)any and the Mahratta Government. 

Article 3. 

Bagoba, ou his part and on tlie part (►f the Mahratta Govorninenl, engages 
from this day forward never, on any pretence or in any manner, to assist the enemies 
of th(‘ Honorable Comj)any in any part whatever of their dominions in India, and 
t he Honorable tlu; Governor in Council of Bombay do, in the like manner, engage 
never to assist the enemies of Ragoba.

The Honorable the President and Council of Bombay, in behalf of the Honor-

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coiifirnied, on the part of Ragoba, to assist him with a strong body of forces, wdtli 
proper guns and warlike stores as a field train of artillery, wliieh an' to join his 
army and act in conjnnetion wdth his forces against his <wionii<s, the niimstorial 
party. In the said body of forces shall be included no less than sev(‘ii hinnlred 
(700) Europeans ; and the whole shall not be less in number than two thousand 
five hundred men : but at presc'iit only live hundred (501)) Kurojxuins, and one 
thousand (1,000) sejioys and lascars, with a pro])er ami effectual number of guns, 
will be sent, and the rest, if wanted, afterw'ards. 

Article 5. 

In rjonsideration of such effei'tiial assistance on the ]».irt of tin*. Honorable 
Compan}^ Ragoba, as Pi'ishwa and as Suj)reni(‘ Governor in the whoh^ Mahratta 
Empire, doth hereby <*iigage, on Ids ]»aft, t<i e<‘d(* and make (»ver to the. Honorable 
Gompany, for evi'r, tin* undernn'iitioin'd places and territorn's ; and he doth accord- 
ingly, by these presents, make ovei the same to them in the most full, amjde, and 
efTeciual manner : and he doth, Avith these pies<*u(s, didivc'r tin* iiec t'ssary Suiinuds, 
granting, in the fullest manner, all the piesenl and futiiie full light and title of 
the Mahratta Government to them , and, in ease of tJie, loss at an\ time of the 
Sunnuds now delivered, these presmits aie, at all times, to he considered as such, 
and of full equal validity with any SiinnuH whatever . — 

Bassein and the whole of its depi'iidenmes in its fulh'st ext(*nt, and all rents 
and revenues theieunto belonging, together with the fort oi forts and everything 
belonging to the Poona Govern m(*nt m them 

Salsette, the whole and entire island, wnth all the revenues of the difleiont 
places annexed to it as collected by Aiiunt Kow and Kamajee Punt. 

Jambooseer and Orpad, wnth the whole of their dopendencK's in thi'ir full 
extent, together with everything belonging to the I’oona Govi'rnrnent in those 
Pergunnahs. 

The four following islands adjacent to Bombay, with everything belonging 
to the Poona Government therein, viz., Caranja, Canary, Elephanta, and Hog 
Island. 

Articj.e 6. 

Ragoba also engages immediately to procure from the Guieow^ars a grant to 
the Company for ever, with all the necessary Sunnuds, of th(*ir share in the revenues 
collected by the Guicowars in the Town and Pergunnahs of Broach. 

Article 7. 

The Honorable Company are to bo consideri'd as the sole lords and j)ro]>rietors, 
from the day ot the signing of this Treaty, of all and every of the places red (id by 
the two last Articles, m the like manner as thii IVioiia Govi'rnment or tin* Guicowar 
Government were before considered ; and are accordingly, from this day forward, 
to exercke every right and authority in those places, and to receive every revenue 
vn c 
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which the Poona Government or the Guicowar Government before exercised or 
received. 


Article 8. 

Eagoba also engages faithfully to make good to the Company for ever the 
sum of p<*venty-five thousand (75,000) Knpees annually from his share of the 
revenues of Oxjolaseer, which sum is to be paid by liis Pundit, in two different pay- 
ments, at stated periods. 

Article 9. 

Kagoha engages to pay in full, for the charges and expenses of the body of 
forces with which he is io be assisted, consisting of two thousand five hundred 
men, Ihe sura of one liiindred and fifty thousand rn])ee8 (1,50,000) monthly and 
ev(‘ry month, which the Honourable the Governor and Council agree to accept 
witliont- further account, and is to commence the day the forces leave Bombay ; 
but, as tb(‘ whole numboT of forces will not at first, proceed, be is only to pay a 
pro])ortioriabl(‘ monthly sum, till the whole force, if necessary, may be sent to 
join him. He engages to pay this stipend monthly, and as security for the same, 
till his affairs will enable him to furnish money, which he promises to do as soon 
as ]>ossil)l<', he assigns by tliese presents the revenues of the following places, 
viz. : - 

Occlaseer, his remaining share after deductmg what is before by these [>r(‘sents 
ceded to the Honorable Company. 

Ahmood and all its districts. 

Hansoot and all its districts, 

Versaul and all its districts. 

But it is hereby declared that the revenues of these places belong to the Honor- 
able (bm|)any no longer than till the amount of the monthly stipend that may 
b(^ due for the expenses of the Company’s forces is fully discharged, when all further 
demands on these four places are to be relinquished ; and in this light the Honor- 
able the Governor and Council declare they accept those four Perguimahs. 

Article 10. 

As it has been mutiiaUy agreed, during the course of this negooiation, that 
the sum of six lakhs of Rupees should be deposited by Ragoba with the Agents 
of the Honorable Company, to be accounted for at the expiration of the service 
iut(‘ndt‘d to be performed against his enemies the ministerial party, and Ragoba, 
finding it at this time totally impossible for him to raise the sum to be deposited, 
though still equally willing to do it, was it in his power, the contracting parties 
have mutually agreed to settle this point as follows : — That Ragoba shall im- 
mediately deposit with the Company’s Agents at Surat to the full value of six 
lakhs of rupees, in jewels, to remain in the Honorable Company’s possession till 
redeemed, which must be done as soon as Ragoba’s affairs will possibly admit. 
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All this Ragoba faithfully and firmly engages to perform and tno Honorable Com- 
pany to accept. 

Article 11. 

In case of 0])position from any person or persons whatever to the Company’s 
taking possession of all or any of the places hereby firmly and efTeetiially ceded 
to th(‘in, Ragoba doth <*ngage to pay the expense that will be incurred by their 
gaining possession ; to use effectual means to ])ut them in ])ossession ; as w(ill as 
to secure for them for ever the cpiiet jiossession of all the revenues and ]>la<'es now 
ceded to the Honorable Company. 


Article 12. 

Should Ragoba make ])eace with his enemies, the Minist.(‘rs, lie firmly and 
faithfully engages that the English East India (‘ompaiiy sliall b(^ included m it to 
their satisfaction. 


Article 13. 

Ragoba doth also engage never to molest the dominions of the Honorable 
Company in Hiuigal. He further engages not. to male war oi commit any depre- 
dations in the (iarnatic so long as the last Treaty subsisting betwcim tJie two (lOV- 
ernmeiits is adhen^d to by the Nabob. 

Article 14. 

In case it should happim (which Cod forbid) tJiat any of the (.’orapany’s ships 
or vessels, or the ships, vijssels, or boats of any persons trading under their ])ro- 
tection, should be shipwrecked on any part of the Mabratta coast, ('Very assistance 
shall be given by the Crovenimeiit and inhabitants l-o save as mucli as jiossible ; 
and the whole that may be saved shall be returned, all reaf-onable e^xpimses being 
paid by the owners. 


Article 15. 

All the places ceded for ever to the Company by this Treaty are t-o be coiisidercil 
as their sole right and jirojierty from the day t his Treaty is signed , and this Treaty 
from that day is to be considered in full force just as if the expec ted services vveie 
fully accomplished, whether Ragoba shall make jieaee, with his enemies or not. 

Article 16. 

Immediately after the ratificuation of the aforegoing Articles, and after the 
jewels, to the full amount of six lakhs of Rupees, are deposited, and the security 
above-mentioned given for the payment of the monthly expenses of the forces so 
long as they continue with Ragoba and till they return, all in the manner above- 
mentioned, the Governor and the Council engage that the Company’s forces,

agreeable to what is mentioned in the body of this Treaty, shall proceed from 
Bombay to join tin; army of Ragoba, and they trust, by the blessing of the Al- 
mighty, that they will ((iiiekly overcome his enemies, the ministerial party, and 
establish him at Roona m the Government of the Mahratta Empire. 

The foregoing Articles having been agreed to by the Honorable the President 
and Council of Bombay, who liave <'.m])owered me to accept the same in their 
behalf, I do, in confirmation therc^of, afiix the seal of the said Honorable Com- 
pany, and sign my own ])roper name thereto, in Surat, the day and year above 
written, and 1 do (uigage to procure a ratification of this Treaty, under the seal 
of the Honorable' Comjiany, and under the hands and seals of the Honorable the 
President and Council of Bombay within thirty days after tins date.

Robert Gambler to execute a Treaty with Rugonath Row Ballajee, Peishwa, in 
our behalf, on account of the Honorable (’ompany, of the foregoing tenor, which 
he has accordmgly done of the date above-mentioned, and thi* same- having been 
signed to, ratified, and confirmed by Rughnath Row Ballajee, l^eishwa ; and 
whereas, by the last Article, it is co\enant<*d and agreed that a ratification of tlie 
said Treaty shall he transmitted by us, under the seal of the Honorable Company, 
and under our proper liands and seals, within one month from the above date ; 
these, therefore, are to certify that we hereby ratify and confirm the foregoing 
Treaty in all and every })art. In testimony whereof Ave have caused the seal of 
aforesaid Honorable Company to be hereunto affixed, and do now' sign the same 
with our bauds, and affix c'ur j'roper seals thereto, this 16th day of March, in the 
year of our Lord 1775.

Treaty between the Honorable the English East India Company and the 
Mahratta State, — 1776. 

PoorundcTy 1st day of March 1776* 

Whereas differenees have arisen amongst the Chiefs of the Mahratta State, 
and the (Joverninent of Bombay having taken a ])art^ therein })y sending forces 
into the Mahratta dominions, which the Honorable tlie (iovernor-Cimeral and 
Council of Fort William disa])prove, and being desi- ''iis of conciliating these diilcr- 
cnccs, have determined accuirdingly to enter into such mtiasures as may most 
eflectually contribute to so desirable an end : They have for this purpose, there 
fore, authorized, dejnd-ed, and given full powers unto Lieutenant-Colonel John 
Upton, m the service of tlie Honorable the English East India (\>mpany, to (am- 
clude a })eac(‘, bt'tween the Government of Bombay and t he Mahratta State. And 
Colomd Upton, having accordingly arrived at Boorundm’, has concluded a solid 
and firm peace, on the part of the English Company, wit h the Ministers, Siccaram 
Pundit and Ballaje<i Pundit, on the part of the Pei«hwa Bow Pundit Piirilhan 
and all the Mahratta Chiefs ; and the following are the Articles of Convention 
which they have engaged into : — 


Article 1. 

Peace shall be (‘stablished and take place from this day b<‘tW(Hm the Honorable 
the English East Irnlia (Vimpany in general and the, Governimmt of Bombay in 
particular, and How Pundit Purdhau and his Ministers, Siccaram Bapoo and 
Ballajee Pundit, on the part, of all the Mahrattas : and tho following Articles are 
to be observed inviolably by both parties ; — 

Article 2. 

The peace is to be forthwith ])roclaime,d between the Honorable Company 
and the Mahratta State at the Presidency of Bombay and at all its de]>e,ndencies, 
at the ln‘ad of tin- English troops encamjMjd at Mandavie, and in i-very part (d the 
Guzerat Province where there are British subjects. '^I’he Mahratta Government 
will also order proclamations to be made throughout all their dominions. 


Article 3* 

The, Peishwa, How Pundit Purdhan, and his Ministers Indng desirous of having 
Salsette, and the small islands subdued by the English in this war restored to them, 
do offer to give in exchange a country of three, lakhs of Rupees, vrith its chout, 
etc., in the neighbourhood of Broach. Colom,! Upton having declared that he 
could not restore the said islands, it is therefore, agreed that they shall remain as 
they now are, and that they shall write to the Honorable the Supreme Council 
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of Fort William, and both parties en<rj-ge to abide by their determination. If 
th(5 (Tov(‘rnor-O(‘n(‘ral and Council of Fort William do not restore them, they shall 
continue m th(‘ possi'ssum of the English, and th(‘ Mahrattas will then give ii]> all 
right and tithi to tln^ said islands ; should th<; (lovernor-Gimeral and Council of 
Calcutta restore Salsetl,(i With the said islands, the English will accordingly 
deliver them over to tin* Peishwa. 

Articlk 4. 

Tlui Mahrattas do a,gr(‘<‘ to give to the English Company for ever all right and 
title to their entire shar<‘ of tfie City and Peigunnah of J^roach, as full and eom- 
pl(5te as ever they e(dlected from th(‘ Moguls, or otherwise, without retaining 
claim of chout, or any other demand wdiatcver ; so that the English Company shall 
])osses 3 it without ])artici]iation or chum of any kind. 

Article 5. 

'Pile Mahrattas do agree (by way of friendship) to give foi ever to the English 
Company a (ounlry of three* comph'te* lakhs of llnj)(*es, near or adjoining to 
Hroach, on which iJu'n' is t.o lx* no claim of <'hout, or any otli(*r d(‘mand wliatsoeve'r. 
Tw’o ])ersons on tin* part of the Ceiinpanv and two piirsons on the part' of Kow 
Ibindit Puidlian to proce<*(l and «h*t<*rmnx‘ the place and boundaries, wln‘,ii the 
Jh*ishwa will give the Sunnuds.

All 'Preaties ami Agr«M*ments subsisting betw(‘eii the huiglish and 
Rugoiiath Uow' art* hereby annulle<l ; ami tin^se of Seajei* and Futty Sing, Giiico- 
vrars, are to lie also annulled win*n the above-mentioned proofs are produced ; 
and th(*i}(‘ Treatn's are to be d(*st.n»}cd in the presence of the Ih'ishwa's Ministers 
when they come to hand. 
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Article 8. 

The English do agree that the troo])s from the Presidency of Bombay are to 
bo marched iinm(*diately into their own garrisons and districts. 

Article 9. 

It is agreed that Riigonath Bow is to disband his army within one month of 
this date. His followers and adherents (except the servants about his person) 
are to sc^parate within the sann* tim(' ; and proclamation is to be made by the 
Mahratta Government, granting a full ])ardoii to all adherents and followers, and 
all such as have been in arms with Rugonath How, the four following cxcejited, 
viz., Abajee Mahadu, Noor Cawn Gardie, I’oola Khidmutgar, and Eurrun Sing 
Chokydar, who for crimes and misdemeanors committed against the State, are 
for ever banished the Mahratta dominions. 

Akticlk 10. 

If Rugonath Row r(‘fus(‘s to disband his army, the English are to withdraw 
tln‘ir forces, and ar(‘ not to assist !\im. 

Auttclk 11. 

The conditions of the ninth Article being coni])lied with, th(‘ Peishwa and 
Ministers then consent to establish a hous(‘hold for Rugonath How, consisting of 
one thousand horse and some foot, A\ho are to b(‘ paid and reln^ved at the, })leasure 
of Government, but to obey all legal ordeis given them by Rugonath Row ; also 
two hundred domestics, to be chosen liy Rugonath How and paid by Government, 
They will also cause to be ])aid to Hugonatli How, to (bdray his other ex])enses, 
three lakhs of ru])ees ])er annum, by monthly paynumts, at the iat,e of twemty- 
five thousand ru])ees ])ei montli, conditionally that he resid«‘s at Cooper Gang, on 
the banks of tin' Gunga, Gndavery. If at any time he may want to (diange his 
place of residence, a])]>lication is to be made to the Pidshwa, without, whose ])er- 
niission such a change is not to tak<* place ; and he is not to cause* any disturbance 
or carry on impro])(*r coTn'sjauidence with an}' p(*rson.

It is agreed that no assistance is to })e giv(*n by the English to Rugonath Row, 
or to any subject oi seivant of the Peishwa that shall causei disturbances or re- 
bedlion in the Mahratta dominions. 


Article 13. 

The Peishwa, Row Pundit Piirdhan, and his Ministers, do declare that the 
chout of Bengal and its dejieiidmicies has, for time out of mind, been ])art of the 
jaghirc of the Bcunsello ; they therefore cannot withdraw it ; but if the said 
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Bounsello, or any of his descendants, or successors, or any other person, cause 
disturbanccis by claiming or demanding the choiit on Bengal or its dependencies, 
they do engage never to assist them themselves, or permit any Mahratta Chief 
dependent on them or the Hajahship to give them any assistance. 

Articlb 14. 

It is agreed that, in case of shipwreck of any English ships or vessels, or ships 
or vc^ssels trading under their protection, on any part of the Mahratta coast, every 
assist, an(;e shall be givcni by that (rovcirnment and the inhabitants to save as much 
as possible ; and tlui whole that may be saved shall be returned, all reasonable 
charges being defrayed by the owners. In like manner, the English (bmj)any 
engage tiieir assistance should any Mahratta ships or vessels be shij^wrecked on any 
of their coasts. 

Article 15. 

The Treaties between the Covernmeiit of Bombay and tlie Malirattas, dated 
July and 12th October I75(i, are to be held and continU(‘d in as full forc(‘ as 
when tln'V were first entered into ; unless any Article or Articles of iMtJnu of them 
should, in other manner, be, provided for by this Treaty ; m such case such Article 
or Articles arc to be rejected, and those of this Treaty abided by. 

Article 16. 

All other Treaties or Agreements subsisting between the Government of Bombay 
and the Mahratta Government, not having undergone alteiation or otherwise 
provided for by this Tr(‘aty, arci to be held and continued in as full force as when 
they were first entered upon. 

Article 17. 

It is agreed that, if Jlugonath Row has lodged any jewels belonging to the 
Pcishwa, Row Pundit Purdhan, in the hands of the English, they are to be restored 
on the obligation being complied with for which they were lodged. 

Autk’le 18. 

The Honorable the English (’omj)any shall be considered as thc^ so]<‘ lords 
and ju'opiietors of all the ]>laces ceded by this Treaty from the dates of the res- 
peetive Snnnuds or Grants, and are therein, accordingly, to exeieis(‘ their own 
laws and authorities. And the Malirattas arc not to cause any disturbance in 
any of the ceded countries, nor shall the English occasion any disturbance in 
the Mahratta dominions. 

Article H). 

Ill the places hereby ce<led to the Honorable (V)m])any, and in all the places 
restored to the Mahratta Government by the English, it is agreed that both paities 
shall eommeiiee to collect the revenues thereof from the day on which they are 
delivered, and no demand of collection foi any past time shall be made. 
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Article 20 

A copy of this Treaty, under the seal of Colonel Upton, shall remain with the 
Ministers of the Mahratta Government, and a copy shall be scut- to Calcutta to 
be signed and sealed by the Honorable the Governor-General and Members of 
the Supreme Council of Fort William, and afterwards given to the Peishwa.

The concluding words of the 7th Article, “ and these Treaties are to be des- 
troyed m the presence of the Peishwa’s Ministers when they come to hand,’* 
are also omitted. 

Additional Clause, 

Whereas it is declared by the third Article of the foregoing Treaty that the 
Peishwa, Kow Pundit Purdhan,and his Ministers, being desirous of having Salsette 
and the small islands subdued by the English in the late war restored to them, 
do offer to give in exchange a country of throe lakhs of Rupees, with its chout, 
etc., in the neighbourhood of Broach ; ” and further that “ if the Governor- 
General and Council of Fort William do not restore them, they shall continue in 
the poBsession of the English, and the said Peishwa, Row Pundit Purdhan, and 
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his Ministers wili then give up all right and title to the said islands.” The said 
Governor-Gcineral and Council hereby declare their intention and resolution not 
to relinquish the said islands of Salsette, Caranja, Elephanta, and Hog, or to accept 
the territory offered in exchange for those islands : and the said islands are accord- 
ingly to remain for ever in the possession of the English by virtue of the present 
Treaty.

Treaty with Kagoba, — 1778. 

Articles of Agreement and Treaty between the Honorable William Hornby, 
Esquire, President and Governor, and the Select Committee of Bombay, 
on the jiart and ladiaif of the Honorable United English East India 
Company on Ihe one part, and JIugonatii Bow Bajeerow Purdan on the 
othiH [)art. Done and c.oncluded at Bombay, this 21th day of November 
in the y<‘ar of our Lord 1778, and on Ihe 3rd day of Jeehmd Sookhursun 
Tessali Subein Miah-wa-Alluff, or year 1179, Mahometan style; or accord- 
ing to the Gen too era, the 5th day of Marguasiiur Sood, m the year Vellamly, 
or 1700. 

Article 1. 

Tin; Treaty concluded by Colonel Upton with Hiccaram Jhindit and Ballajee 
Pundit, Ministers in behalf of the Peisliwa and the Mahratta Static, having been 
violatiid by those MinistiTS in almost every Article, tlie Governor and Select 
(!onunit.te(‘ of Bomliay, with the sanction and concuiTeiic(‘ of thi‘ Governor-GeiKual 
and (.Council, do hereby engagi*, and agree, in behalf of the afor(‘said Honorable 
(Vimjiany, to assist Hugonat-li Row Bajeerow Purdan to the utmost of th(;ir power 
to put him in j)Oss(‘ssion of Poona, and to place him in the Regency of the Mahratta 
Enqiire, during tlie minority of Madarow Narrain, the infant Peishwa ; hereby 
declaring that tlie true intent and meaning of this I’reaty is not to alter the form 
of Government, or to interriijit the peace between the Honorable Company 
and the Mahratta State, but. only to remove the administration out of the present 
inquopeu* hands, and to place in the Regency the person who has the justest title 
to that otii(*e. 

Article 2. 

Rugoiuith Row Bajeerow' Purdan, on his part, doth hereby engage and agree 
to acciqit. the ottice of Regent, wdiich he is to exercise with full }) 0 wu;r during the 
minority of the J^eisliwa, Madarow Narrain, in whoso name he further engages 
to continue the Sicca and conduct the Government. But Rngonath Row Bajeerow 
Purdan having expressed his doubts of the legitimacy of the Peishw'a, Madarow 
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Narrain, the Governor and Select Committee of Bombay do liereby engage, on 
Rugonath Row Bajcerow Purdan his strong solicitalieii, to recjin^st ex])licit orders 
from the Company^ wh(‘ther, in case he should prove t-o their satisfaction that the 
child is supposititious, they will place him in the PiMsliwasliij), which, on such 
proof, will be his unquestionable right; and whether, in case the child should 
jirove to be really the son of Narrain Pow, they will guarantee him an equal divi- 
sion of the Government and country on the P(‘isliwa's attaining to the age of 
seventeen, agrei'able to what Rugonath Row Bajeerow Puidan says he is entitled 
to by his birth-right according to the Gontoo Law. 

Article 3. 

The Governor and Select Committee of Bombay do hereby stqnihite, and 
Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan, for their satisfaction, and that his upright 
intentions may apjiear manifest, doth hereby e.ngage and agree, that the person 
of the Pcishwa, Madarow Narrain, shall be kejit under the charge* and custody of 
such persons as may be agrc(iablc to the Select Committee, who wish that the 
chili may be committed to the charge of JN‘rw’ettybhoy, if she, will undertake 
the charge ; and, in such case, the Matchy of Poorunder, wh(*re the child is kept, 
must be guarded with a party of the CVimpany’s L'Oo})s, soid Rugonath Row 
Bajeerow Purdan may keep a chowkey on the outside of the gate, to s(*e that no 
improper persons be admitted ; but no person whatevei must have admittance 
to the child’s presence without the p(;rmission of Perwettybhoy. In case Per- 
wettybhoy should refuse to undertake the charge, the child shall be put under 
the care of any of his relations on the mother’s side ; but should all these decline 
the trust, the child shall then be disposed of in such manner as may be deemed 
most advisable for his security and for the honor of thi' contracting parties 

Article 4. 

Moraba Furncese, Butebeba Pronder, and Tookajee Holkar having invited 
Rugonath Row Bajeerow^ Purdan to take upon himself tin*. Government as 
Regent, and promised their assistance, Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan doth 
hereby engage, upon condition of their performing their promises to his and the 
Select Committee’s satisfaction, and behaving like faithful, obedient servants, 
that he will show favour to them, according to their ranks and services, in settling 
the offices of Government, and that their persons and fortunes shall be unmolested. 

Article 5. 

The Governor and Sidoct Committee engage not to interfere in the appoint- 
ment or nomination of the officers to the forts, army, artillery, or revenues, or 
in the management of the Government, provided nothing be done in breach ol 
any of the Articles of the present Treaty. Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan, oij 
his part, faithfully promising to observe the terms mentioned m the circular letter, 
with respect to the personal safety of those who, he may be of opinion, have injured 
Idm. 
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Abticlb 6. 

In consideration of the assistance to bo afforded by the Honorable Company, 
for placing Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan in the Regency at Poona, Rugonath 
Row Bajeerow Purdan doth hereby engage to confirm and ratify the former Treaty 
concluded with him at Surat, the 6th March 1775, and to cede and make over to 
the Honorable Company for ever, the several places and territories granted by 
the said Treaty, which were restored by the Treaty of Poorunder, and Bassein 
and its districts, and the island of Kennery, which were not put in possession of 
the Company. The several acquisitions which will devolve to the Honorable Com- 
pany by virtue of this Article are as follow : — 

Bassedn, fort and town, and the whole of its districts and dependencies, in their 
fullest extent, according to the just and fixed boundaries of that Provincii. 

Jambooseer and Orpad, in the same full and ample manner as ceded by the 
Trciaty of Surat. 

The island of Kennery. 

An assignment u})on the Pergunnah of Occlaseer for the sum of 75,000 Rupees 
])er annum, as settled by the eighth Article of the Treaty of Surat. 

Therci Ixdug also some small fdaces, known by the name of the Autgoms, always 
annexed, and actually making a part of the district of Salsette, which have b(«jii 
withheld from the Company by the Poona Ministers, Rugonath Row Bajeerow 
Purdan doth hereby engage and agree that the said Autgoms shall be cediid to 
the, Honorabhi Company ; but although the Governor and Sehict Committee 
have ever understood that the Autgoms made a })art of tin*, district of iSalsette, 
yet, if the contrary should be made plainly to appear, they will givi*. up their claim. 

Article 7. 

In addition to the several grants and cessions herein above specified, Rugonath 
Row Bajeerow Purdan doth hereby engage and promise to c(Mh‘ and make over 
for ever t he Pergunuahs of Ahniood and Hansoot, which grants are to be considered 
as an instance of his good will and affection to the Honorable (k)mpany, the con- 
ditions upon which they Vere formerly granted not having, as he declares, been 
fulfilled. 


Article 8. 

All the places herein ceded to the Honorable Company are to be considered 
as their sole right and property from the day this Treaty is executed, without 
any claim of chout to the Mahratta Government, or any other demand whatever, 
and may be taken jiossession of by the Company's people whenever they may think 
profKir , for which purpose, Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan doth, with these 
presents, deliver the necessary orders to the Mahratta officers to surrender the 
said ])lac(‘s. Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan doth further promise and engage 
tln^t, impiediately after his taking charge of the Regency of Poona^ he wjll execute 
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and deliver to the Oov eminent of Bombay regular Sunniids, under the Peishwa’s 
8icca, fur tin* several cessions granted to the Honorable CV)m])auy by tJiis Treaty. 

Article 9. 

Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan engages to pay and make good the charges 
and ex|)oiis(*s of the army and stores with which he is now to be assisted ; which 
he hereby faithfully promises to make good in ready money a.s soon as the situation 
of his aifairs will possibly permit ; and, for the further s<‘curity of the Honorable 
Com]>any, ho, by these presents, assigns over the Pc^rgunnah of Versaul and the 
remainder of Occlaseer, th(‘ revenues of which are to b(5 colIe(?ted by his Amildars 
and paid to the Honorable Com})aiiy, till the amount due for the expens('s of the 
army is fully discharged ; but in ease of failure herein, these Pergunnahs are to 
be ])ut in possession of the Company, and the revenues collected by them till the 
said amount is fully discharged, when all right and title there*, to on the part of 
the Honorable Company will be relinquished : or if Rugonath Row Bajeerow 
Purdan regularly pays the monthly sum stipulated in the next Article, the Honor- 
able Coinjiany will not interfere with the said Pergunnahs. 

Article 10. 

Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan <‘ngages to pay in full for the body of forces, 
consisting of four thousand men, with wdiieh he is to bi* assisted, the sum of two 
lakhs and a half of Ru})e(‘s pi^r month, which the Governor and Select (^mimittee 
of Bombay agree to accept, without further account,, in full of every exixmse attend- 
ing the army, and is to eommemee from the day the, forci^s leave Bombay. 

Article 11. 

Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan faithfully promises and engages to discharge 
his pr(‘st‘nt debt to tlu* Company, as soon as the stivte of his (inane, es will admit, 
agreeable to an ae,(;()nnt which will be deliviinKl to him. 

Article 1 2. 

Th(^ English forces arc to continue with Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan 
until the object of this Treaty is accomplished, wliKjh is to jilace him in the Regenc) 
at l*oona, and when that is e,llected, they are to be at liberty to return to Bombay. 
The (Company will be at all times ready to assist Rugonath How Bajeerow Purdan 
with tht*ir for(;es so far as may be consistent with tlnnr other engagements, or the 
situation of their own aifairs will permit. 

Article 13. 

The several Treaties and Agreements subsisting between the Government of 
Bombay and the Mahratta Government are hereby ratilied and conHrmed, and 
shall be held and continued in as full force as when they were first concluded, unleap 
otherwise provided for in this Treaty. 
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Article 14. 

After tb(3 establisliniont of Hiif'onatli Row Jlajocrow Piirdan in the Eegency 
at Poona, thcTii shall lx*, a firm j)(*acc and alliance; betwei;n the Honorable Cora- 
pany and the Mahratta Gov(;rnmcnt. Riigonath Row Bajccrow Piirdan (*ngagea 
never to assist the cri<*niios or molest the dominion of the Company in any part of 
India, nor to mak(; war oi commit dojiredations m the Carnatic, or any other ])art 
of the dominions of their ally, the Nabob of Arcot. The Governor and Select 
Committee of Bombay, in like manner, migage, in behalf of the Honorable Com- 
pany, not to assist the enemies of Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan. 

Article 15. 

Rugonath How Haje(^rovv Piirdan hereby engages and agrees that no European 
settlements shall b(‘ allowed to be made on tlu* maritime coasts, or in any othe.r 
part of the Mahratta dominions, without the consent of tlie Company or of th(;ir 
representatives being pre-vioiisly obtaiiie(l, and that no maiiiim* of intercourse or 
connection sliall lie maintained bt‘tween the Mafiratta Governmimt and the French 
nation ; any failnif* in which stijnilafion will be considered as a breach of the 
alliance between the Mahratta Government and the Honoiable Company. 

Article 16. 

Rugonath Row Bajeeiow Puidan doth heieby stijiulate and engage that the 
English shall enjoy ail then former privileges and freedom of trade in the Mahratta 
dominions without interruption , and he further engages to give all possible cn- 
couragomcni to the Honorable (Company’s tiade, and to promote, as lar as he can, 
an exclusive vend to the English for European commodities in the Mahratta 
dominions ; but the Honorable Company will make no settlement therein without 
permission from Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan, 

Article 17. 

If any Article of the jirosent IVeaty should interfere with any Engagement 
formed by the Governor-General and Council not yet known to the Governor and 
Select Committee of Bombay, such Article may be liable to be altered or amended 
as luny be necessary. 

The foregoing Articles having been, mutually agreed to by the Governor and 
Select Committee of Bombay, on the part of the Honorable Company and Rugonath 
Row Bajeerow Purdan, the contracting parties have interchangeably affixed their 
hands and seals and the seal of the Honorable Company, in Bombay Castle, the 
day and year above written,

Convention of Wurgaon,— 1779. 

Translation of the Articles of Agreement between Sreemunth Mhade Row 
Narrain, Pundit Purdhan, on the one part, and tlie English Company 
on the other part. 

In the time of the late Sreemunt Pundit Purdhan Mhadoo Row Bulla 1 matters 
went on peaceably. Since then the English obtained possession of several places 
belonging to the Sircar, such as the islands of Salsette and Ouran, Jambooseer, 
and the Mehals and Pergunnah of Broach, both belonging to the Sircar and the 
Guicov^ar ; and the English gave their aid to Rugonath Row Dada Sahib : upon 
which war having commenced. Colonel John Upton came from Calcutta with 
full powers and made an Agreement, and according to that Agreement matters 
were to go on between the Company and the Mahratta Sircar. But on the side 
of the English this Agreement was not adhered to, they having given aid to Ru- 
gonath Row, and, making preparations for war, mounted the ghauts, invaded 
the districts of the Mahratta Sircar, and began to make hostilities, upon which 
the Sircar also prepared for war. At the district of Wurgaon, near Indonny Tul- 
lagaon, Mr. John Carnac and Colonel Charles Egerton, of the Select Committee 
of Bombay, being fully empowered, did depute Mr. Thomas Holmes and Mr. 
Farmer. Further, from the beginning there was a friendship between the Sircar 
and the English, which being interrupted, Colonel John Upton made an Agree- 
ment, according to which Treaty matters did not proceed, and therefore that 
Treaty is annihilated ; and in the same manner, and on the same footing as the 
English and the Sircar were in the time of the late Mhadoo Row, in that manner 
are they now to remain ; the aid and cause of Rugoba to be given up, no protec- 
tion to be afforded him, nor any aid to be afforded to the enemies of the Mahratta 
Sircar. The islands of Salsette and Ouran, and the other islands and ])laceB at 
Jambooseer and the Mehals of Broach, formerly belonging to the Mahratta Sircar 
and the Guicowar, such as Chickly, Veriaul, &c., were taken possession of : these 
we give up, and agree to go on and remain as we were in the time of the late Peshwa, 
Mhadoo Row Bullal ; upon which this Agreement is made with the Sircar. That 
in the time of the late Mhadoo Row Bullal, Pundit Purdhan, matters went on 
peaceably, and since then different places belonging to the Sircar, such as 
the islands of Salsette and Ouran, and other islands, and further Jambooseer «nd 
other Mehals, and the Aumils of Broach, belonging to the Sircar and to the Guico- 
war, the English got possession of ; these must be delivered back to the Sircar ; 
and no aid or protection must in future be afforded to Rugonath Bow, or to any 
of the enemies of the Sircar. In this manner do we faithfully promise to j)erfoiTn, 
and on the part of the Sircar good faith is also to be observed. Rugonath Rovr 
Dafla Sahib was with us : ho, by his own consent, committed himself, with all 
his effects, to +he care of Tookajee Holkai and Madajee Scindia. The English 
army with us is now at Wurgaon : it must be permitted to proceed, with all its 
vn D 
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affects and appurtenances, to Bombay ; and as security for this on the part of 
the Sircar, two persons will proceed belonging to each of tluisc Sirdars, by name 
Nazo (jrunish and Wissajee Samash, Ballarow Govind and Bama Cawn, to con- 
duct the army to Bombay ; and for this purpose troops shall be sent with you 
or not, as you please. The English army that is with us shall not offer any moles- 
tation to any person on the road. The Unturvedee and Bundelkhund Provinces 
and th(}ir Sirdars being always under the Sircar, no damage is to be done to them : 
and the English army from Calcutta having crossed the Nerbudda is now at Hiis- 
sengabad ; it is not to be permitted to proceed forwards, but it is to be sent back 
to Calcutta, and on the road no molestation is to be givcm to anyone. The before- 
mentioned Agreement is formed by the mediation of Tookajec Holkar and Madaj(*o 
Scindia, and according to it matters are m future to proceed without any kind 
of failur<i. I’his we ])ledge the English faith to observe, and the Sircar is also to 
observ(j it. No aid or protection is to be afforded to the Erench. 

Signed in the Mahratta Camp by Thomas Holmes and William G. Farmer. 

Signed in the English Camp by John Carnac and Charles Egerton. 


Agreement of John Caiinao, Esquire, Counsellor, and Colonel PIoerton, 
and blNGLisii Committee of Bombay, with Madajee Scindia. 

That after billing out with the Sircar of Mhadoo Rao Narrain, Pundit Piirdhan, 
we with an army came u])on the ghaut and remaiji(‘d at Tullagaon, on wliicli you 
ordered a lighting, and we both parties did light, in which W(‘, were flef(‘at(‘d, 
rotunuid back, and micampcd at Wurgaon with Dada Sahib. Wc could hardly 
reach Bombay with our army and stores, considering which we sent Messrs. F’armer 
and Holmes to you, d<;siring you would come betw(»,een us, and g(‘t tlu' Sircar's 
and oiir 'rreaty s(*ttled as before, and condu(;t ns and the army to Bombay, on 
which you did susj)end the war. You came betw'een us and got the Sircar’s and 
English Treaty settled, and you promised to conduct us and the army to Bombay 
without mohistation from anybody. You made our escape entirely ; all which 
wc took into our consideration and were very glad. You are a principal of&cer 
and a well-wisher to this Government, which has induced us to keep a friendship 
with you. This came into our mind, and we wore satisfied that you made us 
free from the Sircar’s and everybody’s molestation, and got the Treaty settled 
as before without any dispute from the Sircar ; therefore we thought we should 
serve you, and for which reason have, of our free will and accord, agreed, under 
tlie King’s and Company’s seal, to deliver up to you the fort of Broach, with its 
Government, in the same manner as the Mogul did hold it, which fort is now 
in our possession and which we have given you. We further agree that we will, 
on our arrival at Bombay, obtain the Governor’s dustuck, under the King’s seal, 
to the Killedar of Broach, and deliver the fort and its country in the manner the 
Mogul did hold it up to you, under oath no dispute shall arise in this. This we 
promise solemnly ; and we have left Mr. Farmer and Mr, Charles Stewart with 
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you as hostages for the performance of this agreement. Wo will let no dispute 
arise. This wo agr(;e to in writing.

Article 1. 

It is .ST-i])ulated and agreed to betwtum the Honorable the English East India 
Company and tin* Peishw^a, through the mediation of Madhoo Row Seindia, that 
all eountri(*s, ])laces, cities, and forts, including Bassein, etc., which have been 
taken from the Peishwa during the war that has arisen since the Treaty si'ttled 
by (hlonid Ujitoii, and have come into the possession of the English, shall be 
di‘livered up to the Peishwa ; the territories, ports, cities, etc., to be restored, 
shall be d(*livered in within the space of two months from the period when +his 
Treaty shall beiamni comjih^te (as hereinafter described), to such persons as the 
P(*ishwa, or his Ministi^r, Nana Furnavese, shall ap])omt. 

Article 2. 

It is agreed between tlie English Company and the Peishwa that Salsette 
and thr(‘e other islands, viz., Elephanta, Caranja and Hog, wliich are included 
in ihe I’reatv of Colonel Upton, shall continue for ever in possession of the English.

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If any other islands have been taken in the course of the present war, they shall 
be delivered up to the Peishwa. 


Article 3. 

Whereas it vas stipulated in the fourth Article of the Treaty of Colonel Upton 
“ that the Peishwa and all the Chiefs of the Mahratta State do agree to give the 
English Company, for ever, all right and title to the City of Broach, as full and 
complete as ever they collectt'xl from the Moguls or otherwise, without retaining 
any claim of chout, or any other claims whatsoever, so that the English Com- 
pany shall possess it without participation or claim of any kind this Article 
is accordingly continued in full force and cllect. 

Article 4. 

The lh‘ishwa having formerly, in the Treaty of (Colonel Upton, agreed, by 
way of fri<*ndship, to give ujj to tfie English a country of three lakhs of Rupees, 
near Broach, the English do now, at t]l(^ re(|uest of Madhoo Row 8ciiidia, consent 
to relnupiish tluMf claim to the said country in favor of the J’eisliwa. 

Article 5. 

The country which Seaj«'e and Kuttv Sing Uuieowar gave to the English, and 
which is mentioned in the 7tli Article of the Treaty of (V)lonel Upton, being therein 
left in a state of suspcMise, the English, with a view to obviate all future dis])utes, 
now agree that it shall Ix' restored , and it is hereby settled that if the said country 
be a part of the established territory of the Guieowar, it shall be restored to the 
Guicowar ; and if it shall be a part of the Peishwa’s territories, it shall be r(‘stored 
to the Peishwa 

Article 6. 

The English engage that, having allowed Rngonath Row a period of four 
months from the time when this Treaty shall become complete to fix on a place 
of residence, they will not, after the expiration of the said period, afford him any 
support, protect ion, or assistance, nor supply him with money for his expenses : 
and the Peishwa on his part engages that if Rugonath Row will voluntarily and 
of his own accord repair to Maharajah Madhoo Row Scindia, and quietly reside 
^ith him, the sum of 25,000 Rupees per month shall be paid him for his main- 
tenance, and no injury whatever shall be offered to him by the Peishwa, or any 
of his people. 

Article 7. 

The Honorable English East India Com])any and the Peishwa being desirous 
that their respective allies shall lie included in this peace, it is hereby mutually 
stipulated that each ])arty shall make peace with the allies of the other, in the 
manner hereinafter specified. 
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Article 8. 

Tlio territory which has long boon the established jaghire of Scajee Guicowar 
and Futty Sing Guicowar, that is to say, whatever territory Futty Sing Guicowar 
possessed at the commencement of the present war, shall hereafter for ever remain 
on the usual footing in his possession ; and the said Futty Sing shall, from the 
date of this Treaty being complete, pay for the future to the Peishwa the tribute 
as usual previous to the present war, and shall perform such services, and be sub- 
ject to such obedience, as have long been established and customary. No claim 
shall be made on the said Futty Sing by the Peishwa for the period that is past. 

Article 9. 

The Peishwa engages that whereas the Nabob Hydcr Ally Cawn having con- 
cluded a Treaty with him, hath disturbed and taken possession of territories be- 
longing to the English and their allies, he shall b(‘. made to relinquish them ; and 
they shall be restored to the Com]>aiiy and the Nabob Mahom(*d Ally Cawn. All 
prisoners that have been taken on either side during the war shall be released ; 
and Hyder Ally Cawn shall be made to relinquish all sueli territories belonging 
to the English C/oinpany and tlieir allies, as he may have taken possession of since 
the ninth of Ramzan in the year 1 181 , being tin* dat(' of his Treaty wiMi the Ptushwa ; 
and the said territori(‘S shall bo delivered ovei to the English and the Nabob 
Mahomed Ally Cawn within six months after this Treaty bmng eomjdete, and 
the English, in such case, agree that so long as Jlyd<T Ally (Viwn shall afterwards 
abstain from hostilities against them and tlnur allies, and so long as he shall con- 
tinue in friimdship with tlie P<‘ishwa. they will in no resp(U!t. act liostiloly towards 
him. 

Article 10. 

The Peishwa engages on his own behalf as well as on behalf of his allies, the 
Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn, Ragojee Bhonsla 8yna Baheb Soubah, and the Nabob 
Hyder Ally (^awn, that they shall, in every respect, maintain peace towards tie 
English and their allies, the Nabob Asoph-ul-Dowlali Behauder, and the Nabob 
Mahomed Ally Cawn Behauder, and shall in no respect whatever give tlnmi any 
disturbance. The English engagi^ on their ('wn btihalf, as w(dl as on behalf of 
their allies, the Nabob Asoph-ul-Dowlah and the Nabob Mahomed Ally Cawn, 
that they shall in every respect maintain peace towards the Pidshwa and his allies, 
the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn and Ragojee Bhonsla Syna Saheb : and the English 
further engage on their own behalf, as well as on behalf of their allies, that they 
will maintain peace also towards the Nabob Hydcr Ally Cawn, under the condi- 
tions specified in the 9tli Article of this Treaty. 

Article It. 

13ie Honorable East India Company and the Peishwa mutually agree that 
the vessels of each shall afford no disturbance to the navigation of the vessels of 
the other : and the vessels of each shall be allowed access to the porta of the other, 
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where they shall meet with no molestation, and the fullest protection shall be 
reciprocally alfordod. 

Article 12. 

The Peishwa and Chiefs of the Mahratta State hereby agree that the English 
shall enjoy the privilege of trade, as formerly, in the Mahratta territories, and 
shall iiKU'.t with no kind of interruption ; and, in the same manner, the Honorable 
East India Company agree that the subjects of the Peishwa shall be allowed the 
privihigii of trade, without interruption, in the territories of the English. 

Article 13. 

The P(iishwa Innehy engages that he will not sillier any factories of otlu'.r 
European nations to he established in his territories, or those of the Chiefs de- 
pendent on him, excepting only su(;h as ani already establislnul by the, Portuguese ; 
and h(‘ will hold no mlercourse of friendship with any other Europe, an nations; 
and th(! English on their part agree* that they will not allord assistance to any 
nation of L)ec(;an or Hmdostan at enmity with the Peishwa. 

Article 14. 

The English and the Peishwa mutually agree that neither will allord any kind 
of assistance to the enemies of the other. 

Article 15. 

TJie llonoiable the Governor-General and Council of Port William engage, 
t hat tJiey will not j)ermit any of the Chiefs, dei>endants, or subjects of the English, 
the gentlemen of Jlombay, Burat, or Madras, to act contrary at any place to the 
terms of this Treaty. In the same manner the Peishwa Madhoo Row Pundit 
Purdaii engages that none of the Chiefs or subjects of the Mahratta State shall 
act contrary to them. 

Article 16. 

The Honorable East India Company, and the Peishwa Madhoo Row Pundit 
Purdan, liaving tin? fullest confidence in Maharajah Boubahdar Madhoo Row 
Bcindia B(‘haude,r, they iiave both reipuisted the said Maharajah to be the mutual 
guarantee for the perpetual and invariable adherence of both parties to the condi- 
tions of this IVeaty ; and the said Madhoo Row Scindia, from a regard to the 
welfare of both Btates, hath accordingly taken upon himself the mutual guarantee. 
If eitlu'r of the parties shall deviate from the conditions of this Treaty, the said 
Maharajah will join the other party, and will, to the utmost of his power, endeavour 
to bring the aggressor to a proper understanding. 

Article 17. 

It is hereby agreed that whatever territories, forts, or cities, in Guzerat were 
granted by Rugonath Row to the English, previous to the Treaty of Colonel Upton, 
and have come into their possession, the restitution of which was stipulated in 
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tlio 7th Article of the said Treaty, shall be restored, agreeably to the terms of the 
said Article. 

This Treaty, consisting of 17 Articles, is settled at Salbey, in the Camp of 
Maharajah Soubahdar Madhoo Kow Scindia, on the 4th of the month Jemmadul 
Saany, in the year 1197 of the Hygera, corresponding with the 17th of March 
1782, of the Christian era, by the said Maharajah and Mr. David Anderson : a 
copy hereof shall be sent by each of the above-named persons to their respective 
principals at Fort William and Poona, and when both copies being returned, 
tli(' one under the seal of the Honorable East India Company, and signature of 
the Ifonorabhi the Governor-General and Council of Fort William, shall be deli- 
vered to Maharajah Madhoo How Scindia Behauder, and the other under th(^ 
seal of th(i Peishwa Madhoo Kow, Pundit Purdan, ano the signature of Ballajcc 
Pundit, Nana Furnavese, shall be delivered to Mr. David Anderson, this Treaty 
shall be deemed com])l(*t(; and ratified, and the Articles lu'rein contained shall 
biicome binding on both the contracting parties.

This Treaty, consisting of seventeen Articles, was ratified on the fifteenth 
of the month of Mohrummum-ul-Hirram, in the year 1196 of the Hygera, and 
shall be invariably and perpetually binding on both the contracting parties. 
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(Subscribed in the handwriting of Nana Furnavese.) “ Done hj me, Ballajee 
•Tennardin, on the 15th of Mohurrum, in the year 1183,** 20th December 1782. 

On the 21st of Rubbi-ul-Awul, in the year 1197 of the Hygera, the above 
written Treaty, under the seals of the Peishwa and the signature of Ballajee Pundit 
Furnavese, was delivered near Gwalior to Mr. David Anderson, and a counter- 
part of the same, under the seal of the Company, and the signatures of the Gover- 
nor-General and Council of Fort William, was in like manner delivered to Maharaja 
Madajce Scindia Behauder, by which exchange the said Treaty is become complete, 
and from this date shall be binding on each of the contracting parties.

An Additional Treaty between the Honorable Company and the Peishwa 
of the Mahratta Statr, — 1783. 

Whereas, a Treaty of friendship between the Honorable Com])any and the 
Ptiishwa Pundit Piirdhan having been ratified and completed on the 21st day 
of Rubbi-ul-Awul, of the year one thousand one hundred and ninety-seven of 
the Hejira ; and the following additions for the increase of the friendship and 
concord of the two Governments having been considered and approved of by 
both parties, are liereby agreed to by Mr. David Anderson on the part of the Com- 
pany, and Maharaja Soubalidar Mjihdoo Row Scindia on the part of the Peishwa ; 
and are accordingly to be Indd binding on both parties. 

In the eleventh Article of the Treaty of peace relating to the mutual inter- 
course of shipping, the words according to former enstomy not having been inserted, 
it is now therefore e.xplaiiied that the intercourse of shipping shall be carried on 
according to former custom. 

It is agreed to between the Honorable Company and the Peishwa Madhoo 
Row Pundit Purdhan, that if any (/hief, merchant, or other person should here- 
after fly from the territories of the Honorable Company to those of the Peishwa, 
or from the territories of the Peishwa to those of the Company, no protection 
shall be afforded to such person by either party. 

Concluded near Gwalior on the twenty-second day of Jummad^ul-AwuJ. of 
the year of the Hejira one thousand one hundred and niuety-seveu, conformable 
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to ijhe twenty-sixth day of April one thousand seven hundred and eighty-three 
of the Christian era.

Translation of a Treaty settled betwixt the Honorable East India Com- 
pany and the Peishwa Mahooo Row Narain and Mahkatta State, — 
1783. 

The Honorable East India Company and the Peishwa Mahdoo Rao Narain 
Behauder having concluded and mutually ratified a Treaty near Gwalior, on the 
21st of the month of Hubbee-ubAwml, in the year of the Hegira 1197, in order to 
carry into execution the 9th Article of the said Treaty, the following stipulations 
are now settled and agreed on betwixt Mr. David Anderson and Maharajah Subah- 
dar Mahdoo Row Scindia Behauder, on behalf of the said Honorable East India 
Company on the one part, and the Peishwa and Mahratta State on the other, and 
shall accordingly be binding on both parties. 

The Peishwa having despatched letters to Tippoo Saib, will cause him to les* 
tore all the forts and territories belonging to the English Company and the Nabob 
Mahomed Ally that may have come into his possession, and release such prisoners 
as have fallen into his hands. If Tippoo Saib agrees to these terms, and carries 
them into execution, and if he remains at peace with the Peishwa, the English 
will not afterwards act hostilely against him ; but if he refuses to comply with 
these requisitions of the Peishwa, in such case the Peishwa will immediately assist 
the English and make war against him ; after which neither of the contracting 
parties shall make peace with Tippoo Saib without the consent of the other. The 
territories and forts that may be conquered from Tippoo Saib shall be divided 
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in the following manner : the territories of the English Company and the Nabob 
Mahomed Ally will be delivered to the English Company and the Nabob Mahomed 
Ally ; th() territories of the Peishwa and Mahratta State will be delivered to the 
Peishwa and Mahratta State;. Whatever territories or forts may further be con- 
quered from Tippoo Saib shall be eepially divided betwixt the two contracting 
parti(‘s, according to the vicinity of their respective situations. But it is hereby 
stipulated that the Peishwa shall have no claim to any territories or forts belong- 
ing to I'ippoo Sail), which the English may have conquered with their own force, 
and bo in ])ossession of previous to the actual commencement of hostilities by 
t-he troops of the l^eishwa against Tippoo Saib. This Treaty being settled betwixt 
the English and tiw; Peishwa, neither party shall deviate from it.

Treaty or Alliance between the Company, the Peishwa, and the Nizam, against 

Tippoo Sultan, — 1790. 

'rpEATY of OFFENSIVE aiitl DEFENSIVE ALLIANCE between the Honorable United 
Kn(3llsu Kast India Company, the Peishwa Sewoy Mahdoo Row Narain 
Pundit ruRiniAN Behauder and the Nabob Nazim Ally Khan Asof .Iah 
Behauder, against Putty Ally Khan, known by the denomination of 
I’lppoo Sultan, settled by Mr. Charles Warre Malbt on the part of the 
said Honorable Company, with the said Pundit Purdhan, by virtue of 
the ])owers delegated to him by the Right Honorable Charles, Earl (’orn- 
vvALLis, K.G., Gi)Vernor-General in Council, appointed by the Honorable 
THE Court of Directors of the said Honorable Company to direct and 
control all their affairs in the East Indies. 

Article 1. 

The friendship subsisting between the States, agreeable to former Treaties, 
shall be increased by this. 
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Articlk 2. 

Tippoo Sultan having engagements with the contracting parties, has, notwit h* 
standing, acted with iniidelity to tlieni all, for which reason tJiey have united 
in a h‘agLie, that t.o the utmost of tiieir power they may piinisli him, and deprive 
Jiini of tlie means of disturbing the general trampiillity in future. 

Article 3. 

This undertaking being resolved on, it is agreed that on Mr. Malet’s annun- 
ciation to Pundit Puidhan of tlie actual commencement of hostilities between the 
Honorable (\)nij)any\s loices and the said Tippoo, and on Captain Kenna way’s 
announcing the same to tlie Nabob Asoi Jah, the fi ices of tlie said Pundit ihir- 
dlian aild Nabob Asof Jali, in number not less than 2r),<KX), but as many more 
and as much greater an erpiipinent as may be, shall immediaiidy invade the terri- 
tories ol the said Tippoo, and reduce as much of his dominions as possible belori; 
and during the rams ; and after that season, the said Pundit Purdhan ami Nabob 
will seriously and vigorously prosecute the war with jiotent army, well appoint ed 
and equipped with the requisite warlike apparatus. 

Article 4. 

The Nabob Asof Jah being furnished with two battalions of the Honorable 
Company’s forces, Pundit Ihirdhan shall have an option of being joined by an 
equal iorc-e, on the same terms, during the 2 )rCvScnt war against Tippoo. The pay 
of the said battalions to be made good by Pundit Purdhan to the Honorable Com- 
pany, in like manner as settled with the Nabob Asof Jah. 

Article 5. 

On the said two battalions joining the Mahratta army. Pundit Purdhan agrees 
to allot 2,tKX) horse to remain and act in concert with them. Hut in the event 
of urgent service, on wliieh cavalry alone can be employed, l,(KX) of the said cavalry 
may he iletacJicd thereon, 1,(XKJ renminmg constantly with the battalions, whose 
pay shall be defrayed regularly, m ready money, every month, in the army or 
in L^oona, at the option of Mr, Malet. 

Article 0. 

From the time of the said battabons entering Pundit Purdhan’s territories, 
an agent- on the part oJ the said J^undit Purdhan shall be ordered to attend the 
Commander, to execute such service as may occur. 

Article 7. 

If the Right Honorable the Governor-General should require a body of cavalry 
to join tile English forces, Pundit Purdhan and the Nabob Asof Jah shall furnish 
U> the number of 10,000, to march m one month from the time of their being de- 
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manded, by the shortest and safest route, with all possible expedition, to the 
place of their destination, to act with the Company’s forces ; but should any ser- 
vice occur practicable only by cavalry, they shall execute it, nor cavil on the 
clause ** to act with the Company’s forces.” The pay of the said cavalry to be 
defrayed monthly by the Honorable Company, at the rate and on the conditions 
hereafter to be settled. 


Article 8. 

If, in the prosecution of the war by the three allies, the enemy should gain 
a superiority over either, the others shall, to the utmost of their power, exert 
themselves to relieve the said party and distress the enemy. 

Article 9. 

The three contracting j)owers having agreed to enter into the present war, 
should their arms be crowned with success in the joint prosecution of it, an equal 
division shall be made of the acquisitions of territory, forts, and whatever each 
Sirkar or Government may become possessed of, from the time of each party 
commencing hostilities ; but should the Honorable Company’s forces make any 
acquisitions of territory from the enemy previous to the commencement of hosti- 
lities by the other parties, those parties shall not be entitled to any share thereof. 
In the general partition of territory, forts, etc., due attention shall be paid to 
the wishes and convenience of the jiartics, relatively to tlieir res])ective frontiers. 

Article 10. 

The underwritten Polygars and Zemindars being dependent on Pundit Purdhan 
and the Nabob Asof Jah, it is agreed that on their territories, forts, etc., falling 
into the hands of any of the allies, they shall be re-established therein, and the 
uuzzeranah that shall be fixed on that occasion shall be equally divided amongst 
the allies : but in future Pundit Purdhan and the Nabob Asof Jah shall collect 
irom them the usual Kundnee and Pesheush which have been heretofore annually 
collected. And should the said Polygars and Zemindars act unfaithfully towards 
Pundit Purdhan or the Nabob, or prove refractory in the discharge of their Kundnee 
and Pesheush, the said Pundit Purdhan and Nabob are to be at liberty to treat 
them as may be judged proper. The Chief of Shahnoor is to be subject to service 
with both Pundit Purdhan and the Nabob, and should he fail in the usual condi- 
tions thereof. Pundit Purdhan and the Nabob will act as they think proper.

To preserve, as far as possible, consistency and concert in the conduct of this 
important undertaking, a vakeel from each party shall be permitted to reside 
in the army of the others, for the pmpose of communicating to each other their 
respective views and circumstances ; and the representations of the contracting 
parties to each other shall be duly attended to, consistent with the circumstaucee 
and stipulations of this Treaty. 


Article 12. 

After this Treaty is signed and sealed, it will become incumbent on bhe parties 
not to swerve from its conditions at the verbal or wiitten instance of any person 
or persons whatever, or on any other pretence. And in the event of a peace being 
judged expedient, it shall be made by mutual consent, no party introducing un- 
reasonable objections ; nor shall either of the parties enter into any separate ne- 
gociations with Tippoo, but on the receipt of any advance or message from him, 
by either party, it shall be communicated to the others. 

Article 13. 

If, after the conclusion of peace with Ti])poo, he should molest or attack cither 
of the contracting parties, the others shall join to punish him ; the mode and 
conditions of effecting which shall be hereafter settled by the three contracting 
powers. 

Article 14. 

This Treaty, consisting of fourteen Articles, being this day settled and concluded 
by Mr. Malet, with the Peishwa Sewoy Mahdoo Row Narain Pundit Purdhan 
Behauder, Mr. Malet has delivered to Pundit Purdhan one copy of the same, in 
English and Persian, signed and sealed by himself, and Pundit Purdhan has deli- 
vered to Mr, Malet another co})y in Mahratta and Persian, executed by himself ; 
and Mr. Malet has engaged to procure and deliver to Pundit Purdhan in seventy- 
five days, a ratified copy from the Governor, on the delivery of which the Treaty 
executed by Mr. Malet shall be returned.

His High 
ness Rao Thindit Purdhan Behauder, for the ]>ur])os(‘ of nuidcring the boundary 
line of the Honorable Comiiany’s ])ossession a good and W(‘ll defiuidiMl ont‘, a.gre(*p 
that such exchanges of talooks or lands shall be mad(' Jier(‘after, on t.iTins of a 
fair valuation of their respective revenues, as the (‘omjiletion of the said pur}) 08 e 
may recpiire. And it is agrec'd and covenanted that the territories t,o be assignoil 
and ceded to the Tlonorabh^ Comjiany by the 4th Article, or in consequimce of 
t.lui exchange stipulated eventually in this Article, sliall be suliject to tJi(‘ exclu- 
sive maiiageanent and authority of the said Company and of their officers. 

Article fi. 

Notwithstanding the total annual ex])ense of the subsidiary force is estimat(*d 
at twenty-five lakhs of Rupees, His said Highness Jiath agre(*d t o cede, by Artich' 
4, lands estimated to yield annually the sum of twemty-six laWis of Ru])(‘(‘s, the 
additional lakh being intended to meet possible deficiencies in tlie revenues of 
the said lands, and save the Honorable Comjiany from loss. 

Article 7. 

After the conclusion of this Treaty, and as soon as the BritisJi Resident shall 
signify to His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, that the Iton()ra})h* (Com- 
pany’s officers are prepared to take charge of thii districts ceded by Article 4, 
His Highness will immediately issue the necessary perwannahs or orders to his 
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officers, to deliver over clarge of the same to the officers of the Honorable Com- 
pany. And it is hereby agreed and stipulated, that all collections made by His 
Highness* officers subsequently to the date of the Treaty, and before the officers 
of the Honorable Company sliall have taken charge of the said districts, shall 
be carried to the. credit of the Honorable Company, and all claims to balances 
from the said districts, referring to perioils antecedent to the conclusion of this 
Treaty, shall be considered as null and void. 

Article 8. 

All forts situated within the districts to be ceded as aforesaid shall be deli- 
vered to the officers of the Honorable Company with the said districts ; and His 
Highness Kao Pundit Purdhan Bohauder engages that the said forts shall be 
deliv(*red to the Honorable Company without being injured or damaged, and 
with their cquij)ment of ordnance, stores, and provisions. 

Article 9. 

Grain, and all otlier articles of consumjition, and provisions, and all sorts of 
materials for wearing apparel, together with the necessary numbers of cattle, 
horses, and camels, re<[uired for the use of the subsidiary force, sliall be entirely 
exem})te(l from duties ; and the Commanding Officer and officers of the said sub- 
sidiary force shall be treated m all respects in a manner suitable to the iliguity 
and greatness of both States The subsidiary force will, at all times, be ready 
to execute services of importance, such as tlio protection of the person of His 
Highness, his heirs, and successors, the overawing and chastisement of rebels, 
or exciters of disturbance in Ills Highness’ dominions, and the duo correction 
of his subjects or dependants, who may withhold the payment of the Sircar’s 
just claims i but it is not to bi‘ employed on trifling occasions, nor like Sobundy 
to be stationed in the country to collect, the revenues, nor against any of the prin- 
cipal branches of the Mahratta Em])ire, nor in levying contributions from Mahratta 
dependants in the manner of M oolkgeerrc. 

Article 10. 

Whereas much inconvenience has arisen from certain claims and demands 
of the Mahratta State affecting the City of Surat, it is agreed that a just calcula- 
tion shall be made of the value of the said claims by His Highness Rao Pundit 
Purdhan Behaucler and the Government of Bombay ; and in consequence of the 
intimate friendship now established between the contracting parties, His High- 
ness Kao Pnndit Purdhan Behauder agrees, for himself, his heirs and successors, 
to relinquish, for ever, all the rights, claims, and privileges of the Mahratta State 
affecting the said City of Surat, and all collections on that account shall cease 
and determme from the day on which this Treaty shall be concluded ; in coiisi- 
deratiou of which act of friendship the Honorable East India Company agrees 
that a piece of land, yielding a sum equal to the estimated value of the said claims 
of the Mahratta State, shall be deducted from the districts ceded by Article 4; 
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and on the same principle, and from similar considerations, Ilis Highness further 
agrees, that the amount of the collections made for tlie Poona Si, ale, under the 
title of Nogabundy, in the Pergunnahs of Chourassy and (Jlii(*kl(‘y, shall be ascer- 
tained by an average taken from the receipts for a certain numlx'r of years, or 
by such other mode of calculation as may bo determined on, and His said High- 
ness doth further agree, for himself, his heirs and successors, to rc'liiKjuish for 
ever the Nogabundy collections aforesaid, and they shall accordingly «*easo from 
the conclusion of this Treaty. And it is agreed and stipulated, that, a piece of 
land, yielding a sum equal to the amount of the said Nogabuinly collections, shall 
be deducted from the districts ceded by Article 4, in the same manner as stipulated 
in regard to the chout of Surat. 


Article 11. 

Whereas it has been usual for His Highness Hao Pundit Purdlian Pehauder 
to enlist and retain in his service Europeans of dilTcrcnt countries, His said High- 
ness hereby agrees and stipulates, that in the event of war breaking out between 
the English and any Eurojiean nation, and of discovery IxMiig made that any 
European or Europeans in his service, belonging to such nation at war with the 
English, shall have meditated injury towards tJie English, or Iiave (nitered into 
intrigues hostile to their interest, such European or EiirojiOrnis, .so olRmding, 
shall be discharged by His said Highness, and not suffered to reside in his domi- 
nions. 

Article 12. 

Inasmuch as, by the present Treaty, the contracting parties are bound in a 
general defensive alliance, for mutual defence and protection against all enemies, 
His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder consequently engages never to 
commit any act of personal hostility and aggression against His Highness the 
Nabob Asoph Jah Behauder, or any of the Honorable Company’s allies or depen- 
dants, or against any of the principal branches of the Mahratta Empire, or against 
any power whatever, and in the event of difference arising, whatever adjustment 
the Company's Government, weighing matters in tlie scale of truth and justice, 
may determine, shall meet with full approbation and acquiescence. 

Article 13. 

And whereas certain differences, referring to past transactions, are known 
to subsist between the Sircar of His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder 
and the Sircar of His Highness the Nabob Asoph Jah Behauder, and whereas 
an amicable adjustment of those differences must be highly desirable for the wel- 
fare and benefit of both the said Sircars, His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behau- 
der, with a view to the above end, agree.s and accordingly binds himself, his heirs 
and successors, to fulfil and conform to the stipulation of the Treaty of Mahr ; 
and His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder further agree.s, that on the 
basis of the fulfilment of the said Treaty of Mahr, and of the claims of Hjs High- 
ness the Nabob Asoph Jah Behauder to be totally exempted from the payment 
VII K 
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of ehonf. the Honorable Company’s Government shall be entitled to arbitrate 
and determine all such points, as may be in doubt or difference between the Sir- 
oars of their Highnesses aforementioned ; and His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan 
Beliauder further agrees, that in the event of any differences arising between 
his Government and that of His Highness the Nabob Asoph Jah Behauder, at 
any future period, the Y)articulars of such differences shall be communicated to 
the Honorabh' East India Company, before any act of hostility shall be commit- 
ted on either side, and the said Honorable Company interposing their mediation, 
in a way suitable to retjtitude, friendship, and union, and mindful of justice and 
establisJied usage, shall ap})ly themselves to the adjustment of all such differences, 
conformable to ])ro])riety and truth, and shall bring the parties to a right under- 
standing. And it is further agreed, that whatever adjustment of any such differ- 
ences the Com])any's Government, weighing things in the scale of truth and justice, 
shall determine, tiiat ({(‘termination shall, without hesitation or objection, meet 
with the full a])])robation and ac(]uieseence of both parties. It is however agreed, 
tliat this stijmlat.ion shall not jireveiit any amicable negociations which the Honor- 
able (^unjmny and th(‘ (Vnirts of Poona and Hyd(‘rabad, resjiectively, may be 
desirous ol o])ening, ]U‘ovuled no such negociation, shall be carried on between 
any ol the t.hr(‘e parties without f nil eoimuimication thereof to each other. 

Article 14. 

WJiereas a Treaty of fnendslu]) and alliane.e has been concluded between the 
llonoralile Company and Rajah Aiiund Rao Guieowar Pehauder, and whereas 
the said Tr(*atv was iiK'ditated and (‘xcHUited, without any intention that it should 
infringe any of the just- rights or claims of His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan 
B(‘Jiauder adeeming tlui Sinuirs of the said Rajah, His said Highness adverting 
tJo'rcto, and also to tlie iiit-imaie alliance now established between the contract- 
ing parties, doth hereby formally acknowh*dge the existence of the said Treat 
bet vNc(*n the Bonorabh* (Vmipany and Rajah Anund Rao Guieowar Behauder ; 
and inasmu(,L as, by reason of certain unfinished transactions, the conclusion 
of which has been susjicnded from time to time, various demands and ])a])ers of 
accounts arc found to subsist Ixdwceu the Government of His Highness Rao Pun- 
dit Purdlian H(*haiid(‘r and the Sircar of the Rajah aforementioned. His said High- 
ness, ]dacing full reliance on th(‘ imj)artialitv, truth, and justice of the British 
Covornmeiit, doth Jiereby agree that the said Governm(*nt shall examine, into 
aiid linally adpist th(' said d(‘niands and jiapers of accounts, and His said Highness 
furthcir sti[)ii lutes and binds himsidf, his heirs and successors, to abide by such 
adjufttment as the Britisli Government shall accordingly determine. 

Article 15. 

The contracting partu's will emjiloy all jiractical means of conciliation to pre- 
vent the c,alamity of war, and for tliat jnirpo.se will, at all times, be ready to enter 
into amicable (‘xplanations with the other States, and to cultivate and improve 
the general relations of peace and amity with all the powers of India, according 
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to the true spirit and tenor of this defensive Treaty. But i^ a war should un- 
fortunately break out befw<jen the contracting 2)artieH and anv' other j)ower what- 
ever, then His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder engages, tJiat with the 
reserve of two battalions of sepoys, which are to remain near His Highness' person, 
the residue of the British subsidiary force, consisting of four battalions of sejioys 
with their artillery, joined by six thousand infantiy and tini thousand horse of 
His Highness’ own troops, and making together an army of ten thousand infantry 
and ten thousand cavalry, with the requisite train of artillery, and warlike* stores 
of every kind, shall be immediately ])ut in motion, for the pur])ose of o}>])osing 
tlie enemy ; and His Highness likewise engages to emj)loy ev(‘ry fuither tdlort 
in his jiower, for the purpose of liringing into the field, as six'edily as ])ossible, 
the whole force which he may be able to su])])ly from Jus dominions, wit h a view 
to the effectual jiro.secution and sjieedy termination of the said war. TJie Honor- 
able (Vnnpany, in th<‘ same manner, engage on their ]>art, in tliis case, t(> (‘iiiploy 
in active o])erations against the emmiy, th(‘ largest force wliieh tiny may be abb* 
to furnisJi over and above the said subsidiary force. 

Akticle 16 . 

Wlienev(*r war shall appear probabb*, TTis Highness Rao Pundit. Purdhan 
Behauder (*ngag(*s to collect, as many Inmjaries as ]>ossibb‘, and to sl-ore as much 
gram as may lie ])ractic,able in his frontier garrisons. 

Ahticle 17. 

As by the present Treaty the union and friendship of the two Staf(‘s is so (irmly 
eement(‘d that, they may lx* consider(‘d as oin* and the sann*, His Highii(*ss Rao 
Pundit Ihirdhan Behauder engages n(*it.h<‘r to commence nor to ]uirsue, in futuia*, 
any negociations with any other pow<‘r whatever, without giving ])revious notiix* 
and entering into mutual consultation witli tin* Honorable East India (Vmqiany’s 
(}ov(*rnment ; and the Honorable (Vmqiany's (Jovernnu'iit, on thtii parr., h(‘reby 
declare that they hav(* no manner of concern with any of His Highness’ cJiibln'ii, 
relations, subjects, or servants, with resjieet to whom Ills Jlighiu'ss is absolute. 

AirnoLE J8. 

Inasmuch as by the present Treaty of general deb'iisive alliance, the ties of 
union are, with the blessing of (Jod, so clo.sely drawn, that the int(*rest.s of the 
two States are become identified, it is further mutually agr(‘ed, that if distin- 
bances shall at any time break out in the districts ceded to the Honorable Coni- 
])any by this Agrei'inent., His Highness Kao Pundit. Purdhan Behauder shall per- 
mit such a proportion of the subsidiary troops as may be requisite to be limjiloyi'd 
in quelling the same within the saul <listricts. If dislurbane(‘s shall, at any time, 
break out in any part of His Highness’ dominions eontiguous to the Conqiaiiy’s 
frontier, to which it might be inconvenient to detach any ]>roportion of tJie sub- 
sidiary force, the British Oovernment, in Iik<* manner, if required by His Highn(*HS 
Kao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, shall di eet such jinqio.taon of the troojis of the 
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Company as may be most conveniently stationed for the purpose, to assist in 
quelling the said disturbances within Ilis Highness* dominions. 

Article 19. 

It is finally declared that this Treaty, which, according to tluc foregoing Articles, 
is me^nt for the support and credit of His said Highness’ Government, and to 
preserve it from loss and decline, shall last as long as the sun and moon shall en- 
dure.

SuPPLEMKNTAL tO thc TrKATV OF BaSSEIN, — 1803. 

A Treaty, consisting of 19 Articles, was concluded at Bassein between the 
Honorable English East India Company Brihaudtjr and His Highness thc Peishwa 
Badjee Kao Kogonath Pundit Purdhaii Behauder. The following Articles of 
Engagement are now agreed on and settled, as supplemental to the said Treaty, 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, on the part of the said Ibmorable Company, 
and Anund Rao Vakeel, on tire part of the said Kao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, 
under full power and autlurrity granted to them respectively for the purpose. 

Article 1. 

That of the territory ceded in perpf‘tuity to the Honorable Rast India Com- 
pany by the said Treaty of Bassem, thii country of Savenore, and Talook of Ban. 
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capoor, in the Oarnatic, yielding an annual revenue of 16 lakhs of Rupees, shall 
be restoreil in ]>eri)etuity to the Sircar of the said Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder. 

Article 2. 

That of tin* t(*rritory coded in p<Tpotuity to the English East India (Join])aiiy

conquered for the Poona State by Ali Behauder, territory yielding an estimated 
annual revenue of 36,16,000 Rupees, agreeably to the following detail : 

1 . In lieu of the country of Savenore, and Talooks of Buncapoor in tlic Car- 
natic, and the Pergunnah of Oolpah, in Guzerat, a tract of territory, yielding an 
annual revenue of 19,16,000 Rupees. 

2. On account of the stated high value of Ooljiah, a tract of territory ) lidd- 
ing an annual revenue of 50,000 Rupees, in excess for that Pergunnah. 

3. To bear the entire expense of the regiment of cavalry mentioiu'd in Article 
3, a tract of territory yielding an annual revenue of 7,50,01)0 Rupees. 

4. To servo as an equivalent for the expense to be incurrt'd by tJio British 
Government in payiiig and maintaining, during the present war, the 5,000 (*avaJry 
mentioned in Article 5, a tract of territory yielding an annual revenue of 5,00,000 
Rupees, and lastly, a tract of territory yielding an annual revenue of 4,00,000 
Rupees, to meet the extraordinary exjumse which Ihe British GoveriimiMil musi 
be subject to in establishing its authority in Bundelcund, wiiieJi is disturbed and 
ravaged by rebels, who must be subdued and punishial. Total ceded from Bun- 
delcund, 36,16,000 Rupees. 

Article 7. 

The whole of the fori'going territory, eiMled as abov(‘ from Bundelcund lo the 
Honorable English East India I’ompauy, shall be takiui from thvise quarters of 
the province most contiguous to tin* British possessions, and in every res])ect 
most convenient for the British Government. 

Artici.e 8. 

Inasmuch as the Pergunnah of Ooljiah was ])articularly valualile to (he Honor- 
aide Comjiany’s Government, by reason of its proximity to tJii' ('ity of Surat, in 
the prosperity of which the lintish Government bears an anxious concern, it is 
accordingly agnuid and stijudated, that the said Pergunnah of Goljaih sliall bi^ 
so managed and governed, at all tim<*s, by the Mahratta authority, as to oonducii 
to the convenience of the- said C^ity, liy attention to the rules of good iiiughbour- 
hood, and the promotion of an amicable and commercial intercourse, between the 
inhabitants of both sides. And inasmuch as the sovereiguty of tiu* River M’ajitee 
doth belong to the British Government, it is accordingly agreed and coxenanti'd, 
that the Mahratta authority in Oolpah shall have no right or concern whati'viT 
in the wreck of any vessel that may be east upon any part of tiie Ool])ali territory 
connecting with the said River Ta])tee, liut be bound, in th(‘ event of any sucJi 
wreck, to render the vessel all practicable aid, for whicii the. jiarties assisting shall 
be entitled to receive from the owners of the wreck a just and reasonable com- 
pensation.

Partition Treaty op Poona with IIis Highness the Peishwa, — 1804. 

Treaty /or the settlemjsnt of general peace in Hindostan and the Deccan, 
and for tlie confirmation of the frienoshtp subsisting between the Honor- 
able English East India (Company and its allies, His Highness the Sou- 
baiidar of the Deccan and IIis Highness Kao Pundit Purdhan Peishwa 
Behauder, settled between the said Honorable Company and the said 
allies by Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, Kesident at the Court of His 
Highness the Pejshwa, in virtue of the powers delegated to him by His 
Excellency the Most Noble Ktchard, Marquis Wellesley, Knight of 
the Most Illustrious Order op St. Patrick, one of His Majesty’s Most 
Honorable ]*iuvy Council, Governor-General in Council of all the British 
possessions, and Captain-General of all the British land forces in the East 
Indies. 

Whereas, by tlic terms of the Treaties of peace concluded by Major-General 
tlie Honorable Arthur Wellesley, on the part of the Honorable Company and 
its allitvs, with Maluarajah Semah Saheb Soiibah, Kajah of Berar, at Deogaum, 
on the ITth of December 1803, and with Maharajah Dowlut Kow Scindia at Surje 
Aiijengaum, on the 30th of that mouth, which Treaties have been duly ratified 
by the o verm >r-( Jon (‘nil in (Vnincd, and by the allies of the British Covermnent, 
certain forts and territori(‘s liavo b(‘en ceded by Maharajah Sonah Saheb Soubali, 
and by Maharajah Dowlut Kow Scindia, to the Honorable (V)mpaDy and its allies, 
the following Articles of Agreement, lor th(‘ s(*ttlement of the said forts and terri- 
tories, have been concluded by the British Government and by the said allies : — 

Article I. 

The Province of (hit tack, including the Port and District of Balasore and 
all cessions, of every description, made by the 2nd Article of the Treaty of Deo- 
gaum, or by any 'JVeaties wliich have been confirmed by the tenth Article of the 
said Treaty ol Deogaum, sliall belong in jierjretual sovereignty to the Honorable 
English East India Company. 


Article 2. 

The territories of which Maharajah Senah Saheb Soubah formerly collected 
the revenues in ])articipation with His Highness the Soubahdar of the Deccan, 
and those lormerly poss(*ssod by Maharajah Senah Saheb Soubah to the w'est- 
w^ard of the Kiver VVurdah, ceded by the 3rd Article of the Treaty of Deogaum, 
and the territory situated to tiie soutliward of the hills on which are the forts 
of Nernnllali and Gawilghur, and to the \restward of the Kiver Wurdah, stated 
by the 4th Article of the Tieaty of Deogaum to belong to the British Government 
and its allies, shall belong in perpetual sovereignty to His Highness the Soubahdar 
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of the Deccan, with the exception of the districts reserved to Senah Saheb Soiibah 
in the 5th Article of the said Treaty of Deogaum. 

Article 3. 

All the forts, territories, and rights of Maharajali Dowlnt Row Scindia in the 
Doab, or country situated between the Jumna and Ganges, and all Ins forts, terri- 
tories, rights and interests m tlie countries which are to the nortliw^ard of those 
of the Rajahs of Jeypoor, and Jodepoor, and of the Rana of Gohiid, ceded by 
the 2nd Article of the Treaty of Surjc Anjciigaum, shall belong in perpetual sove- 
reignty to the Honorable Company. 


Article 4. 

The Fort of Baroach and territory depending thereon, ceded by the 3rd Artiele 
of the Treaty of Surje Anjengaum, shall belong in ]>crpetual sovereignty to the 
Honorable Company. 

Article 5. 

The Fort and City of Ahmednuggur, together with such part of the territory 
doiiending thereon, as is ceded by tlie 3rd Article of the Treaty of Surjo Anjen- 
gaum to the Honorable Company and its allies, shall belong in perpetual sove- 
reignty to His Highness the Peishwa. 

Article 6. 

All the territories wliich belonged to Maharajah Dowlut Row Scindia before 
the comrneucemcut of tlie late war, situattsl to the southward of the hills called 
the Adjuntcc Hills, ineludiiig the Fort and District of JaJnapore, the town and 
District of Gaudapore, and ail other districts between that raiigi^ of hills and the 
River Godavery, ceded by the 4th Article of the Treaty of Surje Anjiuigauiu to 
the Honorable Company and its allies, shall belong in f>erj)etual sovereignty to 
His Highness the Soubahdar of the Deccan. 

Article 7. 

All cessions made to the Honorable Company by any Treaties wliieJi have 
been coiiliruied by the Oth Article of the Treaty of Surje Aujiuigauiii, shall htdong 
in perpetual sovereignty to the Honorable Company. 

Article 8, 

This Treaty, consisting of eight Articles, beiug this day, the 14th of May 1804 
A.D., corresponding with the 3rd of Suffer 1219 A. II., settled and eonc'uded at 
Poona, by Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, Resident with llis Highness the 
Peishwa, Lieutenant Colonel Close has delivered to His said Highness a copy 
of the same in English, Persian, and Mahratta, under the seal and signature of 
the said Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, and His Highness the Peishwa has deli- 
vered to the said Lieutenant-Colonel Close another copy, also in Persian, Mahratta, 
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and English, hearing His Highness’ seal, and Lieiitonant-Colonel Close aforesaid 
has <*.ngag(Ml to prncuiro and deliver to His said Highness, without d(day, a copy 
of th(‘ sam(‘, duly ratified by His E\c(dh‘n(iy the Most Noble tlui (lovernor-General 
in (V)uneil, on tlie, reo<‘i]>t of whieh l)y His said Highnc'ss, the jiresent Tr(‘aty shall 
be deem(5(l coinphitc and binding on tli<^ Honorabh*. th<‘- English East India Com- 
pany and on His Highnoss, and the e-o])y of it now delivered to His said Highness 
sliall b(‘ returned.

By tli(* {17th) s(‘vonteonth Article of the 'rreaty of Bassein, llis Highness Uao 
Pundit Ihinliian Behaudt'r engag<‘s ueith<*r to eoiunicnei' nor ])ursue in futun* 
any lu'goeiations witJi any jiower whatever, witJiout giving })revious notum to, 
and entering into mutual eonsultation with, the Honorable Bast India (hjn[)any s

ness Kao Pundit Puidhan B(‘haiider hereby engages neither to maintain \ akeids 
or oth(*r Agents at th(‘ (\Mirt of any power whateviT, nor to permit tlie residene(‘, 
of Vak(‘els or otli(‘r Agtuds from any jiower wJiati’ver at his (hurt, and His High- 
ness furtiier engage's to hold no eommunieation with any jiowe.r whatever, I'Aea'pt 
througii IJk' li(‘sid(*nt oi otJier Ministi'r of the Honorabhi (Joinjiany s (loveniinent 
residing at His HigJiness' Court , and His Highness Uao J*undit Purdiuin Bi'hauder 
hereby for himself, and for Jus lieirs and successors, re, cognizes the dissolution 
in form and substance of (lie, Mahratta coiifede.racy, and renounces all conm^e- 
tioii wliatever with the? otiii'i Maiiraita jiowers, wlndher arising from his fonm'r 
situation of I'xeeiitive head of the Mahratta Empire, or fnmi any other cause. 
Nothing eoiitaiiK'd in this Arliele shall afleet any rigiits whieh His Higliness Uao 
Pundit PurdhaiL Ih'luuider may possess over any (hiefs of the Mahratta State 
between the Uivers Nedbudda and Toombuildra, and to tlie west of the western 
frontier of His Higliiu'ss the, Nizam's Dominions, who are now in obedience to 
His Highness Uao I’undit PurdJian Behaiider. His Highni'SH, however, renoune,es 
all elaiins on tin* Kajah of (\)la})ore, and on the (lovenmient of Sawiint Warn-e, 
and engages to advance no elaims on the lands of the,ir HigJim^ssc'S heindia, Holkar, 
the Uajah of Berar, and the (jluickwar, which may be situated within the limits 
before-mentioned. 


Article 6. 

llis Plighiiess Uao Pundit Purdlian Behaiider spceially renounces all future 
demands on His Highness Uajah Anund Uao Guickwar Behauder, whether re- 
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suiting from the former supremacy of the said Kao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, 
as executive head of the Mahratta Empire, or from any otlier cause ; but as various 
demands and papers of accounts, arising from certain unfiuislied transactions, 
subsist bctweiMi the Clovernmtmt of Ills Jligliiiess Kao Pundit Purdhan Behau- 
dcr and the Government of tlie Kajah above-mentioned, which His Highness 
Rao Ihindit Purdhan Beliauder agreed, }»y the fourteenth Article of the Treaty 
of Bassein, to submit to the aibitration of the Jfonorable Company’s Government, 
those demands are heridiy declar(*(i to be in fore^e as far as relates to past times ; 
but His HighiKiss Ibio Pundit Purdhan Beliauder now consents, that in the event 
of the payment of the annual sum of four lakhs of Knpees by Kajah Annnd Kao 
Guickwar Beliauder, the above agreement shall be set aside, and the said Kajah 
shall be discharged from all claims whatever on the part of the said Rao Pundit 
Purdhan Beliauder. Jii case Ihs Highness Kajah Anund Kao Guickwar Bchauder 
should not consent to the payment of the annual sum of four lakhs of Rupees, 
then tlie agreement abovo-meiitioned, which forms part of the (14th) fourteenth 
Article of tlie Tr(\aty ol Bassoin, shall remain in force and binding on both parties, 
but His Highness Kao l^iiiidit Ihirdhan Bchauder hereby distinctly renounces 
all future claims on IIis Highness Rajah Anund Kao Guickwar Bchauder. 

Aktiole 6. 

Ill the fourth Sujiplemental Article to the Treaty of Bassein, it is agreed that 
in time of war His Highness Kao Pniidit Purdhan Beliauder shall ajipoint and 
furnish five thousand cavalry and three thousand infantry, with a due propor- 
tion of ordnance and military stoics, to join and act with tlie British subsidiary 
force, and iii addition thendo, Uis Highness agreed to employ in the war such 
further force as he shall be able to bring into the hold. That Article is hereby 
annulled ; and in lieu thereof it is agieeti that llis Highness Kao Piindii Purdhan 
Bchauder shall jdace at> the dis]Knsal of the British Government sullicient funds for 
the jiayinent of a force of five thousand cavalry and three thousand infantry, 
and the provision of a due ])roportion of ordnance and military stores ; on the 
fulfilment of which engagement the British Government shall have no further 
claim to the siTvices of the contingent above-mentioned. But His Highness 
Kao Ihindit Purdhan Bchauder shall still be bound as formerly to co-operatc in 
the war with such a toice as iie may be able to bring into the licld ; the Honorable 
Goinpany in the same manner engaging to employ in active ojierations against 
the enemy the largest forei* wliieh they may be able to furnish over and above 
the subsidiary force. 

Article 7. 

To enable the Britisli Government to supjily the place of the contingent above- 
mentioned, His Highness liao l^uiulit. Purdhan Beliauder liereby assigns, and 
cedes in per])etuity, t-o the Honorable Company all the territories and rights de- 
tailed in tlio schedule annexed to this Treaty, and llis Highness expressly renoun- 
ces all claims and pretensions of whatever description on the countries enume- 
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rated in the said schedulo, and all connexion with the (Chiefs and Booineas of those 
countries. 

Article 8. 

As it may be found that certain of the territories ceded by the. foregoing Article, 
may bo inconvenient from their situation, Ili.s Highness Itao Pundit Purdhan 
Boliauder, for the purpose of rendering the boundary line a good and well defined 
one, agrees that such exchange of talooks and lands shall be tnade her(*afler, on 
terms of a fair valuation of their respective revenues, as the completion of the 
said purpose may require, and it is agreed and covenanted that the territories 
to be assigned and ceded to the Honorable Company by the (7th) seventh Article, 
or in consequence of the exchange stipulated eventually in this Article, shall be 
subject to the exclusive management and authority of the said Company and 
their officers. 

Article 9. 

Ills Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Beliauder will immediately issue the neces- 
sary purwannahs, or orders to His Highness’ Officers, to didiver over charge of 
the districts ceded by Articles S(*venth to the Offie<‘rs of th(» Honorable Company, 
and it is hereby agreed and stijiulated, that all collections made l»y His Highness’ 
Officers, sulisequently to the commencement of the Hindoo year (answering to 
the 5th of June 1817 A.I).), shall be carried to the ciedit of the Honorable Com- 
pany, and all claims to balances from the said districts, referring to periods an- 
tecedent to the conclusion of this Treaty, shall be considered as null and void. 

Article 10. 

All forts situated within the districts ceded as aforesaid shall be delivered 
to the Officers of the Honorable Company, with the said districts, and His High- 
ness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder engages that the said forts shall be delivered 
to the Honorable Company without being injured or damaged. 

Article 11 . 

It is further agreed that if disturbances shall at any time break out in the 
districts ceded to the Honorable Company by this Agreement, His Highness Rao 
Pundit Purdhan Behauder shall permit such a proportion of the subsidiary troops 
as may be requisite, to be employed in quelling the same within the said districts. 

Article 12. 

His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder on his own part., and on the 
part of his heirs and successors, hereby cedes to the Honorable East India Com- 
pany, in perpetual sovereignly, the Fort of Ahmednuggur, together with as much 
of the adjoining country as may be within two thousand (2,f31X)) yards of the fort, 
measured from the foot of the glacis. His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behau- 
der engages to furnish such jiasture lands as may be required for the use of the 
Subsidiary force, at the most convenient place adjoining to the cantonments of 
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the different divisions of the said force ; and althoufi;]i by tlic spirit of the Treaty 
of Bassoin the British Government is already entitled to send sucih troops into 
His Highness’ territories as may appear requisite for the fulfilment of the terms 
of that Treaty, yet to remove all doubts on that point His Highness Rao Pundit 
Purdhan Behauder further engages to admit the residence, within his dominions, 
of any number of British troops in addition to the subsidiary force that the British 
Government may think necessary, and to jicrmit all British troops to pass through 
all ])arts of his dominions without obstruction, ])rovided that nothing in this Artichi 
is to entitle the British Government to make any demand on His Highness for 
the expense of the additional troops so residing. 

Article 13. 

His Highness Kao Pundit l^urdhan Behauder hereby cedes to the Hononible 
East India (iompany all his rights, interests, or ])reteiisions, feudal, territorial, 
or pecuniary, m the Province of Bundelcund including Saiigor, Jausi and the 
lauds held by Nana CJovind Kao, and agrees to relinquish ail connection with the 
Chiefs in that quarter 

Article 14. 

His Highness Kao Pundit Purdfrtn Behauder for himself, and for his heir 
and siK^cesHors, hereby ccdi's to the Honorable East India ('Jompany all his riglits 
and territories in Malwa, which were secured to him by the 11th ArtVde of tlu* 
Treaty of Surje Anjengauin, and generally all rights and pretensions of every 
denominat ion which he may possess m the country to the north of the Kiver N(‘r- 
bmhla, exei'pting those wdiicli he possesses in tlie IVovmcc of Guzerat ; and en- 
gages never more to interfere m the alfairs of Hmdostan. 

Article 15. 

His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder formerly rented his share of 
the City and Province of Ahmedabad, including the tribute of Kattiwar, to Bhug- 
unt Kao Gujckwar, at the rate of four lakhs and a half of Kiqx'es per annum, 
and granted a Simnud to that clTeet under date tin*, twenty-scvimth demadee- 
ul-Akhif (12U5) one thousand two hundred and five. The tribute of Kattiwar 
formerly comprehended m that farm has been ceded to the British Government 
hy the seventh Article of the present Treaty. His lIighiH'ss now agrees to grant 
t he remainder of the said farm in perpetuity to His Highness Rajah Anuiid Rao 
Guickw\ar Behauder, and to his heirs and successors, on tlie same terms as those 
i*outaiiu‘d in the above-mentioned Sunuud, dated the I wen ty-sevmith of Jemad(‘e- 
iil-Akhir A H., one thousand two hundred and five (1205), exce])ting the terms 
contained m the second (2ud), eighth (Htli), eleventh (lltli), and tifteeuth (I5tli) 
Artieles, wdiich are hereby abrogated and annulled. In c-onsidcmtion of the 
greatness of the actual revenue of the City and Province of Alunedalwil, and 
likewise of the loss to whieh His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder has 
already been subjected by his renunciation of all future claims on His Highness 
Rajah Auuud Rao Guickwar Behauder, and by his accepting an annual payment 
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of four lakhs in lieu of all claims actually due up to the present day, it is agreed 
that the former sum of four laklis and a half of Kupees shall still be paid for the 
farm of Ahmedabad, notwithstanding the separation of the tribute of Kattiwar. 

Article 16. 

Whereas certain Articles of Agreement (six in number) regarding the settle- 
ment of the southern jaghiredara were presented by the Resident at Poona tc 
His Highness Kao Pundit Pnrdhan Behander, on the 6th of July, one Ihousand 
eight hundred and twelve (1812) A.D., to which, after a modificalion suggested 
by His Highness and submitted to him on the seventh of th<‘ same month, His 
Highness gav(' his entire consent, those* articles an* hereby recognized and de- 
clared to be binding on both jiarties, as much as if they formed part of the present 
Treaty ; and whereas various disputes have arisen regarding the muster of tlie 
troops of the said jaghiredars, and the manners and iieriods of their service, His 
Highness Kao Pundit Purdhan Behauder hereby agrees to be guided entirely 
by the advice ol the British Government with regard to those subjects, and to 
issue no orders to the jaghiredars without full concert with the British Govern- 
ment ; His Highness hereby agrees to restore to the said jaghiredars any of the 
lands mcluded in their Sunnuds which may now be in His Highness’ possession ; 
and in consideration of the recommendation of the British (b)vernment His High- 
ness hereby consents to reston* to Madhoo Kao Kastia the jaghire formerly held 
by him and resumed in the year one thousand eight bundrc'd and f()urt-<*(*n, and 
to permit him to hold that jaghire as formerly, under the guarantee of the British 
Government. 

Article 17. 

The fort, and territory of Mailghaut having been taken possession of by the 
troops of His Highness Kao Pundit Purdhan Beliaud(*r without, concert with the 
British Government, and His Highness’ occupation of that fortress having since 
occasioned various inconveniences to the other alli(‘s, His Highness Kao Pundit 
Purdhan Behauder engages to withdraw his troops from Mailghaut, and he hereby 
renounc(‘s all claims and pretensions to the said fort and territory, and to all other 
territories occiijiied by his troops during tlie expedition of one tliousaml eight 
hundred and eleven. 

Article 18. 

This Treaty, consisting of eighteen Articles, being this day settled and con- 
cluded at Poona by the Honorable M. Eljihinstone, Moro Dixit, and Hallajoe 
Liichmim, Mr. Klphinstone has delivered to His Highness the Peishwa a copy 
of the same in English, Persian and Mabratta, under the seal and signature of the 
said Honorable M. Klphinstone, and His Highness the Peishwa has dedvered 
to the said Honorable M. Elfihiiistone another c-ojiy, also in English, Persian and 
Mahratta, bearing His Highness’ seal, and the Honorabh* M. El|)hinstone> afore- 
said has engaged to procure and deliver to His Highness without delay a c.ojiy 
of the same, duly ratified by His Excellency I he Most Noble Francis Marquis 
Hastings, K.a., Governor-General, &c,, &c., in C'ouncil, on the receipt of which 
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by Ilia said Highness, the present Treaty shall be deemed complete, and binding 
on the Honorable East India Company and on His Highness the Peishwa, and 
the copy now delivered to His said Highness shall be returned.

Schedule of the Lands and Revent^es ceded in perpetuity by His Highness 
Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder to the Honorable East India Com- 
pany, by virtue of the seventh Article of the annexed Treaty, amount- 
ing to thirty-four lakhs of Rupees, lands and revenues, to be made over im- 
mediately. 

The Districts of Bailapoor, Autgong and Culleaun, and all the territories 
possessed by His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder situated to the north 
of those districts as far as Guzerat, and lying between the Ghauts of the Syadree 
mountains and the sea. 

All the rights and territories possessed by His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan 
Behauder in Guzerat, with the exception of Ahmedabad, Oolpar, and the annual 
payment due by the Guickwar. 

The tribute of Kattiwar estimated, after deducting the expense of collections, 
at four lakhs of Rupees. 

The territories of Darwar and Koosigul. 

The above territories are to be made over immediately. The necessary ex- 
penses of the management of the said districts are then to be ascertained and de- 
ducted from the gross revenue. The remaining revenue is to form part of the 
thirty-four lakhs stipulated for in the seventh Article, and the territory required 
to complete that amount is to be ceded in the Carnatic m such situations as may 
be most convenient to the Honorable East India Company’s Government, with 
a view to the preservation of a distinct boundary line. 
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Whatever collections may have been made by the Officers of His Highness 
Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder from the districts to be made over immediately, 
or from those to be hereafter assigned in tlie Carnatic subsequent to the com- 
mencement of the present Hindoo year, answering to the 5tli of June 1817, are 
to be repaid to the Officers of the Honorable East India Company, agreeably to 
the ninth Article of the Treaty. 

For the purpose of ascertaining the amount of the revenue of the territories 
now made over, it is agreed that the regular accounts for the last twenty years 
shall be produced from the records of His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhari’s Gov- 
ernment, within the period of five days.

Paper presented by the Resident at Poona to the Peishwa^s Ministers on the 6th of 
July 1812 j and accepted by His Highness on the 7th 

First. — His Highness the Peishwa will take no notice of past injuries, and 
will advance no pecuniary claims without the consent of the British Government. 

Second. — The jaghiredars to retain possession of their serinjaumy lands as 
long as they serve His Highness the Peishwa with fidelity. 

Third. — All lands and revenues which have been usurped, z.e., enjoyed without 
Sunnuds, by the jaghiredars, to be restored to His Highness the Peishwa. 

Fourth. — The jaghiredars to serve His Highness the Peishwa according to 
their Tynaut Zaubitas, and to attend with their contingents when sumn oned 
by His Highness. The Peishwa will not give any ])roiuise to the jaghiredars 
that shall limit his ancient right to summon them when he pleases and retair 
them as long as he thinks fit, but he promises the British Government to employ 
them when the affairs of his Government require it, and to dismiss them accord' 
ing to the ancient usage by the advice of the British Government when their ser- 
vn 1" 
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vices are not required. His Higlmess also engages to treat the jaghiredars with 
the consideration to which they arc entitled by former practice. 

Fifth , — The British Government charges itself with the fulfil iiKMit of the con- 
ditions contained in the four Articles above written. If tlu* jaghiredars shall 
not accept them, the English Government will enforce them by fair means or by 
force if necessary, and if they should finally reject them, the British Govtirnment 
will unite with the Peishwa in resuming their lands for His Highness. Should 
the jaghiredars give their (jonsimt to these Engagements at present, but hereafter 
refuse to comply with them, the British Government will join with the Peishwa 
in punishing them. 

Siidh. — Th(^ Peishwa’s Government will not depart, from any of the Engage- 
ments into which the British Government may enter in (Hinforinity to the preciid- 
ing Articles, nor is any other authority to interfen*. with tlu', British Government 
in the [iresent negociation.

Propositions to Ba.tee Rao. 


Bated ht June ISIS, 

First. — TliAt he shall resign for himself and successors all right, title, and 
claim over the Government of Poona or to any sovereign power whatever. 

Second . — That Bajee Rao shall immediately come with his fandly and a small 
number of his adherents and attendants to the cam}) of Brigadier-General Malcolm, 
where he shall be received with honor and respect, and escorted safe to the city 
of Benares, or any other sacred ])lace in Hindostau, that the Governor-General 
may, at his request, fix for his residence. 
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Third . — On account of the police of the Deccan, ami the advanced state of the 
season, Bajoc*. Rat) must ])r()(H*t‘d to Hindostan without ont^ day’s dt'lay, hut Hriga- 
dier-Gcneral Malcolm engages that any [)art of his family that may he loft behind 
shall be sent to him as early as jiossible, and every facility given to rtmder their 
journey speedy and convenient. 

Fourth . — That Rajee Rao sliall, on his voluntarily agreeing to this arrange- 
ment, receive a liberal pension from the Company’s Government for the sUf)port 
of himself and family. The amount of his pension will be fixed bv the Governor 
General. Brigadier- General Malcolm takes upon himself to t'ngage that it sliall 
not be less than eight lakhs of Rupees per annum. 

Fifth . — If Bajee Rao, by a comjilete and ready fullilment of this Agreement, 
shows that he reposes entire confidence in the British Government, his requests 
in favour of principal jaghiredars and old adherents, who have been ruined by 
their attachment to him, will meet with liberal attention ; his representations 
also in favour of Brahmins of venerable character, and of ridigious establishments 
founded or supported by his family, will be treated with regard. 

Sixth . — The above [iropositions must not only be accepted by Bajee Rao, ()ut 
he must personally come into Brigadier-General Malcolm’s camp within twmity- 
four hours of this period, or else hostilities will be recommenced, and no further 
negociation will be entered into with him. 
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II -MAHI KANTHA AGENCY. 

The system of perpetual settlement which whs ado])te(l in Katliiawur 
in 1807, and which obviated the necessity of the ])eriodical advance of a 
collecting or mulhgiri army, was found to be so beneticial to the (‘ountr\ 
and people that it Avas soon afterwards resolved to extend it io the (iaek- 
war’s claims over the Mahi Kantlia. The tirsl who entered into engage- 
ments of the kind was tlie Chief of (xhodasar. It was in 1811-12 that 
the Britivsh Government first interfered to put a stop 1o the annual pro- 
gress of the (laekwar’s luulkgiri army, and fixed tlie tribute and })ro- 
vided for the security of the rights of the Chiefs. Security Bonds for 
good conduct, consisting of Sixteen Articles, are believed to have been 
taken from the Chiefs; but no copies are to be found. There are, how- 
ever, revenue engagements and decennial and Fa’el Zamin bonds of Four 
Articles, taken between 1811-12 and 1814 on the model of those passed by 
the Kathiawar tributaiies in 1807 (see Vol. VI, Western India States); 
but these were never adhered to, nor formally annulled. In 1818^ 
the Chiefs executed a Security Bond to the Gaekvar through the 
mediation of Colonel Stanhojie. The province being in disorder, a 
BritisJi Agency was established in 1820 to securi' tranquillity and rt‘alise 
the Gaekwar’s tribute : and, in consequence, a fresh Sec urit.y Bond of 
Eleven Articles was taken from the Chiefs in 1822. The essential Secu- 
rity Bond taken from them was, however, that of 1830, commonly known 
as the Bond of Sixteen Articles (No. IN), liy which the (Ihiefs bound 
themselves to pay the Gaek war’s dues on the uveiagc ot what had been 
collected during the ten preceding years. A similar Bond of Sixteen 
Articles, coi responding in all essential points, was taken in 1835 and 
1836, and again a third edition of it a few years later. The result is 
that, for all practical purposes, the Security Bond of 1830 is the most 
convenient to refer to as exhibiting the conditions applicable to Mahi 
Kantha. 

These engagements, however, only settled the Gaekwar’s claims, and 
left unadjusted Uie exactions levied by the Raja of Idar and the black- 
mail taken by the Koli Chiefs. Sinct* 1820, when lh<‘ (budvivar 
agreedt not Io send troops inlo the districts or pred'er any <daims 
against the inhabitants in them, e\cc])t tliroiigh t h(‘ arbit rat ion of the 
British Government, the paramount autluuity in the AJahi Kantha lias 
heeii exeri'isod hy the British Government alone, in J82>9 a court of 
criminal justice was established iu the Mahi Kantha similar to that which 
had been established in Kathiawar. It is presided over by the l^ilitical 
Agent, aided by two or three assessors, for the trial of heinous (jtfencos

After the short tenure of the olfice of Moghul JJepuiy in Gujarat by 
Abhai Singli, Itaja of Jodhpur, his two younger brothers, Anand Singli 
and Itai Singh, aided jirobably by the inhuencti of his name, possessed 
themseives of tlie principality of Idar. Thai family is the last that 
effected a settlement in Gujarat by conijuest. The Idar territory com- 
prised the districts of Idar, Ahmediiagar, Modasa (old name Morasa), 
Jtayar, llaisol, Paianlij, and Jb japur, to A\hich tiv(‘ other districts w'cre 
rendered tributary. Anand Singh was killed in one of the numerous 
conhicts wdth the Itajput ])roprietors ot tbe soil, and was succi‘eih*d by 
Ins younger son, Shiv Singh, under the guardianship of Jtai Singh, 
his uncle, wlio shortly altiuwards di(‘d without issm*.. During the rule 
of Shiv Singh he was stiijijx'd ol Ihnantijy Dijnjmr, and half of the three 
districts of Modasa, Uayar, and llarsol by the Peshwa, wdiiidi districts 
were aftei wards cedixl by th<‘ iVshwa to the lliitish Govoinment. 7’he 
oth(*r hall of (he Idar (('iiitones went to tlu' Gatdcwai, wdio contmitcd 
himselt with the cAacl-ion ol a shan* ol iJit* annual rmenm*s, wdiich, at 
the scdtlennuit of I81ii, was IiximI in perpetuity at its. 1^1,001 for idar, 
and IN. toi Ahni(‘dnagai .

Shiv Singh died in 17111, leaving five sons, the eldest of whom, 
llhawan Singh, succtMMhxl him, but died in a tew das s, li‘aving ihe State 
to his son, Gambhir Singh, a boy of ten years. 

l’h(‘ death of Shiv Singh led to dissensions in the family, which 
endeil in the disiiumibennent of Idar. Sagiam Singh, second soil of Shiv 
Singh, wdio had recei\(‘d Ahmednagar from his father in feudal grant, 
assumed independence, and with his assistance Zaliiu Singli and Amir 
Singh, fwo other sons of Shiv Singh, after a long struggle, possessed 
tlunnselves respectively of Modasa and Ihiyar during Gambhir Singh’s 
minority. India Singh, the fifth sou of Shiv Singh, who was hliod^ 
received Soor and three other vilhiges for his support. 
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Sagram Singh, Chiof of Alnnednagar, died in 1798, and was succeed- 
ed hy his son, Tvarati Singh. Zaliin Singh of Modasa, died childless 
in 18d(), and Modasa ought to have lapsed to Tdar. His widow, however, 
was allowed hy the (jaekwar to adopt Ihatap Singh, Karan Singh’s 
brother, on whose death in 1821 Modasa was united with Ahinednagar; 
lull (janihhir Singh never ceased to lay claim to it. On the death of 
Amir Singli ot Ihnar ithoiit children, the reversion of Bayar was claimed 
hv hotJi Idai ancl Ahinednagar. The dispute was investigated in 1827 
hy the IVditical Agent of the Mahi Kantha, and an Engagement 
(No. VIII) was concluded adjusting all the disj)uies between Idar and 
Ahinednagar: ldai‘ ienounc(‘d all claim to Modasa and received two- 
thiids of Ba\ar, the lemaining third going to Ahinednagar. This settle- 
ment, however, was never acted on, and the dis])iitcs continued as vehe- 
ment as before. 

Oainbhir Singli of Idar died in 18'ld, and was succeeded by his vson, 
•Jawan Singh. Ouing to inisinanagenient during Jawan Singh’s minority 
and the rapacilA (d the h'ading Chiefs, the v\ idow of (lambhir Singh 
appliiid to the Itiitish (fo\ eminent to iak(‘ the State under its own 
management. M’his uas doin* in IS'‘{7. 1’he control ot the Biitish Gov- 
ernment was rel.ix(‘d in I8‘)2. but clK'ck on the (‘\])cnditure wuis main- 
taiiKMl till 18V), whiMi th(‘ entii(‘ managmmmt ot tlM‘ State was trans- 
terred to tlu; Baja. 

^riie Chud of A li inednagar, Kaian Singh died in 18^‘)0, leaving two 
sons, Biithwi Snigli and Takht Singh. On his death a forcibh* saii 
occni red, not wit hstandi ng all the eflorts of tlie British offi(‘ers to jirevent 
it. lnnm‘diatcly aftt‘r tin* performance of th(‘ rite, Jhithwu Singh and 
Takht Singh w ith tludr fcdloweis fled to the hills; and several of the sub- 
ordinati* (diicfs w ei e at llic same time in rehellion. To ])revent a general 
outbreak an amnesty was jiroclaimed, ol which Jhithwi Singh and Takht. 
Singli were the first to a\ail themsel\es. Ibithwi Singh w\as installed 
ill Ahinednagar on his engaging (No. X) to jnevent the practice of salt; 
to tMitertain no foreign mm eenaric's ; to iid'ei all disputes to the British 
(iovernimuit ; and to abide hy the (Migagements of 1812. J’rithwi Singh 
died in lS‘j9, and, on the d(*ath ol his |»ostliumous son in 1841, the succi*s- 
Sion d(‘Nolve(l on d’aklil Singh. ’I’liis Chiet was eh‘cted luler of tile State 
of Jodhpur, no t Im* death of Man Singh in 1848. 

Aft(‘i going to J(Mlh[Mir he < laim(‘<I the right to ndain Ahinednagar 
in his laniily, but in 1848 the Briti>h GoMonment deiddiul that this 
claim was ln\alid, and that Ahmcdnagai should i evert to the Idar State, 
t(»gether w’lth Modasa and Bayar. 

In 18()1 th(^ Jdar Harbar agreed (No. XI 1) to prevent the smuggling 
of salt through Idar territory. 

In 18G2 the Buler of Idar received a Sanad of Adoption (No. XIII) : 
and in 18G7 was granted a permaiieut salute of 15 guns. 
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tTawan Singli died in 1868 and was succeeded by his only son, E^esri 
Singli, during wliose nunority tl\e Slate was nvanaged by tbe Political 
Agent. 

In 1874 an Agreement (No. XTV) was concluded with the Idar State 
ior the construction of a weir in ihe river Hathnniii and a canal through 
Idar territory, lly ibis agreement, civil and criminal jurisdiction within 
canal limits was delegated lo the British (iovcrnment. 

In 1881 an Agreement (No. XV) was concluded with Idar, whereby 
ihe State renounced all claim to certain co-shared villages situated in 
ihe Ahinedahad (Jolleciorate, and was given in lieu thereof four othei 
villages to he held as part of tbe Idar State. 

Tn 188d Tdar and Tintoi (a vassal of Idar) acce])ted the Opium Agree- 
ment (No. XVI), which had t)een eoneluded in 187iS with the other States 
in the ^lahi Tvantha. 

In 1886-87 the ioial abolition of transit dues throughout the Mahi 
Kaniha was etTected. 

In 1888-86, in order to prevent loss to ihe British ahkari revenues, 
Idar agieed to 1ak(‘ its sijppl\ ol Injiioi reijuired loi tliiee of its villages 
from tiie (Vntral Distillery al Ahrnedahad; hut, al'ler Ihe eslahlishment 
of a (Viitral Distillery in Ihe Slate in 1912. this airangement ceased. 

In 1896 a new ()j)ium Agieemeni (No. XX) was made with Kesri 
Singh. 

Ill 1897 Ihe Maharaja c(‘(led lo the Biitish (lovernment tlie land then, 
or thereafter, leijinied fo? ihe Ahmedah.ul-Brantij Ilailway, together 
with full civil and criminal jurisdiction over the railway (No. XIX). 
In 1911 the Mahaiaja ceded to tin* Biilish (loveinment juiisdudion over 
the laud in the Stat(‘ (Mcujued hy the Idai Road-Hrahina Khod extension 
of the Ahmedahad-Braiil i I Jtailway (No. XXII I) 

Maharaja Kesri Singh assumed the management of liis vState in 1882. 
He (lied on tlie 201 ]i hVhruary 1901. A jiosthninous son, horn on the 4th 
of Oidoher 1901 and named Krishna Singh, was recognised hy (Tovernment 
hut died on Ihe dOtli November 1901, and the (government of India 
then reeogni.sed Prataj) Singh as sue(*essor to llie Tdar gaddi^ on which 
he was inslalled on the 121h Feliiuaiy 1902, at the age of 56. J*rataj> 
Singh was the second son of Takht Singh of dodhpui, who wa.** tlie last 
Haja of Ahinednagar and who siic( eed(*d lo 11h‘ riodhpur iftuldi after the 
ileal h ol Maharaja Man Singh. 

In Apiil 1902 ihe (Tovtwninent of India 7(*c(jgnised the iido])tion by 
Prafa[> Singh of his nephtuv, Daulatsinhji, as his heir to the (ftiddi, on 
fhe usual condition thai no legitiinaie son should thereafter he horn to 
the Maharaja. At the time of his adoption Daulatsinhji was 25 years 
of age. 

Pratap Singh ahdicafed fi'om the Idar yaddi in I9II to become liegeiit 
of Jodhpur, and Daulatsinhji was installed on the 21st July of that year.

All these Chiefs 
sig'iied tlie Jloinl of Sixteen Articles (No. JX) in bSrtt). vSome ot tlnnn 
executed Agreennuits (.srr J\o. XII) in IS(n-(>2, binding tlioinselves to 
prevent the sniuggling of sail through their teri‘itori(‘S. 

In 1878 they ac(;epied an Opium Agreement (.see No. NVl), and in 
18tH> they made fresh Ojiium Agn'cjiients [sec No. XX). Jn 1888*89, in 
Older to prevent loss to llritish abkan rcvi'nue, tln‘ abkari nghls of the 
\illages of Jiarmuada, Jtakhial and Alahisa in the Ihiwislii 9diana and ol 
the Talukas ot‘ (ihodasar (including the village ot 1 1 aldarwas) and Kliadal 
\v<‘re, ieas(*d to Ooviuninent t'oi a ileliniie piniod. 9'he abkari b*ase ol 
(ihodasar (including the village ol' llaldarwas) and Klnidal was rcin‘\ve<l 
in 1897 tor a period ol t(‘n years coinnnuicing troni the 1st August 1895, 
as were thosi* of lh(‘ Jtawislii village's of ttaianuada, Itakhial and Mahisa, 
from whicli however no fonnal agreements vvi're ih(‘n c.onsidmed neces- 
sary. tdiese h*as(*s have been renewed liom time to time and still subsist. 
Tlie form of lease is shown as No. XVJl. 

Jdie Stales ol Idar, N'lpivanagar (Polo) ami Dania ha\(‘ lull contiol 
of their own abkari alVairs; but, in order to proteci Bntish abkari revi'iiue, 
all other 9’a.lukas leased tJieir alikaii rights to (iovt'rninent in J912 
(No. XXIY) on payment ol fixed compensation. These agreements have 
been renewed ironi tune to time and the airangi'inent still subsists. 

Ln 1891 the ddiakor of Xatosan ceded to the Jlritisli (lovernnu'iit juris* 
diction over that pait of the Yiramgam-JVlehsaiia Itailway which passes 
through his histate (No. NYJ li). 

Jn 191^8 the Thakors of Katosan and Virsoda ceded to the British 
(lovernnieut j urisdndion over that portion of the JJevusna-Bechraji 
Itailway which passes thiough their teriitoiy (No. XXY). 

The nature of othci a i langenients made with Ihese tdiicfs ami otiuds 
from time to time appears from a perusal of the J^higageinents (Nos. 1 to 
Yll). 

Prior to l885-8ti a Jorce known as the (Jaekwarks Contingent was Inain- 
tained at Sadra, the head([uarters of the Agency, foi the [ireservation ol 
law and order. In that year the Contingent was disbanded and in itr> 
[)lace a force of Agency police was formed, the Baroda State paying an 
annual subsidy for its upkeep. 

The Civil Station of Sadra occupies the land of the village of Sadra 
which belongs to the Thakor of Vasna. The terms on which the land has 
been ceded to the British (lovoinnient are shown in the Agreement dated 
25th November 1843 entered into with the Thakor of Yasna (No. XI)*

Tbanslation of an Agreement executed by Bharote Samttl 8ing Goman 
Sing to the Sircar Gdikwar,— 1808. 

This agreement is executed with the Sreemunt Maharaj Sena Khas Kheyl 
Shiirasher Bahadur, that I, Samiil Sing Goman Sing of my own free will and 
inclination, do liereby stand perpetual security for Choowan Bhattajec Jalljee, 
of Araliarah, and that I will not permit him or his people, brothers, n(*f)hews, 
relations, dependants, servants, or subjects to commit disturbance or tluifts in 
the Sircar mehals, those belonging to the Punt Purdhan, or the Honourable Com- 
pany. 

Bhattajec shall not offer any annoyance or connive at others doing so in the 
mehals of Cupperbund, Deogaum, Edur, Ahmednuggiir, Mandwa, Moondassoo, 
Hursool, Puranta, and all other pergunnahs, and lie shall also be prevented from 
disturbing merchants travelling on the road or jiossessing himself by his own means 
or those of others of their goods or property. 

The delinquents or criminals of the Sircar shall have no asylum with Biiattajee 
or in his territories, nor will he give them countenance or encouragi*mciit ; .ind 
in the event of any person coming to Bhat.tajec without the permission or know- 
ledge of the Sircar and the Sircar shall demand him, ho sliall be delivered up. 

In like manner if slolc'ii jiroperty should be sold or given to Bliattaj(‘e or Ins 
dependants without knowing it’to be such, the saint' will bi' restored on demand. 
The Mandwa yiergunnah which bt'hmgs to the Sircar shall not m the most trifling 
degree rt'ceive annoyance or injury from Bhattajec 

Bhattajec is to enjoy his Girass dues from the following pt'igunnalis in the 
same projiortion as it stood in ihe reign of tlie late Futteh Sing Kao Guikwar, 
viz., Mandwa, Edur, Moondassoo, Ahmednuggur, Cupperbund, Deogaum, Puranta, 
Hursool, &c. 

All new claims for Girass on other villages or places cease from this day. The 
ghasdana, as settled by Babajee Appajee in his Mahec Kantha Moolookgeeree 
t-o be given to the Sircar, shall in future be annually discharged. 

Bhattajee and his servants shall faithfully perform the usual service to the 
Sircar thannah at Mandwa. Bhattajee sliall not permit the Koolec of Lohar to 
reside within the limits of his territories, nor will he allow him or his people of 
every description even to stop or eat victuals at his villages, nor will Bbattajee’s 
subjects associate with the Lohar Koolees. 

I am security and personally responsible that Bhattajee shall conduc.t himself 
according to Ihe tenor of this agreement, and if it should ever be necessary that 
the Sircar should send mohsuls, the charges and expenses shall be defrayed by me, 
I am perpetual security.

Translation of a Khut of General Security by the Lohar Zemindar to the 
Sircar of Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shamsher Baha- 
DOOR, — 1809. 

To WIT. — Whereas do wc, the Bhats of Cupperbund, viz., Hacher Deepsing 
and Veeram Bacher, of our own free will and pleasure, and in behalf of Kotewal 
Naiuijee Jaitajee, and Soortanjee Sirtanjee, and Rooi)a Gullje and Adjajee Jallum- 
jee, and Dhunajee Soozanjee, and Oomajee Suttaghee, all the six shartirs hereof, 
including also all brothers, nephews, all friends and relations, all the Koolees 
residing respeetiv(*ly witliin the separate precincts of each sharer, all inhabitants 
and those bearing arms, all those residing within the jampa, or town gate, of the 
said place, and all those who may reside in outer poorahs, designated Mowarah 
or Warawas, and for the whole of whom we do hereby afford perpetual security 
with further (jounter-secunty to which fully assenting we have executed this bond 
to the Sircar, providing on the part of the six sharers and all others concerned, 
of Lohar, residing within their respective precincts, that in all the districts of 
the Guikwar dominions, as well as the possessions of the Punt Purdhan and the 
mehals of the Honourable English Company, the parties aforegoing shall not 
commit any act of irregularity or aggression ; and further that any fugitive. 
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thief, or pJundcrer of the domiDions of three governments above related, or from 
the j)ergiiiiiiah Mandwa, or taluka Edur, or Ahmedniiggur, or Monassoo, or other 
place from whence may come a culprit of the Sircar, or person of the description 
of Bliarwuttea, or criminal or ryot who may come to Lohar, shall not be permitted 
to remain, nor shall be given sustenance, nor be in any way aided or countenanced , 
nor entertained in the different asylums, nor shall the Koolees of Lohar join, abet, 
or accompany others of such (lescTi])tion in acts of misdemeanour, or plunder, or 
theft ; besides, all such des('nption of persons who hitherto have, unknown to 
the parties, come and taken u}> his or their residence, all such person or persons 
to be giv(in over to the custody of the Sircar ; and independent of persons belong- 
ing to any of the three aforegoing governments, persons such as merchants from 
other countries, or Wunzaras or other, or any description of traveller from any 
quarter, whether going or coming, shall not be impeded at their place of encamp- 
ment or temporary residence ; neither shall the i>arties concerned instigate others 
to the comnijssion of irrc'gular d(»eds, conducting all travellers of whatever de- 
scription safely to their country ; and whereas in regard to the Girass dues of the 
parties from Deogaum and elsewhere of long standing, and of the time of the late 
Futteh Sing Kao J^aba, the Sircar will make due inv(*stigation thereof in view to

Maiidwa pergunnah ; and henceiorward are the jiarties entitled only to the Girass 
dues of old and established da1(\ all of a later date being herefiom made null ; 
nor shall the parties show hindrance or injury to the ryots m view to obtain from 
them the Giiass already realized by the Sircar, and they shall be strictly confined 
to the enjoyment of the Girass to be granted to them on obtaining possession of 
Lohar ; and wher(‘as all ghasdana dues from Lohar or its dependencies, as well 
as juniinabuiidee, are due to the Sircar, wo engage that all such description of 
public revenue be yearly discharged to the jiroper authorities without difficulty , 
and wher(*as the parties will continue in obedience to the Sircar, and to serve in 
whatever tliey may be coininandc*d, and wher(‘as we have become due sc^curity 
for the partic's in all acts of misdenu'anour, oi m making them forthcoming, as 
])rovuh‘d for in virtue of this our writing to the Sircjar, we do bind ourselves duly 
resfionsible in all and every particular obligation hereof, and in any instance of 
d(*fauJt in this our deed of bond, bcung, as we are, united and ecjually responsible, 
and we will furth(*r jiay all the Sircar monies as well as account for the due appear- 
ance of the parties.

Translation of tlie Perv/annah of Rao 8ree Anund Rao Guikwar Sena 
Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor to the Zemindars of Lohar, — 1809. 

Nuthoo Jaite, Soortsihjee Seertan, Roopa Giilljee, Ahja Jalliim, Dhuhnah 
Soozain, Oomah Piittah, and others, to wit. 

That you did jiractise a series of aggression on the Sircar dominions, where- 
fore you are punished, and Lobar, your possession, was taken by the Sircar, where- 
upon you have been a fugitive for four or five years and suffered much ill ; you, 
liowever, have lately altered your demeanour, and through the medium of the 
Honourable CVmipany’g Government preferred your petition to the Sircar, stating 
your errors and soliciting a forgiveness of your faults, and to reinstate you as 
before to live in quiet at your place, and that you would duly afford all description 
of security in behalf of your better demeanour ; which being the subject of your 
petition, this Sircar has in its pleasure and in view to that of the Honourable 
Company’s Government directed that you be reinstated in your place of Lobar, 
where you will remain in perfect peace and quiet with your family without erect- 
ing fortifications, digging ditches, rearing trees, strong brushwood, or other un- 
necessary means of defence. All your Girass dues that you wer(< in the habit of 
receiving in the time of the late Futteh Sing Rao Baba Saheb you will enjoy the 
same of long standing, and in the due enjoyment of which continue to serve the 
su])erior government with all fidelity and due attachment : and whereas you 
have afforded the required securities and counter-securities in executing a separate 
bond, according to which you wdll coutiiiuc to conduct yourself, in regard to the 
yearly government dues of the description of ghasdana and juiumabundee, and 
others, you will duly pay, according to the peculiar custom of such revenues and 
the forms of the pergunnah. From the time of your flight up to the end of the 
year of 1865 — 1808-9, the Sircar has taken all your Girass dues, and on which 
account up to the same period you are hereby enjoined not to show any hindrance 
thereon. Your Girass dues are yet to be defined, according to which you will 
receive fhein from the commencement of the year 1860 — 1809-10, being careful 
to avoid any kind of hindrance throughout the country in view to obtaining more 
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And whereas in view to your observing such line of conduct as herein provided for> 
you are allowed the guarantee of Captain Janies Rivett Oarnac, Acting Resident, 
on the part of the Honourable English Company ; you have also the Sircar’s kowls*

Translation of Rauote’s deed of Security granted by .Toorbaee, Thakoor 
of Ahyma, to the Honourable Company, — 1811. 

Granted to the Honourable Company’s Sircar by Dulput Kharshunjee Barote 
of the city Neriade, Whereas 1 have of my own free will become security for 
Baria Jocrbace Goolab Sing, of Ahyina, in the Neriade pergunnah, with all his 
brothers and other relations, and also his ryots and Rajpoots, Koolees, and sepoys 
and all the armed men, with every other kind of ryot belonging to his share, as 
also for all the ryot-s and others inhabiting Bajeepoora ; for ail enclosed by the 
fenijc and gates, 1 have become security both for good conduct and appearance ; 
if tlu'y shall be guilty ol any irregularity or disturbance of the peaiu^, or by insti- 
gating others to cause such crimes to be committed, or shall steal or harbour 
thieves or other incendiaries, or give them any kind of food or shall permit them 
to live in tlie village, and annoy any other person, or cause any to be so, or if 
any horsemen, armed men, or others belonging to the village, shall go or come 
with thi{ives, on t heir being detected, I will answer for it ; if the footsteps of thieves 
are traced to tlie village they shall be carried fairly on to the next village ; if the 
Sircar’s ])eople come to apprehend them they shall go along with and assist the 
foot or iiorsemen ; no ollender against the Sircar shall be entertained nor shall 
any irregularities be committed within the dominions of the Honourable Company 
or of their Highnesses the Guikwar and Peishwa, and should any of them (inhabit- 
ants of Ahyma) be dcte»..i-ed in coDiniitting any irregularity or disturbance I will 
deliver them np, and should a complaint be made in the Adawlat against any 
person for robbery, murder, or on account of debt or other cause, and a niohsul 
comes upon the defendant, he shall go into the presence, no one shall obstruct 
his doing so ; and also for whatever fields may be held in mortgage the money 
shall be taken and the field released, and of such Sircar’s ground belonging to 
this or other villages as may be held by sale or mortgage, and cultivated, the 
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urgotee and salamee shall be paid year after year ; also no Sircar's land shall 
be taken either by sale or in mortgage ; they will enjoy such Girass or property 
as may be regularly inherited by them and not create any new ; in this way, I 
have become perpetual security, and whatever answer the Sircar may demand, 
agreeably to this writing, I will, from my own property, make : the above written 
is true. Joosabhaee Poonjajee, of Kulwar, has become counter-seciu*ity ; for all 
this his own property also is responsible ; the security and counter-security are 
equally responsible according to the terms of this writing ; the above written is 
true.

Translation of a Deed of Counter-Seourity granted by Joosabhaee,

I, Baria Joosabhaee Poonjajee, inhabitant of Kulwar, with my own hand, 
write that 1 have become counter-security for Baria Joorbaee Goolab Sing, of 
Ahyma, as also all his brothers and relations, and all the ryots of his share, and 
all the armed men, and all inhabitants within his boundaries, including people of 
every sort and description without any kind of exception ; that in case the Ahyma 
Baria .Toorhaee, or any other person of his share, shall commit any kind of irreg- 
ularity, or cause any to be committed, I will immediately produce them, as also 
answer for the crime ; for these purposes J have become, year after year, perpetual 
counter-security to the government of the Honourable Company ; the people of 
every description inhabiting his Bajeepoora, without any exception, are included 
in this writing.

Translation of an Agreement entered into by Kunkajee Chumpavut. Chief 
of Titovek, and his son Lalljee with Captain William Miles, dated 
Cheiter Vud 12th, or 29th April 1821.

1 engage not to rob or plunder in any part of the country, nor be the cause of 
robbery or plunder, nor will I cause any disturbance. 
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Article 2. 

I enj^age not to receive or harbour any outlaw or offender from the territories 
of the Honourable Company, the Guikwar, or any other part or country, but will 
seize and deliver iij) su(;h offender or outlaw without delay or excuse. 

Article 3. 

T will not lail to resist persons in opposition to the British Government or the 
Guikwar to th(i utmost of my j»ower, ami will not give them assistance in any 
way, but use my best endeavours to cut off their supplies and apprehend them. 

Article 4. 

I engage not to enter into any (juarrols among my brethren or neighbours 
nor will 1 entertain any foreign tro(»ps, as Sindees, Mukranees, Arabs, etc. 

Article 5. 

\Vliatev(*r quarrels may arise between me and my neighbours I will submit 
them to the British Government, and abide by its decision. 

Ahtk’LK 6. 

I engage to ])rotect the ])assage of merchandize through my limits, and to con* 
form to what-ever regulations may be made by the Biitish Government respect- 
ing the colle(*tioii of customs or transit duties. 

Article 7. 

1 will not allow any trade m opium ex<*ept that regulated by the orders of the 
British (Jovernment. 

Article 8. 

On Margsir Viid 13th, Sumvut 1873, or the 25th December 1818, I gave seimrity 
to the British Government, which is still in force, and I engjige t,o conform to the 
terms of that scrunty and not to deviate from them. 

I have subscribed to the above eight Articles, and will strictly observe them

Koosiall Gela, of the town of Ktaree, pergunn.ili Morassa , they will secure the 
performance of this contract.

I, of my own free will, do engage to conform to the following Articles : — 

Article 1. 

I engage to pay the amount of jumma due by me to Government from the 
year 1875 to 1877, three years, Rupees 40 a y(‘ar, the whole Rupees 120. 

Article 2. 

From and after the year 1878 llie GovormiKMit dues of (iajnn shall he assessed, 
agreeable to the produce of the village, by an inspection of the crops, er-c. 

Arti(U.e d. 

I engage to restore all propt*rty ]>roved to have been stolen by the Koolees 
of my village from tin* y(‘ar 1875 to the jiresent day without excuse or delay. 

Article 4. 

From this day forward I engage not to rob or plunder in liie territories of the 
Honourable (\anpany, tht‘ Guikwar, or in any other pari- or country, nor will 
1 cause the commission oi any robbery or crinus cr cause any disturbanci*. I 
also engage not to lx* concerned in any matter Irom which loss may result to govern- 
ment, but answer all demands upon me as a jieaceable subject, and whenever 
I am suinmoned by the ollicx'rs of govi'rnment 1 will attend. 

Article 5. 

I engage not to join any jiarties of robbers or plunderers, nor will I give them 
the least assistance in any w^ay, and if any thi(‘ves should pass by my village 1 
will apprehend and deliver them over to gov(*rnnient, and will be resjionsiblc 'f they 
pass my village ; 1 will also keep a watch as far as iny limits extend for this piirpusii. 
Also if any offenders against ttie British (hivernment, that of the Guikwar, or 
any other, shoukl come to my village or its limits I will apprehend them and deliver 
them up to government. 1 will not associate wit-h thieves to plunder, and if 
intelligence of the robberies of any other village should reach me I will give instant 
information thereof to government, and failing to do so 1 shall be an offender 
and answerable for the same. 

Article 6. 

I will not cause any hindrance to the passage of merchandize, and will protect 
the roads to the utmost of my power, and should any property be stolen in my 
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] units I will produce the thief or answer for the amount. If any thief should bo 
traced to iny village or limits I will carry on the trace or be responsible. 

Article 7. 

I will make known to government what horses I have, and will only keep as 
many as government shall direct and will sell the rest : if 1 keep more horses they 
may be seized by government, I have no claim to them. 

Article 8. 

1 will obey all orders of the thannadar. 

Article 9. 

Besides the above Articles, whatever orders I may receive from government 
I will obey without fail or fault ; also in demands regarding offences whatever 
orders may be sent by the Adawlut shall bo obeyed, and tht^ offenders given u[). 

1 will strictly conform to the above nine Articles.

Translation of the Security given by the Koolee Chiefs of Anoria to the 
British Government, 1st Jcsht, or 1st June 1821. 

We, the Chiefs and inhaliitaiits of Anoria, do make this agreement with the 
British Government, and furnish seeuritv to the following Articles : — 

Article 1, 

On the 1th Falgoon 187G .femadar Yaroo, kamaisdar of Bcjapore, took the 
security of Anoria ; this engagement was forwarded to government, and from 
tliat day to this all thefts proved to have been committed, or whatever injury 
may have been done by us, shall be answered and satisfaction made without 
demur or excuse. 
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Article 2. 

From this day forward we engage not to plunder, rob, or commit acts of vio- 
lence in the Honourable Company’s districts, those of the Gaekwar, or any other ; 
nor will we cause any such acts, nor be parties to any violem*<c or injury. 

Article 3. 

We engage not to join any robbers on any jnetence whatever, nor will we 
afford them any aid or assistance, and should any enter our limits we ent^age to 
apprehend theib, or should they pass we will be answerable. 

We will keep a guard in our limits, and should any offenders against the British 
or Guikwar Governments enter our town or pass our limits, we will seize and deliver 
him or them up. We will not associate with thieves ; and if information of 
robbery or crime committed by the Koolees of any other village rciach us, we will 
declare the same to the Sircar, and failing therein we will be held as offenders 
and answerable. 

Article 4. 

We engage not to cause any hindrance to the ])assage of merchandize and 
will provide for the safety of the roads, and if any loss should l>»*, sustained m our 
limits w(i will deliver up the thief or be answerable for the amounf If any thief 
should be traced to our village or limits, we will carry on the trace, and li we do 
not we will answer for the loss without delay or excmsi*,. 


Article 5. 

We will make known to government whatever horses we may have in our 
village, and will keep only as many as government may direct and sell the rest ; 
if we keep more they may be seized by government-. 

Article 6. 

We engage to obey the orders of the thannadar. 

Article 7. 

We engage to receive from the Collector or his Agent on the 2nd Pous, Vud 
whatever Girass may be due to us in the Honourable Company’s districts and 
wc engage not to demand such Girass from the Patell or cultivators, nor cause 
any expense to them ; and if we act contrary to this we agree to submit to such 
punishment as may be ordered or directed, and also to return any money so 
obtained. 

Article 8. 

Two men belonging to the Sircar were murdered by some persons near the 
village of Nowagaura. We engage to search for the murderers, and if they be of 
our village we will deliver them over to the Sircar, or should they be discovered 
by other persons we also engage to give them up. 
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In addition to the above Articles we engage to obey all the orders of govern- 
me,at and to commit no crirac^s, and in cases of dispute or offence whatever orders 
may be received from the court of Adawlut shall be obeyed and the offender deli- 
vered up. 

We will strictly conform to the above Articles.

Translation of a Dhakt for a SiCTTiiKMKNT of Villaok Pjsace, etc., with SEcn- 
RiTiES and (^iunteh-Secmoutiks, ]»roposed by Iuet^tenant-I Vjlonel 
Hallantyne, to be (‘xecut(‘d wjfii sundry Vii.laoes in the district 
ufid(‘r his chaiuje,- -1H21, 

(the Chief and his ndations of (‘v<‘rv^ denomination all the inhabitants, 
whether of th(‘ zillah or th<‘ t.own, or its suburbs, or its outskiii., hamh^ts, good or 
bad, all elass(‘s) of our free* will and accord ph‘dge ourselves to government, under 
th(‘ following Art.ich'‘s of s<*curjty for good behaviour, for appearance on summons, 
for jiaymcut of diu's, and additional security for the offuuency of the above securi- 
ties : — 

Article 1. 

We pledge ourselv<*s to be guilty of no irregularities, to lend our countenance 
to none, nor to afford any aid, .shelter or protecdion to pi'ople of bad character ; 
and in case of the.ir mitering our limits w(‘ ])l(‘dge ourselves to do our utmost to 
apprehend them, that is to say, offenders against the British and Guikwar Govern- 
ments, and deliviT t-hmu up, pursuing them so long as they are in our limits m 
i>rder to ajijirehend them. 

Aktj<m.k 2. 

Wherever any zimiindar has been deprived by fore,e of lands or villages or 
been com]>elled to resign them, the said transaetions to be investigated and the 
lands and Milages thus unjustly taken away to be restored, and the bonds thus 
extort^ed to be cancelle<l, and for the future no transfer of villages or territory 
IS binding unless with the knowledge and approbation of government. 

Article 3. 

We })ledgo ourselves to carry on no intestine disputes or civil discords or private 
hostilities. Our causes of difference to be reported for the decision of government^ 
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and that decision abided by, and we promise not to entertain in our service 
any armed men of any denomination, whether foreign Arabs, or Pathans, or 
Mukranees, or Rajpoots, or Kattoos, or Mahrattas. 

Article 4. 

We pledge ourselves neither to raise nor prot(‘(*.t gangs of robbers ass(miblod 
for the molestation of the Britisli or (luikwar districts, and we will afford every 
assistance in our power of guides and bearers to nu'rcliants and trav(‘ll(*rs ])ro- 
ceeding through our distri(;ts, and guard tliem and their projierfy, and we bind 
ourselves to answer the losses they may sustain in our limits ; and in case of 
their being robbed we will trace the (a)urse of the robbers and eitluT jirove that 
they left our limits or make good the loss. 


Article 5. 

A faithful re])ort sliall be inadi' to the Sircar of all the Koolees who tJirough 
our limits ke<*]> horses, and those only shall h{\ allowed to ktM']) tJn*m to wliom 
the Sircar shall grant ])ermission to do so, and the remaining horses shall be dis- 
posed of as government shall be ])]eas<‘d to direct ; and in case of any disobedience 
under this head w(‘ consent to our horses being seiziul as forf<*it to govi'rnment , 
wc will in this matter in no respect dejiart from the wishes of governmcmi. 

Article 6. 

The old established claims of ghasdana possessed by the (luikwar goviTiiment 
and neighbouring zemindars over our villages shall be faithfully discharged yearly 
and no difficulties shall be started by us, but the whole regularly ]>aid. 

Article 7. 

Wherever we possess edaim of (Jirass, wanta, or ])roduce of land or trees U})on 
the villages of the Sircar or of the neighbouring zemindars, or thi'y possess such 
like claims u])on us, we plecige ourselves t-o refer the same to the arbitration of 
the Sircar, bmding ourselves to abide by the decision and in no way to opjiose 
the wish of government. 


Article 8. 

Whem’ver any agent of government sent by government (jomes t-o any of our 
villages, we bind ourselves to pay every attention to his instructions, and in no 
way to oppose the wishes of government. 

Article 9. 

The parties stationed by government through the country for the protection of 
the peace shall be assisted by us in every manner in our power, and on any alarm 
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of robbers we will join in the pursuit with every individual andm out control 
eonsultwg in every respect the wishes of government. 


Article 10. 

We pledge ourselves to attend to the regulations of government respecting 
opium in every respect whatever, and to pay the plough tax and land tax as es- 
tablished by ancient usage, and to whomsoever it is due, whether for the cultiva- 
tion of our own lands or on lands rented from other villages to the Patella of 
those villages. 


Article 11. 

Upon the arrival of merchants and travellers passing through our limits we 
engage to protect their persons and property, and to extort from them nothing 
under the name of custom, tolls, or fees, but what is fixed as due to us by govern- 
ment. 

After this manner we pledge ourselves, for ourselves and our descendants for 
ever, a perpetual agreement, undertaken of our free will and accord, and after 
full deliberation, for ourselves and for our children after us, and tho undersigned 
are securities for our due fulfilment of our j)art of the agreement.

Translation of an Agreement entered into by Sree Maharaj Kttritn Sinq, 
Kooer Pirthee Sing, and Tukht Sing of Ahmednijocaer, wltb Sree 
Maharaj Gumbheer Sing of Edur, on the amicable settlement of their 
mutual ckira to the Bayer Pergunah, — 1827. 

Article 1. 

Whatever revenue realised from the talookas of Alimedriugj^ur, Morasa, and 
Megraj, and from the villages of Saberkaunta, together with whatever claims for 
hetcheree and salamee we may have on the Brahmins and Girassias of the above 
three talookas, and which we have enjoyed from former times, to remain in our 
possession, retaining also our right on Suchodur and Peplodiir. 


Article 2. 

You have with your free will and pleasure bestowed on us the Morasa and 
Megraj talookas : these we will enjoy. 

Article 3. 

The Bayer pergunnah, which Ameer Singjeo enjoys, and regarding which we 
have come to the following ami(5able understanding : — 

Whatever revenue may be collected from Bayer, Bupces 1,501 to be paid yearly 
to Kakajee Wagheljee and her two daughters for Iheir maiiitenanec ; of the balance 
remaining one-third to be ours, two-thirds yours, to lx* divided according to the 
sura realised. The share given to you will remain yours as long as sun and moon 
may endure. Should Waghela Kakajee die, or her daughters Phuljce and l^hntjee 
marry or die, then the sum allotted for their maintenance to be divided amongst 
us, two-thirds yours, the remaining third ours. 

Article 4. 

We empower you to marry the three Baees, Ajujee Lall, Phuljce Lall, and 
Phutjee Lall, to whomsoever you please. We will pay Bupecs 7,001 on account 
of the expenses of the marriage ; any sum e.\ceeding that must be paid by your- 
self. The marriage and household expenses of Ajujee Lall you must yourself 
defray, with it we have nothing to do : the sum of Rupees 7,001 we give but once, 
and only on the condition that you effect their marriage. If they remain unmarried 
then that sum is not to be paid. The marriages of Ajujee Lall, Phuljee Lall, and 
Phutjco Lall being effected by you, the amount above-mentioned will be jiaid 
by us.

—1830. 

To Shri Sarkar tlie Hon’ble the' British Company Bahadur through Colonel 
Miles, Acting J’olitical Agent, Prant Guzrat. 

Written by Makwanas Banaji Bhagw^anji, and Bajaji Jitaji, anel Hiraji Aduji, 
anel Madhuji Sablaji, and Hathiji Pabji, and Anji Yiramji, and Bamsangji Kuberji 
and eithers of taluka Kateisan, together with bre*thern anel re'latieins, inhabitants, 
anel those living in Wara Was anel I’alw’^ar, anel all the' Dharala inhabitants of our 
zilla, including ryots and theise being in Wara Was, anel all others living within 
the gates anel in Palwars. To wdt ; the sarkar having desireel us, in accordance 
wuth the custom of the country (muluk shircsts pramane) to behave m a peace- 
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'Ahlc and proper way, as ryots, according to the orders of the sarkar, we in obc- 
cvence t/iicreto, with our free will and pleasure and in possession ol out senses, 
<^xeouie to the sarkar articles of security and ar zamin* and fail '/,an\\n,'\ Yiazav 
/amin,t zamin,§ etc. The articles are as follow : — 

1 . We will not commit anywhere in the country offences, disturbances (fiiiir), 
thefts, and other crimes, nor will wo cause the same to he committed We will 
not associate nor allow any person to associate with any harwatiya, other rriminnl, 
etc., etc., of the British Company Sarkar Bahadur or of the Gaokwar Sarkar, or 
of (other) Native Statens (Rajasthan), (»r of any other talukdars, whether (he he) 
Koli, Rajput, Si])ai, or Kathi, or any other. We will not giv(‘him shelter, food, 
huka or water. Tf an offimder, etc., come to our villages we will seize and deliver 
him u]) to the sarkar. Tf any such should ]iass or r(‘})ass through our Jimif.s, w’(‘ 
will ]uirsue him ami s(Mze and make him over to the sarkar. We will then act 
as the sarkar may order. We will in no way assist a disturber of th(‘ peace. If 
it be proved that wo have associated with such a charaef er, we will be answerable 
for tlu* cr)ns('(jU(Mit liabilities (huda muda) togetluT with ])enalty. Jf footprints 
of thieves (offenders) be brought to our vilJag<‘ or within our limits, we will trace 
them on to, and (‘stablish the same against, the next village. Tf the fhieves belong 
to our villagi*, we will seize and prodiKu*. them, and will giv(‘ eomjiensation for tJie 
si-ol('n ])roperty. Tf vv<‘ get information of persons of other village's having com- 
mitt(‘d tlu'ft or disturbanee, we will inim<‘dia.t,ely communicate' the* same' to the 
sarkar. If we do not communicate it, we* will be' answerable in ])enalty. We 
will be answe'rable' if any jie'rson of our village jiroceeiel feir the^ purjeose' of ceuumitt- 
ing the'ft in the* sarkar mahals, or in the villages of talukdars. Tf lie be killed, 
we will not claim or cause' t,e» be eilaimeel rauwatia from the pee)])le (gamwala) of 
the village; ((jeuice'rne'el). 

2. W(‘ will manage; our taluka, village lands, e'tc., as heretofore according to 
the; wishe's of the sarkar, ariel remain obeidient to the* orele'rs of the sarkar. Wc* 
will not fail (lier(;in). 

3. We agree to such se‘ttle;me.nt as the sarkar may make of the ghas elana, 
jamabaneli, khichri, anel otlmr rightful elue's of the sarkar, sueh as we' have hereto- 
fore paiel. We will continue to pay ae;ee)relingly from year te> ye'ar. We; have 
give;n to the sarkar Sowkar se'ciirity for (the payment of) tlie' sarkar hue;k and 
the customary elu(;s of zamiiidars anel others on our village* (or villages). We; will 
act in a(5(;oreianee therewith. Wc will make no excuse*. 

4. Should we have encroached upon, or by force got written over to us, the 
shim or village, of a zamimlar, knowing him to be he]])le'ss, we will re'store tlie* 
same; if the sarkar justly order us (to do so). And in case; wo have got written 
over to us in (consideration of) a loan anybody’s village;, land, or giras, we will 
agree to what the sarkar may ])reseribe with regarel to the; amount of our dobt 
which may bo rightfully proved. We* have no claim to the lands of the village

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and tLe giras. Wc will have no dispute in this matter with the mukhi and people 
of the village. Should any dispute arise with any one in future regarding any 
money transactions, wc will petition the sarkar, and will receive our pay what 
the sarkar may decide. We will not quarrel direct with the village people, nor 
will cause any direct expense to them. We will not in future get written over to 
us, without the ])ermission of the sarkar, anybody’s village, land or giras, in mort- 
gage, purchase or gift. 

5. Wp will not on any account quarrel or light, or cause quarrels or fights 
among ourselves, or our brethren and relations, or betwecui villages of the taluka. 
If tlierc be any feud on any ac(‘Ount, we will inform the sarkar thereof, and report 
particulars and then act according to the way the sarkar may prescribe. We 
will do nothing direct in any respect. If villagers (garakari) and zamindars should 
quarrel between tliems<*lvcs and assemble peojde, wc will not join the assembly. 
Wo w»il act in conformity with the orders of the existing sarkar thanas and those 
that may liereafter be established. We will not act otherwise. 

We will give a written detailed statement to the sarkar of our rightful hucks, 
giras, wanta, wol, grain, and rakhojia, such as have been continued from former 
simes, and of debts due to us from any person in the sarkar mahals and in thu 
ralukas of talukdar zamindars, wherever the same may be. Whatever wuiy the 
tarkar may prescribe in this rcH])Cct, wc for ourselves and for our brothers and 
sclation^j, from generation to generation, agree to. We will agree lo what, the 
tarkar may cause to given. We will accept the same thankfully. Should 
there be a boundary dispute with any one, we will inform the sarkar of it, and 
abide by any settlemmit the sarkar may make after asciTtaining what is just. 

7. Should a girasia of any ])lace who may have come and resided, or who may 
come and reside in our village, not get his giras, ranwatia, or jiasaita from where 
the s'-iine may be, we will inform the sarkar of the circumstance and will not allow 
him to make a direct quarrel. If we fail in this, and if loss ensues, we shall be 
answerable for the same, or deliver up the girasia to the sarkar. If any Koli, 
Kajput, or other be no'w or hereafter engaged by us in service, we will keep him 
after taking measures to prevent his making disturbance anywhere in consequence 
of an alleged claim against us, while in service, or after dismissal, or wc shall be 
answerable for the consequence (of his acts). 

8. We will not in any re8})ect molest travelling merchants and others passing 
and rei)asHing on the roads. We will make arrangements to protect the roads. 
If any loss takes ])lace within our limits, we will produce the person causing the 
same and be answerable for the lo.ss. We will not take from any trader more 
than the customary gadai and other dues. 

9. We will discharge the Sibandi horsemen, footmen, Sindis, Arabs, Makranis, 
and Pardesis who may be in our serwe, and will not in future engage in service 
any foreign horsemen or footmen, nor allow any one to do so. Sliould it be proved 
hereafter that we have employed such persons, we will be answerable in penalty, 
and we agree to any punishment the sarkar may give.

10. We will not resume the giras, wanta, or pasaita we may have assigned to 
any one from our ancestral land or from our coparcenery share in that, or in 
ranwatia or gift, without settling the debt, or giving other (land) in exchange. 
We will continue to our brethren and relations, and others their giras, maintenance 
(aida jiwak lands), etc., as have from old times been enjoyed (by them). We will 
not fail herein. If there be any dispute in respect to these two matters, wo will 
inform the sarkar of the same and will abide by whatever just order may be 
passed. 

11. We will make arrangements for watch and guard for any person or force 
connected with the sarkar ])assing or rc})asaing tlirough our limits, and will furnish 
guides and valawas (guards), and see him or it safe out of our limits, according to 
the custom of the country. We will not fail herein. 

12. Kolis keep horses in our village ? we will inform the saikar of the same, 
and tlnui act according to the orders we may receive from the sarkar With 
regard to the remaining horses, we will act acc.ording to th(‘ ordc'rs W(^ may receive 
from the sarkar. We will not fail. In case we a<d otherwise, and tin* sarkar take 
away our horses, w^e will on that account have no claim whatever upon the sarkar. 
We will act according to sarkar orders and not otherwise. 

13. In compliance with tJie wishes of the Company Sarkar, we will take effec 
tive measures within our limits to j)rev«‘nt illicit passage* of ojuum, either con- 
cealed in merchants’ goods in transit, or openly without the sarkar pass or stain}). 
Should any one carry opium (dandestimdv, we will ajipiM'hend him and inform the 
Sarkar of the fact. We will act according to orders that the sarkar may jiass 
in regard to arrangements about opium. 

14. Should a mehta and so]>oy from the sarkar be statioiu'd in our village for 
the pur])ose of main taming arrangements, we will fuinisli him, that he may take 
down in writing all ])articulars, the accounts of tin* village, etc., according to 
sarkar rules. We will not say anything contrary to this. 

15. With regard to thefts that have, taken place before* this, we agree that 
should the track in the ease of any theft have* be*en brought to our village, or 
should any one; by uiideTgenng e*\pense*s for morkliai (dete_‘ctiv(*) have jiroved the 
thieves to be of our village ; or sheiuld any one have dis(;ove 3 re',eJ st,ole*n {)re)perty 
ill our village; ; aiiel should tlie*se and any other matters in case* of thefts be proved 
against us, we will make gooel the stolen jiroperty including every jiic on account 
of the same;, and will be answerable with pe*nally according to the sarkar orders. 
We will not fail herein. 

16. Besides the foregoing articles we will act according to any orders sarkar 
may pass. We will produce any party the sarkar may order us to produce for 
the purpose of taking his answers and evidence about money transactions or any 
other matters whatsoever. 

In this manner we have executed sixteen articles. In accordance therewith 
we, from generation to generation, will act peaceably and properly. If we depart 
from the articles, we agree to what punishment the sarkar may give. For the 
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fulfiluicnt of tJiis agreement, our watan, giras, lands and other property arc pledges. 
As fail zarnins for ])ea(H;abl(i and proper conduct, and liazar zamins, and mal 
zamins, Barot Zalamsang Kubersang, and Ilari Iliinatsang, inhabitants of Patan, 
and the ar zannns J^anara Manaji Samtaji and all llio other inhabitants of the 
village of Panar, taluka (huwal, pargana Viramgam, have been given. They will 
satisfy and causes to be satisfiiul, liabilities as written above without reference to 
any one else (ghar gharao) from year to year continuously and perpetually. This 
is assented to.

Tliiikor J)(>latsingji Kisljorsiiigji of Vasna Zilla Bawishi — 

To WIT : — I acknowledge the rec.(‘ij)t of your order dated 9th November 1843, 
stiiimg tliat with ri'gard to my claim made to Government for the loss sustained 
by me on ac-count ol tlie men of the Sarkar, (Contingent sowars, and others who 
have encam])('d in my village of 8adra, you wrote to (government and have now 
received a linal rejily tlmt lor the said loss 1 should be paid annually a sum of 
Rs. 250 sikai com from the revenue ol the Sadra Bazar so long as the canton- 
ment is so statioiK'd h('r<‘ and that tlie limits of the cantonment should be defined. 
1 agre(‘ to tins and the terms of the agreement are subscribed as follows : — 

I. To form the cantonment as above stated, I and my Kamdar liave demar- 

cated its limits in consultation with Azam Vmayakrao Madhavrao ami fixed the 
marks round about the cantonment. A list of the same is attached to this agree- 
ment and on its jierusal you will learn the particulars. Within the cantonment 
as above delined iKuther wi' nor any of our brothers or nephews, nor Rajputs and 
Kantia castes, nor any of our subjects, et(;., will ever make any demand on the 
militaiy, the mahajan Banias of the Bazar or people of any other caste living 
in the (jantommmt, for any land-rent on their building their houses in the canton- 
ment limits or for tin; chauth (fourth share) on sales of land ; and as long as the 
cantonment remains we will consider th<*, great Government to be the owners and 
we will not. make any claim therein. All receipts Ironi the land as now received 
and those* arising in fut-un* b<*long to Government and none of us have any claim 
to them, nor shall wa* havi* any claim to the ohl trees, etc., belonging to us and 
our |)co])le in tin*, limits of tin* cantonment because in tin* event of the removal 
of tin* cantonm(*nt we would similarly become possessed of the trees standing 
therein, land occupied for the establishment of the cantonment is historic 

and if by chance any [irofierty is found (therein) we agree to abide by the 
decision that Government will arrive at after making enquiries 

II. Thus we will receive every year from the Government Treasury a sum of 
Rs. 250 (sika coin) rujKies two liundred and fifty without any further claim for 
the cantonment land as above defined, so long as the cantonment remains here. 
On its removal we will not make any claim for the money but will take over our 
land ; we will make no claim on the superstructure. 
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f III. We will make no obstruction to the Bazar merchants for customs and 
tolls in the limits of our villages of Sadra and Vasna on articles of merchandize 
brought from or taken to Ahmedabad and otlier places. In the same way if a 
sahukar of any foreign place brings goods for sale in the Bazar we will not demand 
from him any customs dues, as stated above. In case he takes back any unsold 
goods we will take from him customs dues according to our practice on such goods 
only. 

IV. In article I the list of the boundary marks of the cantonment is referred 
to and taking into consideration the position of the cantonment according to that 
we will make no demand in respect of the sandy bed of the river between the two 
boundary marks on the river side, viz., one in the Amli Nal and the other after 
passing from the above mark leaving the cantonment to the left, then behind the 
Sarkari garden and by the Kachhia’s vadi and Mr. l^artridge’s garden extending 
to tlie river as far as the wat(‘r. We will make no demand on Vagris, etc., making 
Bakalu Kaslii (water and marsh melons) and other plantations in the said bed. 
This bed is included in the limits of the cantonment. We will make no claim 
on the roc(‘ipts of the sarkari boat l>lying at this )>lace for passengers during the 
monsoon. They belong entirely to Government. 

V. On the river side n(‘ar the Sarkari gardim tliere is a j)lot of land about 4 
bighas with a well in it. It is cultivated by Patid ZaVer Metha and we enjoy the 
produce (rents) ; but now in consequence of the above settlement it Ls included 
in the cantonment limits being situated between the two gardens. However on 
our claiming the rents of the same in accordance with our usual practice, our re- 
quest is granted by Government and they order that wci should get the rents and 
we shall take them accordingly. All other lands including the Nalas belong to 
the cantonment and Government is at liberty to enjoy the same as settled above ; 
we will on no account disputes it. 

VT. According to the above settlement a sum of Bs. 250 has been fixed for 
payment to us and T agrei* to it. But if any cultivator of our Taliika paying 
vaje, vero, etc., to us absconds from our village and emigrates to the cantonment 
thereby causing loss to us, Chivernnient will cause iiiin to n^turii to our village. 
As above settled this agreeriient is executed which should lie accepted and acted on 
by botli sides. TJiis is my requ(‘st.

1 Th(‘ duty on Marwar salt by way of Poseinia amounts to Ru])e(‘s 250, and 
tlie duty on otluT ruereliandise takini away in exchangi* for tin' salt from this 
Putta amounts to ltu])ees 1,000 altogether Rujiees 1,250, but from the sto])]nng 
of this salt and the eonseijueiit decrease of other mereJiandise takini from the 
Putta, 1 claim Uu])e(\s 700 as eom^iensation for the suit which comes by ,yay of 
Poseena’ and Ru])ces .‘300 is the revenue derived from th(‘ duty on the salt in 
Kheroje, for this I claim Rupees 2(H). 

The duty on salt which jiasses into tin* territory of the Edur State* amounts 
to Rupees 1,000 for this 1 claim Rujiees 700, altogether Rupees 1,()00. To ])l(*ase 
tin* Sircar T have only shown what is due on account of comjiensation for salt 
iilone, but the r(‘venue d(*riv(*d from the duty on salt is fluctuating, therefore in 
exchange for the duty on salt which comes by way of Poseena, 1 should g(*t a 
jaghirc, so that in future I should receive no hindrance. 
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2. Alter the arrangements about the salt arc completed, should any one bring 
salt from Marwar via Poseena and other places into my State, and if such person 
is arrested by Sircar’s men and handed over to me, I will put under attacliment 
the carts or bullocks on which such salt may be, and have it sold by auction, and 
divide the proceeds into three shares, of which one share will be given to the person 
who gave the news thereof, and one share will be given to the 8e])oys of the Sir- 
car's Chowkee and to the Karkun, and half of one share to the Talookdar in 
whose territory the captiire is made, and the balance will be taken by my State, 
and beyond this the Sircar will not be troubled in the matter. 

3. After these arrangements are made, and six months after a proclamation 
has be(Mi ])romulgated that salt from Marwar is not to be brought into my terri- 
tory ; if any Sircar’s oUieial informs me that there is ancli salt from Marwar in any 
om‘’s houst' or shop or other j)lace in mv State, J will attaeii and have it sold by 
auction, and the amount derived from tlui sale will be disposed of as laid down

Edur Sunsthan ryots : on this, Karbaree Kevulram and Thakoor Urjan Sing 

represented to you that I had on a previous 
occasion presented a yad * and that if 
Government were to give the salt at Anwurpore gratis even, it could not be supplied 
at a rate such as would suit the Edur ryots, but that the salt should be supplied 
at the rate of one anna per (Bengal) maund, to which you replied that you wished 
me to put in writing what terms I wished for the information of Government. 
My reply is as follows : — 


1. You informed me at Edur that Government had sanctioned compensation 
to me at the rate of Rupees l/iOO per annum, provided I should agree to exclude 
Marwar salt, but 1, from the first, informed Major Whitclock that I required a 
jaghire of that value, on which that gentleman wrote to the Dufturdar, Mr. fJeera 
Lall Balcrishna (then at Edur), to inform me that when the division should take 
j)lace of the co-shared villages that matter would be considered, and you also told 
me so; and m receiving oomjiensation as you are aware many difiiculties arise, 
and you arc awart‘ too that my rccei[)ts on account of dan are of a fluctuating 
kind, just like the revenues of a village, and should I rc(5eive compensation 1 might 
be annoyed with Governmenl taxes, and the way to avoid all siicli annoyances is 
to give me a jaghire, tlnnvfore as Indore reque,sted let a jaghiri' be given of the 
value of Ks. 1,0(K).

2. I stixmlate for the division of smuggled 
salt that may bo seized according to the scale 
I agreed to in my yad of 28th October 1861. 


3. You informed me that Government wished that all cases of smuggling 
should be madii over to the Politu'al Agent for disjiosal by him, but should any 
offence, such as smuggling, be committed, it should be disposed of by me if it 
occurs within my jurisdiction. 

4. With regard to any Marwar salt whicli may be in tlie houses of my ryots 
after the Marwar salt has been declared contraband, I require tliat the provisions 
of the 3rd })aragra])h of my former yad may be observed, viz., that from the date 
of the jirocki Illation excluding Marwar salt, six months may be allowed to iny 
bunyas and otiiers to disjiose of any Marwar salt they may have. 

5. Should Government give me compensation in jaghire instead of money, 
I agreed in my letter of the 1st June to take salt if it were given at such a price as 
would enable the ryots to purchase it at the same rate as Marwar salt, but to please 
Government and on condition that the price shall never bo raised, and that sufficient 
salt be given at that price for all the inhabitants of my Sunsthan, on my order to 
the person in charge of the salt work, and on condition that Government give me 
a Sunnud granting me these conditions, 1 agree, to take salt at one anna per Bengal 
maund.

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Translation of a Letter from the Eana of Daunta to Major White- 

lock, Political Agent, Maheb Khanta, dated the 20th February 

1857,— No. 341. 

After complimonta. — On receipt of your letter No. 4245, dated the 15th Novem- 
ber 1856, and other letters Nos. 4326, 53272, and 473, on the subject of putting a 
stop to salt being brought from Byatra and Bakeysir through my taluka and of 
my relinquishing my right to take the duty on this salt on receiving compensation 
in lieu of it from the Sircar, I sent to your presence my Vakeel, Narotamdas 
Ijatram, and I have received a letter from him, telling me what instructions he 
has received from you, and therefore I now write : — 

Ist. On Wallac(i Sahib requesting it, I had formerly furnislied a statement 
showing the receipts on account of revenue from duty on salt for 15 years from 
1892 to 1905 Sumbiit, After this at your request a statement showing receipts 
of revenue on the same account from 1908 Sumbut to 1911 Sumbut was sent 
to you. 

From the improvements in the roads and bettor arrangements for the safety 
of travellers, the receipts for the four years are considerably larger than those for 
the 15 years, which will be perceived by you, and I am hopeful tliat through proper 
arrangements the revenue in every way will be increased, so that to relinquish 
my right to take the duty on this salt and to take in exchange a hxed sura is not 
what 1 wish to do at all, but as it is the wish of the Sircar 1 do not wish to oppose 
it, so to please the Sircar I agree. 

In the statement of the receipts for salt revenue for four years, namely, from 
1808 Sumbut to 181 1 Sumbut, before furnished, there is not mentioned the amount 
of duty on salt which the Bheels and other poor people of my talooka had been 
excused from paying, and if this duty were to be taken from them at any time 
again, they could not deny their liability to pay it, but when the Sircar fixes a 
certain sum as compensation, then it can neither be increased nor lessened, there- 
fore you should take the revenue I receive on account of the duty on salt into 
consideration, and estimate its amount at an increased rate, but should you not 
be disposed thus to increase it, then for such a trifling amount I am not willing to 
give you trouble. 

If an average is taken of the receipts on account of revenue from duty on salt 
for the lour years from Sumbut 1908 to Sumbut 1911 it gives one of E-s. 31 per 
annum, for which sum I beg you will make an arrangement, and on receiving 
your reply 1 will cease from taking duty on salt, but for the sake of my subjects 
I feel it necessary to state as follows for your favourable consideration — that when 
the Palanpur Dewan and Thakoor Therad agreed to stop taking duty on salt and 
to receive in exchange a fixed sum, it was settled by the Sircar that they should 
obtain as much salt as was required for the use of their subjects from the salt pans 
of the Sircar, and that the price of it should be somewhat lower than the price 
then obtaining. I beg you will write to the Sircar and make a similar arrange- 
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ment for niy subjects, and I am hopeful if you do thus write that the Sircar will 
give its coiir?cnt.

After compliments,- -The Sircar's lloozoor Karkoon, Amrut bal Onlabchand, 
has iufonneil me of the wish of the Sircar to prevent salt jiassing into and from the 
Mahee Kanta irom Marwar and other ])laces. I agree to the wishes of the Sircar 
and beg to write that no salt jiasses through my Putta of Pol into the Mahee Kanta 
from the salt ]>ans in Marvwar and place's of another jurisdiction, and as it is the 
w'ish of the Sircar, 1 agree and write that for the future I will ])ut a stoj) to any 
salt being taken from the salt pans in Marwar and plae'cs of anotlier jurisdiction 
through ni}' Putta of Pv'il mU» the Mahee Kanta, nor will I allow it to be brought 
into the Putta. 

Salt is brought from Marwar and other jilaces for the use of the people in my 
villages by way of Poseciia Putta, and other places passing through the villages of 
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Edur and passing through my Putta it Ls taken into Meywar and Wagar and other 
Zillas. The duty on this and on the salt from the Siroar’s salt })ans passing through 
my Putta is received by iny Darbar. A statement sliowing tlie rocei])ts for five years 
from Sumbut 1912 to Sumbut 1916 is sent. The Sircar will take this into con- 
sideration, but I wish to mention that exce])t transit duties there is no revenue 
in my Putta, so if the Sircar will take this into consideration and will make an 
arrangement to give me compensation yearly 1 will agree to it, and sto]) taking 
the duty on the salt from Marwar and other placi's in Rajasthan which comes 
into this Putta through Edur and other placi's, and whicdi ])assing through mv 
Putta goes into Meywar, Wagar and Malwa, and will not allow it to be lirought 
into or taken through my Putta. 

Jn this manner if the salt from Marwar and places of another jurisdiction is 
stopped from being brought, you, Sir, should make arrangements lor a sullicient 
quantity of salt for the use of my subjects to b(' obtained at low rate from the 
Sircar’s salt fians.

Further about (800) eight hundred maiind- of 
salt are required for the people of my Putta ; if the Sircar will arango that this 
may be obtained at a low rate from Sircar’s salt pans, and give orders to th»t 
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ejffect, then I will put a stop to the bringing of salt into my States from the Edur 
villages and to it passing from my State into the Meywar Zillas. 

Should any trader avoid paying duty to thti Sircar and pass through any of 
the villages of my State, I will have him apprehended and will hand him over to 
the Sircar, but should any one thus avoid paying the Sircar’s duty unknown to 
me I must not be held responsible. 

In the above manner I have agreed and write this agreement, the Sircar 
therefor# should do as it thinks fit.

1 agree to the wishes of the Sircar, and beg to write that no salt passes through 
my Putta of Deyrole to the Mah(‘e Kanta from Marwar and ])laces ol another 
jurisdiction, and as it is the wish of the Sircar 1 agiee and write for the future I 
will put a stop to any salt being taken liy any trader, etc., through Deyrole or

Salt is brought from Marwar and other jdaces by way of Poseena Putta, and 
passing through my village of Radeewar is taken into the villages of Edur, and 
so on to Wazanagar and Pal, and it is also used by the inhabitants of my Putta. 

For the salt which comes from places in other Rajasthan and passes through 
Radeewar I obtained a light duty, but I keep no account of it ; however the 
receipts per annum are about Rupees (51) fifty-one. If the Sircar will take this 
and the fact that about (900) nine hundred maunds of salt are required for my 
subjects into consideration, and that you wnll make arrangements for me to obtain 
salt at low rate, I will stop taking duty on and prevent the salt being brought 
through my taluka into Edur and other zillas from Marw’ar and places in another 
jurisdiction by way of Poseena Putta. 

Further should it come to my knowledge that any one is attempting to avoid 
paying the Sircar’s duty and is taking away salt, I will have him apprehended 
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and will hand him over to the Sircar, buf should any one thus avoid paying the 
duty unknown to me then I must not be held responsible. 

In the above manner I have agreed and write this agreement. The Sircar 
therefore should do as it thinks fit ; <hia is my request.

from the date the Sircar orders it T agree from that date to stop salt from places 
in another jurisdiction passing through my territory, and from that date I should 
receive annually Rupees (10) ten, and if the Sircar makes arrangements for pre- 
venting salt from places in another jurisdiction passing through my territory, and 
if the Sircar orders me to see to this and to help in the matter I will act up to such 
orders.

Translation of an Agreement between the Edur State and the British 

Government, — 1 87 4. 

The following are the Articles of Agreement between the Edur Durbar and 
the British Government. 

The river Hatlimat.ee is near Ahraednuggur. The Honourable Government’s 
Order No. 3509, dated lOtli December 1868, in the matter of the canal from it, 
has been received. It is directed therein that the consent of the Maharaja of 
Edur should be obtained to the construction of a weir in the river, and of a canal 
through the Edur limits. The undermentioned agreement has been passed in 
the matter : — 

1. In the })lan* there is the red line D C, showing the site on which the weir is 
to be built in the river. It should be built there. The Engineer first searched 
for a site for constructing (a weir on) and found out the aforesaid site. It is on 
the east and at the distance of about 350 feet. 

2. By building the weir on the above-mentioned site D C, the whole of the 
water of the river will be confined, and the inhabitants of Moujey Parbuda and 


♦ Not reproducoii. 
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other villages within the jurisdiction of Ediir and the Sabar Kanta villages which 
are situated along the bank of the Hathniatee river until its junction with the 
Sabar river, will not get water for drinking and for irrigating their land with. Gov- 
ernment have therefore agreed to keep an outlet for water on one side of the weir, 
in order that people may get water for drinking and irrigating their laud with, 
in view to cultivate the same. 

3. The Karbaree of the Bdur Durbar stated certain objections to the building 
of fhe canal from near the town of Ahmednuggur. Government thought that it 
would be better if the canal within the limits of Edur be excavated agreeably to 
the Durbar’s wishes. Thereupon the Karbaree of the Edur Durbar expressed 
his desire to have the canal built from another site and showed the same in the 
plan. When an enquiry was made about that line, it was found that the building 
of the canal in that line was highly objectionable, and that therefore it could not 
be built. Afterwards one line was fixed for the construction of the canal. It 
18 shown under C, E, F in the jilaii, and the line in which it was first pro])osed tf) 
build, the canal joins it. From thence the mark from F to G is made in the plan. 
The Edur boundaries continue as far as that. The Engineer had (irst fixed f.his 
site. Edur boundaries terminate at the mark G. 

4. The line of the site for the land shown above is from north to south. There 
are roarls crossing the line (between the two points). In order that tin* said roads 
may not be interfered with, it has been decided to c-onstruct tlirei* bridges over 
them. The sites of tlie bridges will be determined by the Political Agent and 
tlie EngiiK'cr. Tlic bridges will be constructed at the expense of (Tovernmont. 

5. Water will be supplied from the canal during twelve months in the rubbeo, 
khareef, and hiiree seasons to the land under the jurisdiction of the Durbar, in 
the same manner in which it has been decided to sup])ly water to the cultivators 
of the villages belonging to Government. No buck or alIowanc.e will have to be 
paid to Government for taking the water. But as regards the quantity of water 
to be given, it is to be stated that the cultivators of the villages under Edur will 
be allowed to take water in the same proportion in which those under Government 
will be allowed tr) take water for their land. 

G. Owing to the construction of the weir, water will a(5cumulato for ci'rtain 
miles in the river. The people will therefore find it difficult to ford th(^ river, and 
the cultivable land in the river will be submerged under water, in consequimce 
of which loss will be sustained. With reference to this, Gewernment have agreed 
that so long as the river is unfordable, that is to say, until th(‘ river is filled up 
with sand and kuruss (mud ?) and becomes fordable as now, a double boat capable 
of conveying men, cattle, carts, &c., &c., will, as written by the Political Agent, 
be maintained at the expense of Government. By this means the inconvenience 
felt by passengers in going and coming will be removed. 

The cultivable land in the river will, owing to the weir, be submerged undei 
water ; the produce of the said land will be taken into consideration An average 
thereof will be taken, and compensation for the jiroportionate amount that may 
be found for one year will be paid annually by Government, and thus until the 

I ^ 
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land by the kuruas (mud ?) and sand being dried is hardened and becomes as it 
is now, Government will pay compensation until that time. 

7. By the construction of the weir, as mentioned above, in the river there 
will be an accumulation of water therein. The cultivators under Edur have a 
right to convey water therefrom to raise crops on their lands. But in what manner 
and quantity should water be taken ? The provision about taking water from 
the canal as stat(*d in the preceding 5th paragraph will be allowed to bo taken 
in accordance therewith. 

8. If, in consequence of the construction of the weir in the river as stated above, 
the river is much flooded and loss is thereby occasioned, compensation for as much 
loss as may be caused will be paid by Government. If peradventure the river 
be flooded to such an extent as to oblige the inhabitants of Dhanda and other 
villages on its banks to remove their houses, &c., the loss will be made up by Gov- 
ernment according to the estimate thereof framed by the Engineer. 

9. A place will be required for the residence of the Engineer. The Durbar will 
give ground bighas 5 (five) for it without taking any price. Government will 
pay the cost of the bungalow or any other building which may be required to be 
erected thereon. 

10. Land one hundred yards wide within the limits of the Edur Sansthan 
has been given for the canal. As shown in the plan the length of the land commenc- 
ing from the mark C on the south side of the Hathmatee river extends as far as 
the mark G. The Political Agent or the Assistant Political Agent in charge of 
Edur is authorized by the Edur Durbar to require into and determine any revenue 
or criminal case that may arise within the aforesaid locality, and the British Gov- 
ernment has consented to this delegation of authority and the exercise thereof 
by the Political Agent and the Assistant Political Agent in charge of Edur, agree- 
ably to such orders as may from time to time be issued by His Excellency the 
Governor in Council of Bombay.

Agreement between the British Government and His Highness the 

Maharaja of Idar. 

Whereas the villages specified in the schedule hereto annexed and situated 
in the Ahmedabad Collectorate in the Presidency of Bombay have been since 
the year 1818 A.D. and now are part of British India, but the Idar State has 
received a share of the revenue of the said villages ; and whereas a certain annual 
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sum of Rs. 1,600 is payable by the British Government to the said State as com- 
pensation for the loss of certain salt dues on the Marwar frontier of the said State 
which were relinquished by the said State at the request of the said Government ; 
and whereas the said Government and the said State, being desirous of separating 
their interests in the revenues of the said villages and providing for payment of 
the compensation payable as aforesaid, have agreed that the said State shall 
grant and transfer to the said Government its share in the revenues of the villages 
specified in Part A of the said schedule, and that the said Government shall cede 
and grant to the said State the villages specified in Part B of the said schedule ; 
and whereas the Secretary of State for India in Council has, by order of Her Majesty 
the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland and Empress of India, sanctioned the 
cession of the villages specified in Part B of the said schedule.

1. His Highness the Maharaja of Idar doth hereby grant and transfer to the 
Governor-General of India in Council all his rights, interests and share to and 
in the revenues of the villages specified in Part A of the s(‘hediile hereto annexed. 

2. The Governor-General of India in Council, with the sanction hereinbefore 
rticited, doth hereby cede and grant to His Highness the Maharaja of Idar, lus 
heirs and successors, the villages specified in Part B of the schedule hereto annexed, 
to hold the same on the terms and subject to the rules and conditions on which 
he holds the r()st of his territory ; an<l th(i said villages shall cease to be part of 
British India, and shall become part of the Idar Stat(‘ on and from the second 
day of November 1881. 

3. His Highness the Maharaja of Idar doth hereby for himself, his heirs and 
successors, promise and agree that he and they will respect and ])rotec,t all exist- 
ing rights in the villages hereby ceded and in particular tln^ riglits of the Thakor 
of Gabat in the village of Gabat. 

And whereas the Thakor of Man is at present in possession of the share in the 
revenues of the village of Punsri (being one of the villages specified in Part A of 
the schedule hereto annexed), which share has been hereby transferred by the 
said State to the said Government. And whereas such share is valued at Rs '^42 
per annum, and it is desirable that the said State should compensate the Thakor 
for the loss of the said share. 

4. It is hereby agreed that the said State shall grant to the Thakor of Man 
in lieu of the share in the revenues of the village of Punsri, of which he is at present 
in possession, land yielding an annual revenue of not less than Rs. 742 in some 
village in the said State convenient to both parties. And whereas the amount 
of revenue to be received annually by the said State under the cession of territory 
hereby made to it will exceed by the sum of Rs. 672 per annum, the amount now 
annually payable to the said State on account of its share in the villages mentioned 
in the said schedule and of the compensation hereinbefore referred to, and it is 
desirable that some arrangement should be made for the annual payment by the 
said State to the said Government of the said excess sum of Rs. 672, 
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5. It is hereby agreed that the said Government shall, without regard to the 
amounts actually colle(ited Ironi any of the said villages, deduct annually the sum 
of Ks. 672 from the com})ensation payable by the said Government to the said 
State for the suf)})res8ion of its transit duties, and the sum so deducted shall bo 
taken by the said Government in payment of the said excess sum of lls. 672.

Translation of a Letter from Maharaja Dhtraj Shrek Kesaristngji, 

of Sansthan, 1])ar, to Lieutenant-Colonel (\ Wodehouse, Political 

Agent, Prant Mahi Kantha, No. 15G2, dated the 15t}i November 

1883. 

After comydiments. — With reference to your letter No. 2036, dated the 10th 
Noveml)er 1883, I have this day sent (to yon) a letter in English No. 174, and do 
here]>y ])ass tlie following agreement to be attached thereto, consisting of 5 articles, 
in accordance with tlie draft sujiydicd by you. 

1. I shall not cultivate pojiyiy nor allow it at all to be cultivated withiu the 
boundaries of my sansthan. 

2. I shall yjurchase ojiiuni for my own consumjdion and for that of the people 
of my sansthan under a license from the Political Agent, Mahi Kantha, from either 
Bombay, Malwa, or such other yilace as Covernment may from time to time ajijioint 
in this behalf. 

3. I shall allow opium to be sold at the same rate at which it may, from time 
to time, be sold in the Government districts, and shall never allow it to be sold 
at a cheaper yirice. 

4. ] shall not allow the importation into my sansthan of smuggled opium, 
i.e.j opium on which the Government duty has not been paid. Government has, 
in consideration of the above, granted to my sansthan a remission of the duty 
payable to it (Government). But if I fail to act up to the above conditioni. Gov- 
ernment may cancel the grant. 
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5. I shall without fail mbmit ovcry six months, in the form prescribed by 
Government, a statement showing the quantity of opium purchased and sold, the 
balance remaining in hand, &c., and shall cause accounts thereof to be kept in the 
form prescribed by Government. 

I send this agreement, meaning to act in accordance with the conditions written 
above.

Transi.ation of a Letter from Deepstngji Dolatstngjt, Thakou of Tintoi 

to LlEUTENANT-CkiLONEL 0 WODEHOITSE, POLITICAL AgENT, PrANT MaTII 
Kantha, No. 1563, dated the 3rd November 1883. 

In the year 1878 British Gov(irnment made agreements with regard to the 
non-cultivation of poppy and other matters with all the Tahikdars in Mahi Kantha 
and thos(» of the Idar State, both on and near the (Britisli) frontier. At that 
tiriKi, as I was a minor, 'I’intoi was under the management of the British Govern- 
ment and Iherefore no agreenumt was them made with me. But the said arrange- 
nnmt was a])])licable to 1’intoi. This arrangenumt has hitherto been carried 
into (‘fleet But now, 1 having attained majority, th(‘ eharg(‘ of my State has 
been made over to nn* by the Agi'iicy. 1 ther(*fore lu'ndiy pass the following 
agreement witJi regard to (the cultivation of) 0 ]>inm — 

1. I shall not cultivate poppy, nor cause it to be cultivated, nor allow others 
to cultivate it, within tlie limits of my (Taluka,. 

2. T shall juirchase and inqiort opium re(|uir(Ml for my own use as well as for 
that of the jieojile of my Taluka und(*r a Imeiise from the Political Ag(‘nt, Mahi 
Kantha, from Bombay, Malwa, or such other place as Government may appoint 
in this behalf. 

3. I shall sell opium, and cause and allow it to be sold, at the same rate at 
which it may, from time to time, be sold in the Government districts, and shall 
never sell it nor cause or allow it to be sold at a cheajier rate. 

4. I shall not. inqiort nor allow the iin])ortation of smuggled opium, t.e., opium 
on which the Government duty has not been paid. Niuther shall I allow such 
opium to ])ass through my Taluka. Government have in consideration of the 
above granted to me a remission of the duty payable to them. But if I fail to 
act u)) to the above conditions, Government may cancel the grant, and no com- 
])laint mad(^ by mo in that matter may be entertained. 

5. I shall without fail submit every six months or otherwise, as Government 
may from time to time direct, a statement in such form as may be prescribed by 
Government, showing the quantity of opium purchased within the limits of my 
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(Taliika) and the balance remaining in hand, and shall also supply such informa- 
tion as may from time to time be called for by Government in connection with 
offences relating to opium committed within the said limits.

Form of Articles of Agreement for leasing the Abkart revenue of the 
Ghodasar and Haloarwas Talukas of the Mahi Kanilia to the British 
Government for a term of five years and one month from the 1st July 
1889 to the 31st July 1894. 

Whereas it is considered desirable to place the administration of Abkari revenue 
of the Ghodasar and Halclarwas Talukas on the same footing as the administra- 
tion of the abkari reviiuue of the British Collectorate adjoining th(‘ said Talukas 
which has recently been improved in accordance with th(‘ provisions of the Bombay 
Abkari Act, 1878; and specially with a view to jirevinit injury to the abkari 
revenue of either the Colleetoraie or the Ghodasar and Haldarwas Talukas, by 
illicit manufacture of liquor or by the smuggling of li(|uor from one territory into 

the other, the following articles have been agreed on between 

the Talukdar of Ghodasar and Haldarwas, on behalf of himself, his heirs and 

successors on the one jiart and Political Agent, Malii Kantha 

for the time being on behalf of the British Government on the other ; - 


Article T. 

engages that the law of the Ghodasar and 

Haldarwas Talukas shall be the Bombay Abkari Act, 1878 or any law which may 
hereafter be substituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidency. 

Article II. 

In order that the new system of Abkari administration in the Ghodasar and 
Haldarwas Talukas may be eifectively organized on the })rinciples of the Bombay 

Abkari Act engages hereby to farm the 

entire abkari revenue of the said Talukas to the Bombay Government for a term 
of five years and one month, from the 1st day of July one thousand and eight 
hundred and eighty- nine to the 31st day of July one tliousand eight hundred and 
ninety-four in consideration of an annual payment of Rs. 2,450 two thousand 
four hundred and fifty (being the average of the total abkari revenue of the Ghodasar 
and Haldarwas Talukas for the years Samvat 1939 to 1943 A.I). 1882-83 to 188(5- 
87 plus a little more than 25 per cent, in consideration of any pfissible increase 
of revenue during the term of the lease). This sum to be paid in equal half-yearly 
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instalments of Rs. 1,225 each on the 10th January and the 10th July in each 
y(‘ar, except that the first instalment payable on the 10th January 1890 shall 
b(i one of Ks 1,429-2-4: being the amount for seven months from 1st July 1889 
to 31st January 1890. (Note. — The lease includes the right of taxing spirit and 
toddy and of controlling and licensing the manufacture and sale thereof). 

Article III. 

During the term of the farm the administration of the abkari revenue of the 
Uhodasar and Haldarwas Talukas will be conducted by such officer as Govern- 
ment may appoint on the following principles : — 

(a) The rates of taxation of liquor in the Ghodasar and Haldarwas Talukas 
and in the Kaira Collectorate to be equivalent. 

(h) Such reasonable facilities for obtaining a supply of liquor for consump- 
tion are to be offered to the people of Ghodasar and Haldarwas l\alu- 
kas as are offered to the people of the Kaira Collectorate. 

(c) The retail selling price of liquor to be the sann*. in the Ghodasar and 
Haldarwas Talukas and in the Kaira Collectorate, so as to remove 
any inducement to tlic people of one territory to consume liquor sold 
in the other territory on account of its being cheaper. 

Article IV. 

Rut during the term of the farm, the officers a])f)ointed by Government- will 
consult regarding the details of abkari administra- 

tion, such as the number and position of liijuor shojis, the jiersons to receive retail 
licenses and the like, and will consider the wishes of .on such points. 

Article V. 

It- IS underst-ood that the farm conveys to the Government of Bombay no 
right- of ownership m palm and other toddy producing trees or in the land on 
which they st-and But the Gov(‘rnment of Bombay may levy a tax on such of 
those trees as may be licensed to be tapped for extraction of toddy. 

Articie VI. 

On his part engages cordially to co-operate in carry- 

ing out the provisions of the Abkari Law and Rules, and to do his best by himself, 
his hens and suei essors and by his subordinate officers to prevent all illicit 
jiossession, inanutuetiire, sale and trans])ortof liquor, or of the materials or imple- 
ments used for its manufacture, in accordance with the provisions of the said Act 
and of any rules which may be made under it. 

Article VII. 

further engages during the term of the farm to abstain 

from levying any tolls, octroi or any duty or import whatever, on liquor inanu-

lactured in or imported into or exported from the Ghodasar and Flaldarwas 
Talukas, under permit, or transported under permit from one place to anot/ier 
witliin the said Talukas, or on any materials broiiglit into ti\e State i‘or tlic iwauu- 
facture of liquor.

It is understood that all offences against the Abkari Ijaw will b(*. cognizable 
under section .‘11 of the Abkari Act, by the ordinary State criminal courts in the 
same manner as other oUcnces are cognizable.

During the term of the farm the abkari accounts of the Ghodasar and Jlaldarwas 
Talukas will be ke})t separately from those of the Kaira (kdlectiirate, and an 
annual account will be given to for information.

If 
Governnient do not <‘xerciso such option, the management of the abkari revenue 
of the Gliodasar and llaldarwas I’alukas will revert to 


Article XI. 

After the reversion to of the management of the 

abkari revenue of the Ghodasar and Ifaldarwas Talukas, on the expiration ol 

the pre.siMit or renewed period of the farm engages on 

behalf of hiinsell, his heirs and successors thereafter to c.onduct the admmistr.i- 
tion ot it in accordance with the ])rmciples laid down in the preamble of this agree- 
ment, viz . — 

to maintain the .same Abkari Law and Rules as may be in force in the neigh- 
bouring collectorate,

(2) That hc'. will adopt such nu'asures as shall from time to time a])p('ar to 
the British Govc'rnment to be necessary for etlVetuallv ]ir('venting any ex]K)rt.

(3) Tliat tlie sale of o]>ium within his ti'rritory shall henceforward be con-

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(7) That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in liis territory the regulations 
published under Government Resolution in the Rc^vemie Department, No. 7207 
dated 1 8th September 1895, and wdl hereafter from time to time ado])t and en- 
force any change in the said regulations or any new regulation similar in eff(*ct 
to any provision of the law or rules regarding opium for th(^ time being in force 
in British India, which the Governor in Council of Bomliay shall, in th(' interests 
of th(‘ British opium revenue, desire him to adopt and (mforc.o ; 

(8) That he will furnish every half-year on th«* 1st Februarv and Isi. August 
to Ok' British Political authorities of the Mahi Kantlia Agenc.y in siicli form as 
tlie Governor in Council of Bombay shall, after consulting the Tda,r Stat(‘, from 
time to time, prescribe accurate ai^counts of the opium transactions of his tern- 
tory. 


3. The British Government agrees that so long as His Highness Sir Kesrisingji, 
K.C.S T., duly Mfils the foregoing covenants, tin* whole amount of th(‘ duty pay- 
ahl(' t-o the British Government on any opium conveyed into the territory of tin* 
Tdar State in accordance with the relations between th(‘ Britisb CJovernmeiit. and 
Idar as recited in the preamble to this agreement, shall be remitti‘d, or if duty 
has already Ix'im paid on any such opium as if the same were to bo (mnsumed in 
tile I'residency of Bombay, then that the whole of the amount of th<‘ duty which 
has l)een so ])aid shall be refunded to the Tdar State. 

Pfovidod that nothing in this agreement shall affec.t the ultimate right of the 
British GovermiKint as paramount authority, on o(*,casion arising, to ah.(*r the 
rate of duty or the proportion thereof to b(» remitted or ndumhul un(l<‘r this clause, 
and that no such alteration shall release the sai<l His Highness Sir Kesrisingji, 
K.C S.I., from any of the covenants pcTformable by him under this agreement. 

4. And it is further agreed between the parties hereto that in this agreement 
the word “ opium ” shall have the same meaning as in the ()])ium Act (I of 1878) 
or in any other law regarding o]>ium for the time being in forci*. in llie I^resiibmc.y 
of Bombay.

My Friend, 

I have the honour to inform you that T agree to observe the following conditions 
with regard to the use of Hemp Drugs in my State in future : — 

1. That cultivation of hemp shall be entirely prohibited in the State. 

2. That the hemp drugs from time to time required for consumption in the 
State shall be obtained only by importation from the bonded or central ware- 
houses established in the Presidency of Bombay, the importation to be regulated 
by rules made for the removal of the drugs from such warehouses and payment 
of duty to be made previous to removal at the rates fixed from time to time by 
Government as being leviable on drugs manufactured in or imported into the 
Presidency of Bombay. 

3. That the State will adopt such measures as shall from time to time appear 
to the British Government to be necessary for effectively preventing any export 
and any illicit import of hemp drugs across their frontiers. 

4. That the sale of intoxicating drugs within the State shall henceforward 
be conducted by licensed vendors only. 

5. That intoxicating drugs shall not be supplied by the State to any of the 
said licensed vendors except on payment of a price not less than the quantitative 
duty fixed by Government from time to time plus cost price of the drugs at such 
rate as may be ascertained at the commencement of each year by the Political 
Agent through the Commissioner of Abkari to be the approximate wholesale 
market price (ex-duty) of the drug. 

6. That no licensed vendors in the State shall at any time be permitted to 
sell intoxicating drugs at a price lower than the quantitative duty and cost price 
referred to in clause 5 above. 
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7. That- the system of taxation and control of heni}) ilriigs in the State shall 
be hencefoiward assimilated in its general features t-o tfiat in force in the mdgli- 
bouring British Districts and that the State will liert'aftcr Irom time t-o tune adopt 
and enforce any change made in the Britisli system m tliis connection, which the 
(Jovernor in Council of Bombay shall, in the interest of the British intoxicating 
drugs revenue, desire them to adojit and enforce.

III. REWA KANTHA AGENCY. 

The Uiil(}rs of the Snlute States of Ito]})ipla, (Tlihota XJdepur, Baria, 
liiiiiawiula, Balnsinoj and Sant in Itowa Kantha t^ajoy plenary jurisdic- 
tion, that IS j)()\ver <o tiy lor capital offences, without permission from 
the Political A^^-eiit, all persons in their territories except Europeans, 
imlndin^ thiiopeari Biitish subjects, Americans, Government servants 
and other Biitisli sulijents. All offeiic.es committed by foreigners or 
Hntisli subjects in the smaller States of Kadaiia, Bhadarwa, Saiijeli, 
IJmetha and Jaiiihughoda and the petty Mewasi States are tried by the 
lt(‘\\a Kantha Agency (’ouits of criminal justice of which the Political 
Ag(*nt\s (4)urt is tin' chief This Court was established in 1842 by an 
oidei fioni tin* Eoiirt ot Diieclois. 

In 1840 the leading Ehieis of Bewa Kantha, following the example of 
the Gaekuar, cntiucd into I'lngagcmcnts (\o. XVII I) to prevent sati. 

In 1872 Hrifish c-oppi'i ( oinage was introduced into the States under 
this Agency, tin tin* understanding that no more native coin should be 
issued i)y lh(‘ States irom (lieu* own mints; that only British coin should 
he legal teiid(‘r; and that i( should not he issued at a discount. 

In 1885 a local corps wars raisial to discjiarge the police duties under 
the AgeiK'N pi(‘vi()usly pio lormed by the Gaek war’s Contingent, wdii(4i 
was disbanded in lliai yiair. T’he Hew a Kantha police was amalgamated 
with the jiolice ol llu* Hanch Mahals disinct on (he 1st April 1900. 

Ihaiisit diili(‘s lone been abolished throughout the Hewa Kantha 
States. Baria, the oiil> State in which the\ continiKMi suhjo(4., afhu* 
1872, to a limit, finally ahohslicd I hem in 1892. 

44i(‘ <*1 rculal loll ol lh(‘ old Baha.shahi silv’ei coinage was stoppr'd in 
1000, and Bntisli coinage only wa.s declaied to he leg.il tendiT in the 
Agency. 

Until 1928 the Cliiels of Ilewa Kantha were divided into different 
classes 'This ( hi'^^i li< a( loii ha^ been abolished. 

The area of tlie Slales iimhu* the H(‘wa Kantha Agency is about 4,950 
sijiiare miles, with a jiopiilation , ac.cording to the (huisus t)f 1921, of 
752,058, ami a ie\emie eslimaled in 1020 a+ Its 82,85,122 in British 
ciirriuuty. 

The (Uiiofs })a\ a iiihiiie ol Hs. 24,282 to the British Government and 
Hs. 1.20,801 to the Gaekwar. 

1. HAdHIPLA. 

The Chiels of Ihe Hajpipla State arc Goliel Kaj])uts. 22ie State was 
iouiKh'd aliout Ihe mi<ldle of the iifteeiiih century. The Haja agieed lo 
iuinish a force ol* horse and foot to the Muhammadan Kings of Ahmed- 
ahad, and tins agreement subsisted until the time of Akbar, who imposed 
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a tribute of Ks. *^5,r>r>f’> m lion ol tlie (*ontiiif>;eiii. On the decline of 
the Mnlunninadan ])()\ver Ihe inbuie, \Ahicli had l)e(‘n very irregularly 
paid, was reiinj)ose<l by Ihc (lackuar, whr) gradually inci’eased his 
encroach mem ts on llie indcpondemco of ihe State, till in ISld the entire 
inanagennent was in the.* hands of his own oHicers; the net annual pay- 
ments taken fienn tlie State wane lls. b!L*,0()(), and the wdiole re'venues 
were collected and jiaid into the Oaedv war’s treasury. 

Ajab Singh, an imbecib' Chief, who succeeded to the State on tlie 
death of his brotlun- in ITSt), died in bStPh I[e had attempted to disin- 
lierit his eldest son, Tlain Sliigdi, and to secure the succession of his 
younger son, Nar Singh , luit th(‘ t'oi nnw was released from confinement and 
j)hn*ed in jiow iu' liy I In' l!oo])s. Ciom his intompc'rate habits Ram Sing!) 
became* incapahh* (d ruling, and in 1810 tin* (laekwar invested hivS reputed 
son, Pratap Singh, and ronfciv<‘d on him ihe government of Raj])ipla by 
n Sanad (No I\ ), whieh tli(‘ Uiitisb Oovennnont agreed to guarjintee. 
Ram Singh died a tew inonlhs ailmwards, and was siieeoeded hy J*raiap 
Sing-li. Xar Singh, tlu* hiolhei oj' tin* late Paja, howmver, set uyi his 
idaim lo MK'ci'ed on th(‘ gioiind that Praia]) Singh w\‘is not the son of 
R,im Singh, hvit sn|)|)Osii it ioun and jiuiehased by Ham Singh’s wife, h’or 
four y(‘ais the eountiv was disliacted b\ the (juarnd, till, in ISlb, the 
(hietwar niaichcd a loici* into tlie (ountiy, and it was agreed that the 
(laekwar should eondm l i he adminisii al ion till he had reimbursed him- 
sel r lor tli(‘ e\p(‘nses in(Uii(‘d, and Ih.il Nai Singh and Pratap Singh 
should snbniii Iheii ^l.llnl^ lo m\ (‘st igal ion. d’h(‘ (ia(‘lcwar’s efforts al a 
s(‘1 trlmiK'ni w (‘n* n itsiiccessl u I and flu* iin (‘st igui ion was 'ln'refon* uiubu- 
tak(*n b\ tlie HesidenI at llaio4la in ISP). 'Idle enijiiiry rivsulted in the 
(’stahiislinumi ol Xai Singh’*- (laini*-, and Hm* admission hv the (iaokwai* 
ol his right to Ihe ^lM'('e^slon ; bill, as Aai Singh Avas blind a,nd iiK^ajia- 
eilaiiMl fiom inlmg, hi> eld<‘sl son, V’erisalji, was invi'sted with the gov- 
(*inni(*nl and llie tla<*kwai nlin(|uished his eontiol o\(‘r ]?ajpipla to Ihe 
Hiilish ( lo\ Ol imM‘ni in tin* sann* way as in Kalhiawar and Main* Kaniha. 
A j>roelama1 ion of anln«*^ly was issu(*<l m IIh* name <d‘ the llrilish (lov- 
rinment, I In* (l.iekwar, and \miisal ji, from whom an Engagement 
(,Vo. \’ 1 1 I ) wa^ taken in I8‘J1, binding him ami his successors to act in 
conformitA' with ihe adsie** of ihe Hrilish (lovcuiimeiit. Tn 182d the 
Raja (‘iigaged (\o \l) to [)a\ annually, through the Rritish flovern- 

iiM‘nt, his tnhiili' to Ihe tlaekwar whn‘h \>as ti\ed al Siasi Hupt‘('s ()r),0()|, 
eijnivab'iit lo (lo\einnient Hupe(*s bthTkM -2-1), and to make an annual 
provision of lbs 8,400 lor Snra jkniivar and Pratap Singh, Avho resigned 
all ])ret(‘nsions lo lln' Stale, Tin* r<*lations of the Ibaja to the Hritish 
(loNOiiiment aa^cmc mon* fully defimMl in another Mngagement (No. NTI) 
eonclmh'd on the 201 h NoA'(‘mber 18211. 

Vt^risalji being a minor, the Hritish (loveinmenl for sonn* vears under- 
took the manag{*nn*nt of Ihe State, which was almost haiikrupl. The 
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debts, however, were reduced to about one-tbird of their amount, and 
for tbeir liquidufion the most productive portions of the State were farm- 
ed foi .seven years under the Jiritish guarantee. Verisalji was entrusted 
with the adinimstration on attaining his majority in 1887, but super- 
\ ision was exeicised over the State till 186(1, w'hen it was witlidrawai. 

In 185‘J an Kugagenient (No. XIX) was mediated by the British 
( lov ei ninenf between tlie (iaekwar and the Raja of Rajpipla. Jiy this 
some r)ld disjnites w'ere settled liy the transtei of certain villages, in which 
both governments had shares, to the (laekwar and the Raja respectively, 
and by the admission of the right of the Raja of Rajpipla to collect cer- 
tain (*ustonl^ on payment of Siasi Rupees 18,851, ecpii valent to (xovern- 
ment Rupees I0,J70 annually. On the 20th January 1859 the (rovern- 
nienl of India deru'ded that Rajpipla should pay (iovernment Rupees 
20,000 annually towards the maintenance ol' the Oujarat Bhil Corps, 
whi<*h had been raised duiing the mutiny. It was subsequently convert- 
ed int«) a jiolice < oi j)s : and, as no ])art ol it w^as employed in Rajpipla, 
tli(' Raja was lelieved from any demand on account of its expenses from 
the 1st Ma\ 1805. ff, however, troops aie employed in Rajpipla, the 
Raja is lield liable to such a contribution on that account, lor the time 
the troops are so employtul, as (iovernment may think fit and reasonable. 

In 1855 Yeiisalji’s misgovei iiineni and contumacy led to the attach- 
ment ot the State. In the following year he w'as admitted to a share in 
the adniinistraf ion, and in 1858 the revenue management was made over 
to him. 

In 1859 (loveinment had again to interfere to supjiress disturbances 

amono lh(' IRiils, 

Verisalji abdicated in 18()() in favour oi’ his son, (iambhii’ Singh, still 
ndainin^, however, fh(‘ pimcljial shaie of government in his own hands 
as minisfei of (he Sfafe.

A Biiiish oltiri*r was associated with (lambhir Singh In the admini- 
stiafion of th(‘ Slate from August 1884 till 1887, when it was found neces- 
sary to depiive tlie Raja of all power and to entrust the administration 
for three veais to a Political Officer, the Raja remaining in llajpipla and 
holding the titular dignity of the Chiefship. In 1890 a continuation of 
this arrangement for another three years w’as sanctioned, and in 1894 for 
another period of three years. On the 10th January 1897 Gambhir Singh 
died, and was succeeded by bis eldest son, Chhatrasinbji, who was born

In -lannarv 1921 the hereditary title of Mabaraja w'as conferred on 
llic Ruler of the Rajpipla State (No. XXXV) and his permanent salute 
was enhanced to 18 guns.

5. BALASINOR (YABASTNOR). 

The Balasinor family is descended from Sardar Muhammad Khan, 
the elder son of Bahadur Khan, ninth in descent from Sher Khan Babi, 
wdio, about the middle of the seventeenth century, was made door-keeper 
VII I 
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(Bahi) of the Tniperfal rourt, aiul subsequently commandant of the Koli 
lisfrict of riuiwal, on tl)e north-west of Ahmedabad. From Bahadur 
lv]Jan^s youn^»-er son, Muliabl)ad Ivhan, sprinpfs another branch of the 
family, represiuited by the Nawab of Juna^adh in Kathiawar. Sardar 
Muhammad Khan was suc(^eeded in possession of the districts of Bala- 
sinoi and Yirpur by his son, Tamiat Khan, and he by his son, Salabat 
Khan. vSalabat Khan died in May 1820, and was succeeded by his cousin, 
Abid Khan. 

Balasinor l)ocaine tribiilary both to the Peshwa and Gaekwar. At the 
general seltlement (.vcc No. TN , Mahi Kaniha Agency) of Mahi Kantlia 
tlie tribute of tlie Gaekwar was settled at Siasi Bupees 4,001, equi- 
valent to Briiish Indian Bupees 8,078. When the British Government 
succeeded to the Peshwa’s rifrhts, Balasinor came under its political 
jurisdiction. The Slate pays a tribute of Siasi Biipees 12,G9G to the 
Biitisb Government, ecpiivalent to British Indian Bupees 9,766. 

In 1820 an En^a^^ement (No. YII) was made with the Babi for the 
introduction of the British opium rej^ulations into his territories. 

In 1822 Abid Kbaii \Aas removed, and dalal Khan, his brother, was 
placed ifi power in liis slead. He died in December 1831, and was 
succe(‘de<l by Zoiawar Khan. 

Tlie settlement of the lon|i:-standiiifr dispute between Lunawada and 
Balasinor about the ])arj^Mna of Yirpur has been described in the ])reced- 
in^'* article (Eunawada). 

In 1867 the Bu1er of Balasinor was jifranted a permanent salute of 9 

Pfuns. 

Zorawar Khan died in 1882, and was succeeded by his eldest son, 
Manvar Khan. 

In 1882 the Nawab enteied into an Enpip^ement {see No. XX) to 
juevenl the cultivation and illicit importation of opium. 

In 1890 the Buler of Balasinoi received an Adoption Sanad (No. 
XXIIl). 

In 1891 an arrangement, boldinp: pfood for ten years, was made with 
the Nawab in respect of his abkari rights in two villages in the Kaira 
district. The Na^^ab undertook to close his stills and shops, and prevent 
the sale of liquor in those villages, and Government agreed to pay him 
Rs. 659-13-1 a year as com])ensatioii on that account. This arrange- 
ment was renewed for a ])eriod of five years from the 1st January 1898, 
and again from the 1st January 1903 for another five years. It was again 
renewed for a period of six years and seven months from the Ist J'Jiiuary 
1908 a!\d thereafter renewed every ten years, viz., from 1st August 1914 
to 31st July 1924 and from 1st August 1924 to 31st July 1934, The 
amount of compensation for the current lease is Bs. 660. 
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In ISOT the Si ale entered into a revised Opium Agreement [see 
No. XXVIII). 

Manvar Khan died on tlie 24ih Mareli KSliO, and was succeeded hy 
J)is only son, Tamiai Klian, horn on the lOth November 1894, during 
whose minority the State was under OoNernment management. Tie was 
invested with full })()wers on the »4Jsi December 1915. 

Jn 1917 the Nawab of Dalasinor signcMl and e\ecute«l an Agreement, 
tor a ])eriod of ten years t'rom the 1st April lOKi, foi* the administration 
of Du* Abkari revenue of the Halasinor State (No. XXXTT). The Agree- 
ment terminated on the 91st Alarch 1920. Future arrangements are still 
under consideration. 

The Dabi is entitled to various dues in the Kaira TV)lle(doratp, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to Its. 490, British cuirtuuy. 

He also receives Baroda Ihi])ees 821-10-12 on account of perquisites 
Ti‘om the States of Kadana, Sathamba and Magodi. 

The area of Balasinor is 189 square miles; the pojuilation, according 
to the Census of 1921, 44,090; and the gioss revenin* about Its. 3,02,094. 

The State* ])ossess<‘s (1920) 117 Armed Police and 10 seiviceable guns. 

The State was liable* to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Cemination Darbar, all such levies were 
abeibshed. 


0 SANT fformerlv SUNTH). 

The ruling family in Sant belongs to the Puar caste of Rajjiuts, anel 
is liclieved to have (!omo originally from Fjjain; to have s(*ttled after- 
wards at Jhalod ; and finally, about the thirteenth century, at Rant. A 
Tieaty (No. Ill) was cemcluded with this State in 1809, but it was subse- 
e]u(*ntly dissolved by the ])olie*y of Lord Cornwallis, which was adverse* 
to the system of alliane*es with the jietty Rajput Chiefs. The Chief of 
Sant was included in the Engagement (No. VI) mediated in 1819 between 
Se india and Tiiinawada, and the payment of his tribute of Babashahi 
Rupees 7,000, equivalent to Government Rupees 5,385, was guaranteed 
to Seindia, on condition of the latter abstaining from all interference in 
the atfairs of the State, ft is now ])aid to the British Government under 
the cessions of the treaty with Seindia, dated the 12th December 1800."^ 

Fn 1807 the Ruler of Sant was granted a permanent salute of 9 guns. 

For some years bad feeling existed between the Chief of Sant and the 
Thakor of Kadana, who are both decended from a common amestor, the

forint^r fljuming a rigid to interfere in the Tliakor’s clioice of an heir, 
})rinei})a]ly on the ground that Kadana was a feudatory of Sant and had 
id wavs owed fealty lo the Chief of ihat Stale. The evidence adduced hy 
the Uaja was inconclusive, and in 1871 the Boinhay (iovernnient declared 
Kadana to he independent of Sant. 

llhawan Singh died without issue in 1872, leaving, as it was alleged, 
a vdl hy which he designated IVithi Singh, one rd his llhayats, 
as his successor. Enquiry showed that the alleged will could not 
he legarded as a record of the wishes and intentions of the Ohi(‘f, 
and that Prithi Singh was neither a fit person nor the nearest of kin. As 
the llritish Government were desirous that the State should he continued 
in the person of some fit successor, the widow of the Chief was allowed 
to select one from amongst the collaterals. Tier choice fell uptm Pratap 
Singh and was confirmed hy the British Government. Nazarana of a 
\ (‘Ill ’s revenue was levied from Sant. 

Jn 1882 the Chief entered into an Agreement (see No. XX) to prevent 
the cultivation and illicit importation of opium. 

The right of adoption was conferred on the Bailer of Sant in 1800 
(see No. XXIII). 

Pratap Singh died on the lOth Tanuary 1890 without any heir, eith(‘r 
adojded or natural : and in Tune 1890 the Gov(u*nment of India sanctioufd 
(he succession of Torawar Singh, horn on the 24th March 1881, of ihe 
Hahr(d hranc’h of the ruling family, his nomination having heen approved 
hv lioth the Banis of the late Chief. Join war Singh was installed on the 
list August 1890. On account of his minority the State' was und(‘r Gov- 
ernment management till 1902, Avhen the Chief was given full ]) 0 W(M’s. 

Tn 1897 the State entered into a r(*vised Opium Agreemc'iit (vec 
\o, XXVTTT). 

Sant receives from the A^illage of Garadii, under the Talod Mahal of 
th(‘ Panch Mahals, Salim Shahi Bu])ees 50, e(|uivah‘nt to Government 
Bu])i'es 38-8-7, as (Tiauth. This sum was fixed in 1818 hy the Political 
Agent in Bewa Tvantha and the Assistant in MeAvar, hut no formal pa])(‘r 
was drawn up. Sant is also entitled to a sirpao of Goveniment 
Hiqiees 30-8-8 fixed hy Sir Tolin Malcolm in ISlJt. 

The area of Sant is 394 square miles; the po])ulaTion, according to Ok' 
Census of 1921, 70,597; and the gioss revenue Bs. 4,14,030. 

The State possesses (192C) 2GG Armed Poli(‘e and 4 serviceable guns. 

The State Avas liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 1911 
win'll, on (In* occasion of the Coronation Darhar, all snc'h levies Avere 
a 1 lull shed . 
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7. LESSEE CHIEFS. 

The province of Eewu Ivaiilliu is inhabited for the most part by JUiils, 
Hewasis and other iormeily tuibulent tribes. With tliese tribes, which 
{\ei‘e subject to Eajpipla and the Caekvvar, and also with those in Scin- 
dia’s Eauch Mahals, agreemeiils weie made between the years 1822 and 
J82() with a view' to the settlement ol tlie country. The nature of those 
engagomenls will be sufhciently apparent from the specimens given 
(Nos. JX, XV, XVI and XV'l I). The jurisdictional powers of the lessei 
Chiefs (Jliakors) vary. The Estates of Bhadarwa and IJmetha, and 
thiee other Estates were originally included in the Mahi Kantha settle- 
ment, and weie translerred to Eowa Eantha in 1827. Scindia’s Eanch 
Mahals were ceded io the British Government by the Treaty* ol the 12th 
December 18bU, and attached lor a time to the Kaira Collectorate. They 
now form a separate disiinct charge, to whicdi tlie Eolitical Agency of 
how a Kantha is attached. In 1889 and 1890 the Government ol India 
(ixempled Irom payment of nazarana many small Estates having no juris- 
dictional powers. 

In 1897 all the Chiefs (Thakors) mentioned in the list below, excopL 
Jhintalavdi, Jambughoda (Xariikot) and Garol, entered into Agieements 
No. XX VI 11) wliidi revised those made in 1882 (.see No. XX), to 
prevent the cultivation and illicit importation of opium. These agroe- 
lueiiLs were rent‘wed for lurtlier periods of 5 years from 1898 to 1903 and 
from 1903 to 1908, and in 1908 permanent agreements were taken from 
all tlie States ex(;ept Jambughoda (Naiukot) and Garol (No. XXX). The 
agreement with Jambughoda (No. XL) was executed in 1929. 

In 1891-92 all the 50 lesser Chiefs mentioned in the list, except 
Kadana, Sanjeli, Jambughoila (Narukot), Bihora, Dudhpur, Virampura, 
Chudesar, Naha, Jiral KamsoJr, Kasla-Eaginu-Muvada, Nahara and 
Carol entered into arrangements by which they assigned to Government 
the management ol abkari in their Estates in return lor pccimiary com- 
pensation (No. XXll). The agreements were renewed from the 1st Janu- 
ary 1898 for live years, and again from 1903 to 1908. These agreements 
weie again renewed lor a period of six years and seven months from the 
Isi .Ian nary 1908 and afterwards renewed for a period of 10 years from 
Ist AugUvst J91J to 31st July 1924. In 1914 agreements weie also entered 
into with, and executed by, (Jiudesai and Jiial Eamsoli. These agree- 
ments were again renewed Ironi 1st August 1924 to 31st July 1934 
(No. XXXV II).

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Til 1914 th(* f'onstniclion of the Chhuchhapnra (Motijnira)-Tanl<liala 
Itailway, a hraiich of the Gaekwur 13aro<la Stale ITailway jiassiiig llirou^Ti 
the Naswadi State in the Saiikheda Mowas, was sanctioned. Jurisdic- 
tion over the line passing through ihe Naswadi limits was ceded by the 
Thakor of Naswadi to the Briti.sh (lovemment by an agreement, dated 
2nd April 1924 (No, XXXYI). 

In 1914 the construction by the Baroda Darbar of an extension on the 
2' ()" gauge of their Dabhoi-Jarod Railway from Samlaya, vid Savli to 
Timba, was sanctioned. This line passes through the territories of 
Vai ncdmal, Mevli, Band a, Ohhaliar and Gothda in the Pandu Mewas. 
Jurisdiction over the line jiassing through the Agency limits is exercised 
by the Agency Courts. 

In 1927 the Thakor of TJchad leased (No. XXXIX) to Government a 
piece of land in his village of Wadia for the construction of an Inspection 
Bunj>alow,

Engagement of protection from the. British Government given to the Chief 
of Loonawara by Major Alexander Walker, Resident at Baroda, 
under date th(! 27th September 1803. 

This is to certify that th(‘. Rana Pertab Sing, Chief of Loonawara, having 
applied for tin; Honourable Company’s protection, and having, by the friendly 
intercourse of betters, declar(‘d that all his means shall be employed to })romot(i 
th(* destruction of Kanoojec, I have at his request, and in consideration of the 
abovf‘ (urcumsian(‘es, granted to him this writing, which will (uititle him to the 
friendshij) of the FCnglish and of their ally Aiiiind Rao Gaik war. 

Should the English troo])s, in pros(‘eution of the war against Kanoojec, enter 
the. t(‘iTit.ories of the Rajah of Loonawara, they will redrain from doing the in- 
habitants any injury or molestation ; on the contrary, they may be assured of 
jirotection, the Rajah on his part ordering his sulijects to furnish ]>ro visions and 
what(‘ver may be required, which will be punctually paid for according to the 
custom and good faith of the English. 

This writing is on the ojiposite side translated into Marhattci'., that the oflii^ers 
of th(! Gaekwar Sircar may also extend their friendship to th(‘ Rana IVrtab Sing.

3’i;eatv concluded with the Raja of Loonawara, — 1803. 

In virtue of the authority which has been vested in Colonel John Murray, 
c.omin.intlmg ttia British forces in Guz»‘.rat Attaveessee, and districts conquered 
from Dowlut Rao Sindia, to ratify and conclude a Treaty of amity with me, on 
the basis of friimdshij), and on those terms of reciprocal benefit which had been 
pr(‘.viously acceded to on luy part, and rec.ommended in my bihalf by (\)lonel 
Murray during his continuaiuH*. in the Loonawara district, and an.xious to profit 
by the friendly jnotection which the Honourable Company Bahadoor has been 
graciously pleased to e.xtcnd towards me, I do, of my free-will, and in conformity 
to the terms previously agreed to, hereby enter into or contirm the following condi- 
tions, namely : — 

Article 1. 

First, as tributary to the Honourable Company Bahadoor, I hereby engage, 
in eonsequenco of their gracious concession, in my behalf, of the tribute hitherto 
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usually paid by me to the late government of Dowlut Rao Sindia, to maintain, 
at my own expense, devoid of evtTV claim to remuneration from th(; government 
of the Honourable (Uunpany Bahadoor, a military force for tin* defence of my ter- 
ritories, the services of which shall be at their command, in repelling every atleai]>t 
hostile to their interests, by an invasion of the Guz(‘rat through my districts ; 
and I hereby engage to ridiiiqiiish all claim to indemnili cation for any injury mysidf 
or subjeitts may sustain, in our jiersons or jiroperty, by these efforts against the 
common enemy, considering, on all occasions, the enemies of tiie English as niy 
own, and pledging myself to defend my country against thcmi to the last i*:?) tre- 
mity ; further engaging to give such token of allegiance as His Excellency the 
Governor-General may be pleased to require. 

Article 2. 

Secondly, I engage, on all occasions, to b(i answerable for the safety of the 
property and persons of the British Government, its servants and subjects, wher(‘- 
ever they may be, now' or hereafter, in my districts, and reliiKpiish all clain to 
remuneration for their services from the government, as far as rt^lates to them or 
those in their service ; but with resp(‘ct to their subejets, 1 resiTve the right of ta\in g 
ni(*rchandize and exacting payment, according to ancient custom, for the protec- 
tion wdiich I hereby engage to give the merchants.

No. III. 

Treaty coiududed with tin* Rajah of Soanth, dated the 15th December 1803, 

Trusting and believing in Providencii — 

I hereby declare that, desirous to embrace the very amicable offer made to 
me by Colonel Murray, Commanding the British forces in th(‘ Guzerat Attaveesee 
and conquered districts, on behalf of the Honourable (Vmqiany Bahadoor, and to 
cement the friimdshij) which at present so happily exists between me and the 
Honourabh* (Company’s goverranent, I have, in testimony thereof, of my free- 
will and consmit, entered into the following engagement with the Honourable 
Company Bahadoor, under whose protection it has pleased the Almighty to place 
me : — 

Article 1. 

As tributary to Powagur and the Honourable Company Bahadoor, I here- 
by engage to continue the payment of the same annual tribute as it has been 
usual for me to pay to the late government of Dowlut Rao Sindia (namely, Rupees 
2,700) ; but should it please the Honourable Company’s government graciously 
to release me in future from the payment of the aforesaid tiibutc, then 1 engage 
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to present them annually with such nuzzerana in token of my allegiance as they 
may be pleased to direct, which shall be in lieu of all other sums whatsoever ; 
and as long as I continue faithfully to adhere to the interests of the Honourable 
Company, this concession of the tribute to be paid by me, if acceded to by His 
Excellency the Governor-General in Council, shall not be liable to be revoked. 

Article 2. 

I engage, on every occasion, to consider the enemies of the English as my 
own, and to the last extremity to defend my country, and oppose every attempt 
of a hostile nature which may be made by a foreign power for the passage of troops 
through my districts, and relinquish all claim to indemnification for any losses 
myself or subjects may suffer on the occasion. 

Article 3. 

On all occasions when my country is threatened by a foreign force, either 
on account of my attachment to the British Government, or by people my enemies, 
I shall receive assistance from the Honourable Company’s government to enable 
me to resist the enemy ; unless it should appear the invasion is intended merely 
to punish insubordinate subjects of mine, who may have violated my neighbours’ 
boundaries, when I agree to adopt such measures as may satisfy the aggrieved. 

Article 4. 

I engage, on all occasions, to be answerable for the safety of the property 
and persons of the British Government, its servants and subjects, wherever 
they may be, now or hereafter, in my districts, and relinquish all claim to remu- 
neration for these services from the government, as far as relates to them or those 
in their servuie. But with respect to their subjects, I reserve the right of tax- 
ing merchandize and exacting payment, according to ancient custom, for the pro- 
tection which 1 hereby engage to give to the merchants.

SREE MHALSA KAUNT. 

Translation of a Perwannah from Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Rheyl 
Shumshkr Bahadoor to Rana Roger Pertab Sing, of the Capital ol 
Rajqhur, — 1810. 

Ajt'er Compliments. — Your father Ram Sing, of Rajghur, does not conduct 
himself properly, and in consequence many quarrels exist, and your inheritance 
is in danger of being lost to you. In consideration of this the Sircar has thought 
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proper to make arrangements that you be invested with exclusive authority to 
conduct the affairs of the State ; the same being determined on, this perwanuah 
is given to you. Your father, Ram Singh, is a man of bad conduct, and listening 
to bad counsels is planning means whereby to involve the welfare of the State : 
wherefore you are invested with the executive management of affairs. You arc, 
however, to transact all business and execute all deeds in the name of Ram Sing. 
You are also to transact business by means of Risundass Buckshu, without whose 
^ knowledge you are to execute no public, mea- 

sure. You are likewise to institute such moans 
as will preserve the ryots from suffering tyranny and trouble, and to obey the Sircar^ 
continuing to pay the Sircar its dues and claims according to existing agreement. 

You will also settle the debt owing to Myrab Narrain by your government. 

Moideen Jemadar being well disposed to your State, extend to him the same 
indulgence and protection in his services to your government. 

You will arrange respecting a provision for your father, and take such measures 
as will prevent him from exciting disturbances. 

Do you continue to conduct yourself as herein provided for : in any default 
in the administration of affairs you cannot prosper. Consider this and act accord- 
ing to the letter of the Sircar, and you will suffer no unjust trouble from the Sircar, 
and in behalf of which, and consistent with justice, it has nominated Mr. Caruao 
on the part of the Honourable Company as guarantee.

The Bombay Government agreed to guarantee these arrangements, but in con- 
sequence of the death of Ram Singh the guarantee was never actually affixed 
to the Sunnud. 


No. V. 

Translation of an Agreement passed by the Rana of Loonawara to the 
Gaikwar Government, — 1812. 

I, Rana Futteh Sing, of the talooka of Loonawara, do of my own free-will admit 
that whenever the army of the Sircar came into these parts, the ghasd ina and 
khirajat used to be discharged according to the running account. My villages 
were in this way distressed and the population decreased. Therefore, as ihe 
Sircar’s army having been to Kattywar has made an equitable perpetual settle- 
ment according to the amount of former payments, I, in like manner, for my own 
tranquillity, have passed a writing in which the sums due for ghasdana and khira- 
jat are included in one item. A separate bond for ten years on this subject has 
been passed to the Sircar. According to the condition of it 1 will send a Kamdar 
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every year to Baroda and discharge the amount. There shall be no deviation from 
this agre(*ment. I, my sons, and their descendants from generation to generation, 
as many as shall manage Loonawara, will for ever abide by the above written 
agrc'ement. A seperate perpetual security bond has been passed which is to 
be abided by. There is to be no deviation from this. If a deviation should take 
place, 1 am an offender against the Sircar. This writing is true.

Translation of a Bond passed by Jttsoo Phooljee Bhattt, of Moonda, to the 

Cliiikwar Government. 

I, of my own free-will, pass this agreement to the Sircar on flie subject of fhe 
ghasdana and khirajat of KulGdi Singjee, Kana of th(‘ falooka of Loonawara, 
from Sunwut 1808, for ten y<‘ars, viz., the ghasdana and khirajat together are fixed 
at Rupees 7,(MM for one- year. The kistbundi has also been settled, and accord- 
ing to this J will every y(‘ar settle at Baroda, and will pay the mon(‘y according to 
the kistbundi. If liy the will <»f (tod th<‘ payments shall be made lour days sooner 
or later, interest, shall b(‘ giviui at t.he rate of 1 per cent, per month.

No. VI. 

Agreement concluded with Man Sing Patunkur, dated the 10th August 1819. 

As Man Sing Patunkur has repeatedly and earnestly entreated the aid of the 
British Government to effect a just settlement of his tributary claims from the 
petty States of Soanth, Rampoora, and Loonawara, in consideration of the friendly 
relation subsisting between the British Government and the Maharajah Dowlut 
Rao Sindia, and with a view to the preservation of peace and tranijuility, and the 
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restoration to good order and eventual prosperity of the prineipalities of Soanth 
and Loonawara, both of which have been and are still so distracted by intestine 
commotions, and so harassed by foreign troops as to be in dangiT of ut ter desola- 
tion, Brigadier-General Sir John Malcolm offers to the consideration of Man Sing 
Patunkar the following conditions, assuring him that upon tht‘se terms only will 
the interference of the British Government be exerted in liis b(*half 

Article 1. 

The British Government will guarantee to Man Sing Ilao Patunkur, as long 
as he is authoriz(‘d by his Prince Dowlut Rao Sindia to receive it, his annual tribute 
from the States of Soanth and Ijoonawara, amounting t-o Rabashaee Rn])(*es 19,(K)() 
per annum, of which sum the* State of Soanth pays BabasJiaee Rupe(‘s 7,()(K), that 
of Loonawara Babashaee Rupees 12,000. This tribute will commence with the 
year Vikrnmajeet 1876, or A. D. 1819-20. This tribute, the total sum of which is 
Rupees 19,000, shall be paid in two instalments, mz., in Magh SoodJi Jhiorun Masee, 
corresponding with Dec.ember A. I). 1819, Rupees 9,500, and in .lesth Soodli l\)orun 
Masee, corresjionding with Ajiril 1820, Rii])ees 9,500. Tin* Hnt-isli Government will 
also guarantee to Man Singh Rao Ihitunkur his arrears of tribute for tlie y(‘ar 1875, 
or A. 0. 1818-19, from the above-mentioned State of Loonawara, amounting to 
Rupees 700, if, on (‘lujuiry, the demand ])rove just. This arrear to be jiaid by instal- 
ments, of which the dat es will be fixed hereafter. The period of li(| uniat ion not, 
however, to exceed two years. 


Article 2. 

Man Sing Rao Patunkur must immediately withdraw all his troojis of every 
descri])tion, as well as all his Karkoons and ofhc<*rs, from these States, and on no 
account, for the future, (‘xert any inteiference, eitlier directly or indirectly, with 
the affairs or witli the government of Soantli and Loonawara. 

Article 3. 

Man Sing Patunkur must- rehiujuish, in favour of the Rajahs of Soanth and 
Loonawara, all claims to the villages he now demands, viz., 7(1 from Jioonawara 
and 42 from Soanth, which villages, it is acknowledged, have been forty y(*ars in 
their possession. 

The above Articles have been agreed upon and settled this Kith day of August 
1819. 


No. VII. 

Translation of a Writing from the CinEETAiN of Balastnore to the Collector 
of Kaira, dated 30th August 1820. 

The Sircar has been pleased to furnish me with copies of the Opium Regula* 
tions, viz,f Regulation 1, 1818, and Regulation II, 1820. According to these enact. 
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inetitiB, I shall in my villages regulate the o[»ium. Should any person, however, 
in breach of the Honourable Company’s Regulations, import opium, 1 consent that 
any one on the part of the Honourable Company may seize the same in my talooka. 

I shall make the Honourable Company’s Regulations known to my ryots, 
and take (jare that they are respected. 

Besides as to the opium required for the internal consumption of my country 
the people of my talukas shall bring it from such depot as the Sircar may prescribe 
and sell it by retail, according to such rules as may be in force in the Honourable 
Company’s districts.

Translation of an Agreement entered into by Maharanah Verisaljee, 
Rajah of Rajpeepla, and James Williams, Esq., Resident at Baroda, 
on the part of the Honourable Company, — 1821. 

My representation is as follows : — 

I have received possession of my country from the Guikwar government, 
but 1 am certain that without the aid of the British Government I shall not be 
able to make its settlement : therefore I myself and my father, both of us of our 
own desire, do agree to act upon everything relating to the settlement of all the 
affairs of my country in conformity with the advice* of the Honourable Coni])any. 
Whatever may be the desire of the Government I will act according to it. In 
conformity with this agreement whoever may be Chieftain of the country from 
generation to generation he will act.

No. IX. 

Translation of a Fa’el Zamin Bond by Coovera Wussawa, of the Sukhdarra 
Pergunnah, with Maharanah Veerasal, Rajah of Rajpipt.a, on the part 
of himself and other villages of the above pergunnah subject to his authority, 
&c , &c., his brethren, all those who reside within the limits of his pergunnah 
Dharola (or those who bear any kind of arms), ryots and all who reside in 
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the district of Sukhbarra, of his own free-will, dated the 9th of Maha Soodh, 

Suniwut 1878, corresponding with the 31st of January 1822. 

Article 1. 

I myself, my brethren, and all who reside in the villages of my perguunah, 
will continue to reside in them, and remain in obedience to the orders of the Sircar, 
the same as ryots. 

Article 2. 

An exemption was anciently made from paying revenue from ray pergunnah 
Sukhbarra, but the ancient veera (or taxes), dund furozee (or fines levied from 
criminals), &c., &c., and other levies, small or great, formerly paid to the Sircar, 
1 will now pay. The customs of the pergunnah of Sukhbarra belong to the Sircar, 
and will be collected by its thannadar. 

Article 3. 

I will always obey the thannas which are now placed by the Sircar, and if any 
other thannas may in future remain or be sent, I will always pay obedience to the 
orders they may give me. 

Article 4. 

If I have become possessed of any village or land by force, or unjustly, I will 
restore it by the order of the Sircar. In future, I will not take possession of any 
village or land by force ; but if any one is willing to give land to me, having informed 
the Sircar that such is the case and having obtained its order, f will take it 

Article 5. 

Whatever 1 justly owe, or whatever is justly owed to me, or whatever just 
right I may possess, whatever boundary dispute may arise relating to me, what- 
ever claim I may have in the territories of the Honourable Company, in those of 
the Guikwar government, in those of the Rajpeepla government, or in any ocher 
districts, wherever they may be, I will make the same known to the Sircar, and 
will agree to whatever settlement it may mak(‘, and take accordingly. I will not 
distress the Patell or ryots of any village purbhara (or directly), nor take more 
than may be fixed by the Sircar, nor occasion any additional expense to any vil- 
lage beyond that fixed by the Sircar. 

Article 6. 

If from this time any robbery shall be made in any village, or any injury be 
offered to ryots, merchants, or travellers, and it is proved I am concerne<l or in 
fault, 1 will give a satisfactory answer to the Sircar. 

Article 7. 

I will seize any refractory persons, robbers, Bharwutteas, who may go out 
witli a gang with the intention of committing depredations, plundering on the 
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highway, or to commit thansa, who may enter any place situated within my 
boundaries. If they are too strong for me, 1 will without delay give the neces- 
sary inforniation to the Sircar, and having obtained the assistance of the Sircar, 
will seize them.

I will not entertain in my service any Purde(‘see (formgn) Sebundy, eitloT 
horse or foot,. If it, shall be discovered that 1 do so, 1 will giv(‘ an answer, and wdl 
agree to what,(‘ver jmnishnnmt the Sircar may impose u]>on me. 

In conformity with the abov(‘- written nine Articles which I have* given. 1 will 
coiitinin* to act ; if in any resjiect a didVrenee o(*curs, I will gjv(‘ an answ^er, to- 
gether with the cx])(*iis(‘ of Roz MohsnUee, and whateviT jiunishmiuit it, may jdcasc 
the Sirc-ar to in find,, I will consent to. Besides the above, I will act in conformity 
to what(*vcr or<l(‘rs may be issued by the Sircar, for which Mylo Wiissawn, of the 
village of Koomalpooroo, and Katreea Wnssawa, of the village of Sumearee, are 
my ])erj)(*tual Fa’el Zamin seeurity ; they will observe this tlKansidvi's, and make 
me do so. (\ino Fu(|ueero Wussawa, of the village of Viiradiivous, in the Baroach 
perguiiiiah, ami Manglo Wussawa, ol the village of I)iiroo])ulee, in the Sukhbarra 
pcrguiinah, are urr-zamiii (or counter-seeurity).

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Translation of an Agreement entered into by Coovebrbea Wussawa with 
J. P. Willoughby, Esq., renouncing all claim to the Ghoonwalee Khoontke 
on condition of receiving a pecuniary commutation from the Guikwar 
Government for the sum of Tlu])ees one thousand per annum, dated Sumwut 
J881, Cheiter Vud the 5th, corresponding with the 8th of April 1825. 

I will never commit any depredation or dispute in the ti^rritories belonging 
to the Honourable (-ompany, to the Guikwar, to Rajpeepla, or in any other talook 
(district), but will pursue a peaceable mode of life. On this point 1 formerly gave 
a writing to government with security for my good behaviour, wliich still continues 
in force. The Guikwar authorities at present collec.t the Khoontee of Ghoonwalee 
at 8oonghur, the half of which Ixdongs tt) me. I intrusted the settlement of this 
claim to gov(‘rninent, promising to abide by its decision respiicting it. Upon this 
govi'rnment m its beneficiuice have agreed to obtain from the Guikwar government 
EiipiM's (1,000) one thousand per annum, in commutation of iny half share of the 
Khoontee in question. To this settlement, of my own free-will and jileasure, 1 
agree : from this time I will not make any dispute or depr(‘datit>n in the territories 
of the Honourable Company, the Guikwar, llajpee])la, or any other distrii^t, but 
will live cpiietly, performing service according to the orders of Government ; if 
any infraction of this agreement arises, 1 shall b(‘ an oflender against government, 
and if for my olfimce government should confiscate my wuttuii (entire estate) 
and Geeras, I relim^uish my claim to the same I agree to this stipulation for the 
satisfaction of gov(‘rnment, and for my acting in conformity to this (‘iigagemeiit, 
and jmrsuing a peaceable course of life, the securities given to my former engage- 
ment are in force. They will cause me to answer for myself or give an answer 
for me.

Translation of an Agreement entered into by the Rajah of Chota Oudeypore, 
Kartick 8oodh 7th, November 2 1st, 1822. 

The Rajah of Oudeypore acknowledges that under the protocjtiou of the Hon- 
ourable (k)mpany’s government he has subscribed to the yearly payment of ghas- 
dana to the Guikwar government, and that the followiug are the Articles for regu- 
lar and systematic proceedings in future ; — 

Article 1. 

The Bheeb or Koolees of the aforesaid talooka shall in no case commit any 
iniory to the Sonkaita or Teelukwara or any other pergunuaha belonging to His 
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Highness the Guikwar, or to any taluka or town under the protection of the Honour- 
able Company. This engagement is to be kept most rigidly, and in case of any 
dei)redations being committed and proved, the Oudeypore Chieftain to answer 
accordingly. 


Article 2. 

The irregular, quarrelsome Mewassees, disobcyers and rebels against govern- 
ment, iiictjndiaries (Bharwuttca) and others of such character, shall not be sheltered 
nor allowed to be sheltered, in the Oudeypore pergunnah, nor any assistance be 
alTorded them. 


Article 3. 

No private quarrels shall be allowed to be prosecuted ; but if any talookdar 
has any difference with any zamind^, the same shall be referred to the 
Honourable Company’s government, and the decision thereupon be final. 


Article 4. 

The public roads through the limits of the Oudeypore talooka shall be protected 
from all interruptions of commerce or risks of personal safety. 


Article 5. 

It is most strictly agreed to for this talooka that, in conformity with the orders 
of government, no opium shall be allowed to be smuggled, without the seal and 
pass of the Honourable Company, in the baggage of any travelling merchants ; 
and if any opium is found attempted to be smuggled, the said opium shall be seized 
and rej)ort.ed to government and disposed of agreeably to the orders then received. 
These are the five articles of agreement by which affairs are in future to be guid- 
ed, and in case of any breach of these engagements, the Oudeypore Chieftain binds 
himself to answer the claim. 


Transi.atk)N of a Paper addressed t»o the Sircar by the Chieftain of Oudey- 
pore, Rajah Rawul Pirthberaj, dated Asoo Soodh 10th, Sumwut 1878, 
28th June 1822. 

Of my own free-will and inclination I have agreed to make good yearly and 
pay through the mediation of the British Government the sum of rupees ten thous- 
and five hundred (10,500) to the Guikwar government, in the same manner that 
this ghasdana has been hitherto paid in Baroda. From this agreement there 
shall be no dex>arture, and eveiything that concerns the above talooka, either good 
fxr bad, shall be transacted through the mediation of the Biitbh Government, and 
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I will remain a servant of the Company ; nothing contrary to this shall be done ; 
to this I affix my signature. 


Tbanslatton of the Perwannah given by Hih Highness Seeajee Kao Gittkwar 
Sena Khas Khbyl Shumshere Bahadoob, to the Rajah of Maha Kawul 
P iRTHEERAJ, dated the 2nd of the 2nd Asso Vud, or 15th of the month of 
SuFFUR (October 31 st, 1822). 

Ghasdana is due from you to the Baroda government, and it is agreed under 
the mediation of the British Government and through the intervention of Mr. 
Williams, the Resident at Baroda, that the above to the amount of Rupees ten 
thousand five hundred yearly shall be paid by instalment as hitherto, and if at 
any time you suffer through the inclemency of seasons or foreign invasion, then 
the Baroda government shall exercise protection in the same manner that is 
agreed upon for Kattywar and Mahee Kanta. 

Therefore remain at ease in your mind that no injustice shall be attempted 
against you, and attend to the improvom(*nt of your talooka, and your agents 
and Karbarees Gokul Bukshi and Sardooram llublia and Babba Matin* and Puroo- 
das Vunravan Paruck and others, when (‘.oniing or going on business connected with 
your government, shall suffer no kind of interruption or injury ; for this protection 
which is binding year by year for ever, the Honourable Company is guarantee. 

Signed with both the seals of the Guikwar government. 


Translation of a letter from J. P. Willoughby, Esq., First Assistant in 
charge of the Residency, to Marawul Pirtheeraj, Rajah of Mohun, 
dated 11th December 1822. 

After compliments . — Your letter of Baderwa Soodh the 13th sent to Mr. Williams, 
the Resident, was delivered by your agent Moro Punt, and its contents are under- 
stood. The yearly payment of Ghasdana to the amount of Rs. (10,500) ten thou- 
sand five hundred the aforesaid Karkoon has paid for the year 1878, and has re- 
ceived receipts for the Warats, which will be delivered to you, and respecting this 
said sum of Rupees (10,500) ten thousand five hundred you have agreed to send 
your agent yearly to pay the same in Baroda under the mediation of the British 
Government, as it has been paid hitherto, and pledges of good behaviour have 
also been given by you, on which account the Guikwar government has given tho 
Perwannah for the perpetual guarantee of the British Government ; therefore, 
be confident that so long as you fulfil your engagements you need apprehend 
no failure of these promises of protection.

Translation of a Bond signed and delivered to Government by Maharanah 
Yerisal, Rajah of Rajpeepla, dated at Nandode, the lOtli of Falgoon Soodh, 
Sumbut 1879, A.D. 20th February 1823. 


Contents. 

We have of our free-will agreed to pay yearly at Baroda to the Guikwar 
government for yearly jummabundee and ghasdana the sum of Ru])ees (65,001 ) 
sixly-rivc thousand and one. 

The three villages in the Thanna of Roond, vk., 1st, Round, 2nd, Jehoor, 
3rd, Kotara, and the zekaut (inland duties), and the five durnalla vdlages, Wur- 
kavi, Pocecha, Washna Huddabhaiig, and Kokulpore, and Koond near Balode, 
and the sirpao y(‘arly payable to us from the Guikwar government and the town 
of Burun being all deducted, the sum total Rupees (65,001) sixty-fivij thousand 
and one is settled ; the instalments to be fiaid in the months of Pous, Falgoon, 
Cheiter, and Bysack. In this manner from generation to generation, year by year, 
the sums shall be made good under the mediation of the Honourable Company 
and no diiviation oc/cur. On all matters of the abovementioned talooka what- 
ever discussion on matters good or bad may arise, these shall be nderred to the 
mediation of the Honourable 0om])any, and we shall remain satisfied therein, 
nor shall there ever be a departure from this agreement. This we have written and 
signed. 


Translation of a Grant of yearly allowances from the Rajah Yerisal of Raj- 
PEEPLA to Ranee Surujeeoover Bhaee, dated at Nandode, the 10th Falgoon 
Boodh. Sumbut 1879, A.D. February 20th, 1823. 

To Surujeeoover Bhaee, Maharaua Yerisal, Rajah of Rajfieepla, has written 
and delivered ; the illustrious Guikwar government and the Honourable British 
Govenimeut having in the performance of justice decided the sovereignty of Raj- 
peepla to be ours, and in their beneficence conferred entirely the honour on us, 
tliereforc we bestow upon you and on Pertab Sing and others under your protection 
a yearly gift at the rate of Rupees (700) seven hundred per month, total Rupees 
(8,400) ('iglit thousand four hundred, as follows ; — For your private expenses 
Rupees (200) tw^o hundred per month, yearly Rupi‘,es (2,400) two thousand four 
hundred, and Wulligaom, in the Kuiitaul pergunnah, and i^yaligaum, in the Ruttun- 
pore pergunnah ; whatever produce is derivable from these towns is yours and the 
towns delivered to you, and this monthly allowance and the produce of the towns 
remains yours for life ; and for Pertab Sing and the rest a monthly allowance of 
Rupei'S (500) five hundred shall be regularly given, making a yearly total of 
Rupees (6,000) six thousand ; at the rate of Rupees (8,4(X)) eight thousand four 
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hundred a year, as it has been agreed upon and engaged to you so shall it bo given, 
and do you continue to go on as you have written to iis ; in tliis matter no changes 
shall occur ; this we have written and signed. 

To Maharanah Verisal, Rajah of Rajpeepla, Ram Sorajeear Bhyo writes : — 
I am content to receive the yearly allowance and provision made for me and Pertab 
Sing and others under my protection through the mediation of the Guikwar 
government and by Mr. Williams on behalf of the British Government and will 
remain satisfied, nor have 1 any further claims whatever for myself or for Pertab 
Sing on the above-mentioned territory or the government thereof ; thus have 
1 written and signed. 


No. XII. 

Translation of an acreement entered into by Maharanah Vartsal, Rajah 
of Rajpeepla, on 2Gth November 1823. 

Formerly a dispute existed regarding the right t-o the guddee of my chieftain- 
ship, on which account the two great Sircars of Shreemimt Ginkwar Sena Khas 
Kheyl Shiimsher Hahadoor and the Honourable Company Ungrez Rahador»r 
having investigated the same decided my claim to be just, confirmed it, and deli- 
vered over to me the chieftainship. On this account, I, of my own understanding 
and free wdl and pleasure, subscribe to the under-written Articles of Agreement 
for my good behaviour : — 


Article 1, 

On the above-mentioned chieftainship are debts due to the Guikwar Sircai 
and to others. I have not means to bear the whole of this burthen, which is known 
to the Sircar. Rut whatever order I shall receive from the R(‘sid(‘nt at Baroda 
on the part of the Honourable Company to adoj>t any plan for the liquidation ol 
the Guikwar debt, I will agree to, and act in conformity with, the same. 

Whatever proportion of the resources of fhe State may be fixed to defray 
the expenses of the State at any time by the advice of the Resident, and an order 
given U])on the subject, in conformity with it I will abide. In this 1 will make 
no difference. 


Article 2. 

A separate bond has been given regarding the annual ghasdana and juni* 
mabundee to be paid to the Guikwar government, according to which I will pay 
the sum. If in any year an Asmanee or Sultanee misfortune should really occur, 
then the Sircar, out of compassion, will make a remission in the tribute of that 
year according to the custom of the country. 

VII N 
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Article 3. 

The CV)inpany’s Sircar has stationed in the above cliioftainsliip a detachment 
oi its scjioys ior my protection. Eor the expenses of the same in whatever maimer 
tlie Sirear may direct, 1 will agree, and pay in conformity with the same. 

Article 4. 

The Bheels and Mewassees of tlie above talook shall not commit any distur- 
bances in the districts of the Gnikwar to the north and south of the river Nerbudda, 
n or in the Khas(‘h districts of the Ilonouralde (Simpany, or in their dependencies. 
1 will keep the arrangmnents with them binding. Jn the above province from every 
vibage fa’el zamin security has been taken for its good Ixdiavioiir. If any village 
has been omitted, securily shall be taken from it and a propi^r settlement be kept. 
If any disturbanci' or injury is sustained, and the same should be proved against 
any of the inhabitants of my province, T will answer for the same, or cause an answer 
to be given for it. 

Article 5. 

I will not- harbour nor allow any one to harbour in my talook disturbers of the 
public ])eace, M(‘wassees, the criminals of both goveriimenl-s, and Bharwutteeas. 

I \^ill not', nor shall any other person, associate with them. 

Article 6. 

I will not commit acts ol aggression against any one If any dispute arises 
Ix'tween me and any otlxM' talookdar or zemindar, I will make the same known to 
the Company's Sircar, and whatever order it may give r(‘Sj)ectnig it I will abide by. 


Article 7. 

Mo one shall molest travellers oassing and repassing through the limits of my 
talooks. 1 will take (^are that a proper settlement is made on this point. 


Article 8. 

In ih(’ above ])rovince reside Raj]>oots and Orassias, wdio possess Chs'ras rights 
upon th(' doinpany's districts in the zillahs of Baroaeh and 8ura,t. Jfegarding 
th('S(', ])ap(TS ol agremnent were taken from them by Mr. Willoughby, Assistant 
to tli(’ Resident. Whatever final settlement of these may be made in conformity 
with the same 1 will clause them lo abide. 

Article 9. 

Tn conformity wdth the order of the Company’s Sircar, opium shall not be clan- 
destinely conveyed within the limits of my province hy .any merchants or travel- 
lers, eoTUoaled in any other mereliandise, without the seal and order of the Sirear. 
I i\jll keep;* good arrangement in tliis respeet in my talook. If any opium is elan- 
d«'stim*lY conveyed ] will seize it, and make the same known to the Sircar ; what- 
ever order the Sirear may give relating to the opium arrangements I will abide by. 
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In conformity with the above written nine Articles I will always act from 
generation to generation ; if in this respect any (lifferencc* arises, I will answer for 
the same. My talook is security for my acting in conformity to what is written 
above. What is written is trim.

Translation of a Fa’isl Zamin Bond taken by J. P. Willoughby, Esq., for the 
Guikwar Government, from Bajee Datmee, Vajao Daimee, Mewassees 
of Tilluckwarra, iiiriudiiig their families, relations, and dependants, dated 
the 14th of Falgoon, Suiiiwiit 1881, corresponding with the 18th March 1825. 

In consequence of our inipro}»er conduct coming to the notice of grvernmeiit, a 
force was e(|uipj)ed against us, which indicted jumishment uj>on us. Now, through 
the beneficence of government, we have been directed to reinhabit our villages 
and to conduct oursdves properly for the future' according to the orders of govern- 
ment, after the manner of ryots. Agreeing to this order, we, of our free will and 
pleasure, and in our right senses, subscribe to the imder-nieiitioried Articles of 
agreement ; — 


Article I. 

We will reside in the country belonging to the government after the manner 
of ryots, and transact (»ur business m an equitable way We will not commit 
any depredations, or make any (lisjiute with anyone residing in the distnct-s of the 
Guikwar government, of the Honourable (Vmqiany, of Rajpeejila, ('hota Oudey- 
pore, Gurh, or any ot her talookdar ; we will act in obedience to the instructions 
of the thannas of government which at present exist, or may in futun* exist. 


Artk'LE 2. 

We will pay whatever revenue is due on account of the villages of Tilluck- 
warra belonging to government, and will ])ay according to the custom of the dis- 
trict tfir* levies })ut ujioii Oopurwureea land, besides salamee and babtecs according 
to annual custom. 


Article 3. 

We have given to Mr. Willoughby a written paper giving an account of our 
just rights, lands, and Haims uj)on persons residing in the districts of the (Juikwar 
government and Uajpee])la. In whatever manner government may arrange such 
of these as on enquiry shall ajipear to be ju.st, wc will agree to the same, for our- 
selves and posterity from generation to generation ; according to this settlement 
we wull abide, and receive whatever government ma}^ choose to give us. 


Article 4. 

In several villages we have lent money and taken writings for Geeras in lieu 
thereof ; we admit that wc have no claim for the Geeras in question, and we will 
agiee to w^hatever arrangement government may make for the repayment of such 
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sums we have lent as on enquiry may bo found to be just. From this time we will 
not make, any dispute on this subject with the inhabitants of the villages in ques- 
tion. In future, if any dis]mte arises with any one regarding money transactions, 
we will petit ion the government, and ae.t according to its order respecting the same; 
we will not directly make any dispute in future with the inhabitants of the villages, 
and not take more than that awarded to us by the government arrangement, nor 
will we cause c.xpense to fall uiion any village ourselves direct. 


ARncLK 5. 

We will restore whatever villages and lands, situated in the districts of govern- 
ment or in those of the talookdars, we may be found to have unjustly possessed 
ours(*Ivcs of, when government gives an order to that effect. In future, wo will 
not, witJiout th(‘ ])erniission of government, either take on mortgage, buy, or re- 
ceive as a gift, villages, lands, Pusaeta, or Geeras from any one. 


Article 6. 

We will not/ associate with rebels and disturbers of tlie public peace of the 
districts of the Guikwar and the Honourable Company, of Kajpoepla and the other 
talookdars ; we will not afford them an asylum, or permit any one to harbour them 
in our villag(*S) or give them food, or allow any one to do so. If we are able, we 
will seize and deliver them over to the custod}'' of government. If it is proved 
that we do associates witli any jierson of the above description, we will become ans- 
werable for lh(‘/ claiius ujion him, and for a line for doing so ; if any robber is 
traced to our ^'llJagcs, we will carry on the trace to the next village, and establish 
the same upon it, otherwise we will produce the criminal and restore the property, 
stolen.

Bajee Daimee agrees to n^sidc at Baroda for a period of five years from this date, 
living upon his own m(‘ans ; if it appears to the satisfaetion of government, in the 
Course of five years, that we act in conformity to the above-written agreement, 
and no infringement of the same occurs, then whatever orders government may 
issue regarding releasing the hostage will be obeyed by us. In conformity to this 
writing he will remain as a hostage. 

In this manner seven Articles of agreement have been written. If any infrac* 
tion of the same takes place from this time, whatever punishment government may 
award we will agree to. For this agreement our Wutuii (estate) and Geeras is 
security ; Rowjoe Bawa Gymul Sing Bharotc, inhabitant of the village of Tanjoolja, 
of the Baroda perguunah, is perpetual security both for our good behaviour, accord- 
ing to what is written above, and for our personal appearance ; and Bana Abeh 
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Sing, of tl)c Cusbah of Ahinood, and llhatorc Saheb Kluiii, of Veejcria, arc coimtcr- 
securities for the sam^. In conforniit-y with wliat is writton above they will act 
and cause us to act ; they will be answerable for claims upon us, and cause tis also 
to be so.

(hv) I. No list of zanimdar and mehwasi villages in the pargana of Saoli has 
l)<*en reci'ived from the kamavisdar ; therefore, the villages of the 
zamiiidar mehwasis ol that pargana shall be ascertained according to 
Hm* live folhiwing aiiicles, and the settleiiient of these shall be made 
tlirougli th(‘ Sahel) Bahadur. 

(r) I Tim villages of the Dasgaonkar girasia. 

The \illages of Ihe mehwasi zamindars of the aforesaid niahals have been men- 
tioned above. 11 Ihere be other vdlages besides these, eiKpiiry should be made 
regarding them Those mehwasi villages alone, wdiich liavi* from former years 
bei'ii in the managi'ment (waliiwat) of the zamindars on fixed amounts^ will be 
eu<(ulred into and deteniiined under articles as follow : — 


Articm.e I. 

1. If a village has taljiad an<l wanta lands in it, and the management is held 
by the zamindar accordingly, though the zamindar pays a fixed amount to the 
sarkar, still the vill.ige belongs io the sarkar, for the reason of there being talpad 
lands in it. 


Article II. 

2. If there be any village, the talpad lands of which have been given to the 
zamindar for a fixed amount ineluding ])ayments for wanta lands, and the arrange- 
ment has continued for a long time, the village will remain with the mehwasi. 
The revenue of it will be fixed according to the present arrangement 
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Article III. 

3. Should any village have been leased out by a kaiuavisdar to a zamiiidar, 
and the zainindar thereafter have been improperly j)ayiug the same amount, ami 
the kaiuavisdar have been allowing the same, payment to go on, the village dot s 
not belong to the girasia, it belongs to the sarkar. 

Article IV. 

4. If a village has been for a long period in the management of a zainindar, 
and the management has come to him from his aneestors or other girasias, then 
for the reason of such long managiunent, the management shall remain with him. 
The revenue of it to be fixed according to the present arrangement. 

Article V. 

5. If in a village the zainindar has wanta lands, and he holds also falpad 
lands given by the sarkar forty or fifty years ago, or by former authorities, and if 
there e.xists re(‘ord of the same, the village will remain with the zainindar Tin; 
amount [layable to tin* sarkar to be fixed under the present arrangement 

Thus are (to lx* aseertaine(f) the mehwasi zamindars. The settleimmt of the 
amounts payable by t hem (to b<* as follows) -The half authority (ninu' amal) (»f 
the sarkar of Tliana fUiaiidod. tin* direct (kaidii) managimnmt of which has b<‘en 
in the hands of tin* kaiuavisdar, is to eontinue as at present As regards the 
settlement relative to the villages of mehwasi zamindars, tin* amounts (payahh* 
by them) shall lie permanently settled after taking into aeeount ten yi'ars’ amounts 
including kliarajat. * and babtis,* and excluding the years of Asmani Sultani (acts 
of (jtoiI and king) , if Asmani Sultaiii years he inelu(l(‘(l, m> deduel ions on aeeount 
of Asmani Sultani would be allowed in fiitiin*. In this maniu'r the settlement is 
to be made through the Saheb Bahadur in communication with the sarkar 11 
in any case a zainindar is coinph*tely impoverished, then, in eommunieatiou with 
the sarkar, a five years’ agreement is to bo made at j)n*seut with him, eommenmng 
with smaller payments until the fifth year, from which the full amount of the 
sarkar jamabaiuli is f.o be paid. In this manner two modes of settling the jama 
have been laid down. The adhikari f saheb should arrange accordingly If in 
any case a zainindar is unable to arrangi* for the amount of the jamabandi, settled 
in either of the above-mentioned modes, then the adhikari saheb, in eonimunica- 
tion with the sarkar, should make permanently tin* arrang<*m(*nts he may deem 
fit for the future. And the following is the arrangement according to which, in 
conformity with the settlement the mehwasi zamindars of tin* several jiarganas 
shall yearly pay to the kamavisdars of their respective parganas the amounts

Th(;S(i .scv(‘,ii are Tliakrat villages ; if besides these there, be other 
Thakurs of large lioldings, they shall pay their amounts annually 
ae.c(»rding to the settlement through the Resident to the kamavisdar. 

(ii) 1. As regards the remaining small meliwasi villages, the mehwasi holders 
ther(‘of shall pay the amounts as settled according to the established 
instalments. Should any one make dillieadties, the kamavisdar is to 
make the saiiKi known to the Adhikari Saheb and collect the amount 
through the Saheb Bahadur. 

Arrangements should be made as written above. 

2. The following are articles of arrangements regarding the aforesaid mehwasi 
zamindars : — 

(A) 1. Wliat giras, Wanta, dan, and rakhopa zamindars have been up to this 

tiirui receiviiig from vdlages of mahals, will b(* (;aused by the sarkar 
to }>e given ace,ordmgly. There shall be no increase. Zamindars may 
present yadis fals<‘Iy raising old claims. If the enjoyment by the 
Zammdar lias ceas(5d within ten years and disjiutc; regarding the same 
arise, proper einpiiry will take place and the matter will be settled 
through the Saheb Bahadur in communication with the sarkar. If 
zamindars ])rcsent yadis raising claims older than ton years, the sarkar 
will not be answerable for the same. In a village in which a zamindar 
has been receiving rakhopa,* he shall render the rakhopa f service to 
the. village accordingly. If the village suffer loss, he shall make good 
the same according to rakhopa custom. 

(B) 2. Articles of arrangement in view to prevent molestation to the villages 

of mahals from girasias mehwasis : — 

(a) 1. Outlaws (barwatias) and thieves of the mahals shall not bo shel- 
tered ; they shall not be given lodging and food. If thieves of

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zamindar villages commit thefts and robberies and disturbances 
in the sarkar rnahals, and loss arise to the malial, the zamindar 
concerned shall give compensation for the theft-s and robberies 
with penalty according to the custom of the country ; or he should 
point out the footprints (of the thieves) with evidence ; if not, 
he shall pay compensation for the loss as above provided. 

(6) 2. The giras items (babats) that have been received from the rnahals, 
shall bo received (by the girasias) as will come to bo arranged. 
In tills respect no injury shall bo caused to the ryots of the rnahals 
by committing excesses against the ryots. Should loss be caused, 
the same should bo made good. 

(c) 3. Giras or ranwatia and weehan and pasaita, enjoyed by girasias of 

rnahals residing in a zamindar’s village, shall be continued as 
heretofore!. In this matter they shall not cause, injury to the 
villages, or commit excesses. If injury bt! done to the ryots of 
tlie villages of rnahals, the zamindar in whoso village the girasias* 
may be residing, shall give compensation with penalty, or shall 
deliver up the girasias to the sarkar. 

(d) 4. The mchwasis girasias are in the habit of carrying on feuds among 

themselves. This shall not be done. If done, no sarkar rnahals 
should suffer loss. In short, no mutual feuds and consetpient 
disturbances shall take place without the orders of the sarkar. 

(e) 5. If robbers of zainindars* villages enter sarkari villages occupied 

by ryots, for purposes of robbery, and any affray ensue between 
them and the villagers, and any of the robbers arc killed, no claim 
shall bo made for ranwatia for the same on the villagers. 

(J) G. Zamindars have the power of retaining or exj)elling llajputs, 
Kolis, etc., whom they may liave kept in service in their villages, 
cither on pasaita or monthly pay, and others residing therein. 
But as these turbulent people when ex])ellod commit barwatias * 
and other disturbances, and cause injury to the sarkar rnahals, 
they, if to be expelled, should be bound over by good ar zamiii and 
fail zamin, so that they may not, in future, cause disturbances 
and thereby loss to the ryots. If this bo not done and disturbances 
occur resulting in loss to the sarkar malials, the same shall be made 
good by the zamindar and precautions shall be taken for the 
future. 

3. The boundaries of the villages of rnahals will continue to be what they haVo 
hitherto been. Should a dispute arise anywhere regarding boundary lands of 
villages of the sarkar rnahals, and the boundary lands of villages of zamindars, 
both sides should be heard and decision should be arrived at in communication 
with the adhikari saheb ; or if both sides come to a settlement regarding the 


* Outlawries. 
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lands through arbitrators (pancli) and ])avss razinama, tlierc* shall be no need for 
mtervention. In such matters no injuries or cxe(‘sses should lx* cominitied in 
the villages of the sarkar niahals. And if zamiiuhirs have anywhere, encroaehed 
uj)On the boundary lands of villages of mahals, or jxissessed themselves of the 
same within the last teji t)r five years, those lands shall not eontiimc with the 
zamindars. This matter should be enquired into and settled. 

4 . The management and enjoyment of zamindars’ wantus that may be in 
the sarkar mahals, shall continue as heretofore. No tlisturbance should be made 
with regard to the talj)ad lands, nor should they be eneroaehed ujx)n. And in 
those villages in which it has been eustomary from former years to take waje* 
on want a lands, the same shall lx* h*vied on lands under cultivation ; and the sarkar 
salami t on the said lands shall be jiaid as herelofore. And ij|X)n those wantas 
on which it has been customary to take cash rate p<‘r kumbha, the same shall 
continui* to be t ak(*n. No increase shall be made And if w ant a lands or wanta 
income and giras have been assigned to village jx'ople, sarkar babastas,;]; zamiii- 
dars, sow^kars, etc., in liquidation of debts contracted fiom them, or if the same 
has been assigneil to sarkar ryots ami oth(*r babastas in ranvvatia or lor any otlu*r 
purposes, the zamindars shall abide by the same. No liindranec should he made 
ther(*to No claim for more than what has been eustomarv liom formci years 
will he hst(*ned to. If a sarkar kamavisdar and villagers have enerom bed u)>on 
zamindars' lands or any otlu'r item (hab) w’itJiin ten yeais and il the zamindar 
])roperly jiroves the saim* 1 )V written <*videMce, tin* Salieb Bahadur will d(‘cid(* the 
matter In communication with the sarkar; and if a zanimdar oilers hiiidranci* to 
the possessors of giras w'anta, etc, , whicli he may havi* assigned, as above de- 
seribed, to sarkar ryots and babastas, ete., in liquidation of (b‘bt, or in rariwatia, 
the Sahel) Ihihadur will from turn* to turn* make a just (‘iximry and givi* oiders. 

T). 'llic zamindars, in tlieir respect i\c villages, have* authoritv S oxer tin* ])()pu* 
lation of the same; but no oppression or iiijiislxa* .*^110111(1 be committed on r<‘s- 
pcctabh* persons, Sowkars, Bralmnns, and other pcac(*ful castes II committed, 
warning hcing given in tin* usual way, arrangement should he made. 

t). \Vhenev<*r tin* sarkar saw'ari proceeds lor the purpose of batliing, etc., to the, 
Kewa (Narbada riv<*r) , it is eustomary, on sueh occasions, to take from the zamin- 
dars nazarana and ])resents (far farinas) Tiie, zamindars shall eontinin* to give 
accordingly. If any of th<*m is impoverish (*d, sarkar will modify (its demand), 
and show consideration to him. 

7 . Tin* zamindars shall not, in future, accpiire new lands in sarkar mahals by 
purchase (wedian), or in pasaita, or in any other w^ay, without the, permission of 
the sarkar. Tlie girasias inehwasis are a turbulent ])eoj>le ; their footing in tlic 
sarkar jurisdiction (amal) ought not to increase. In this matter tlie sarkar will 
issue orders to tlie ryots of mahals akso.

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8. The zaminrlars have anthoriiy over lands fi;iven by them in pasaita or for 
maintenance to Brahmins, Bhats, and other mendicants ; but they shall not 
resume, without fault, old grants and those made for religious and charitable 
purposes. 

ih The Brahmins of (!handod and other traders are in the habit of going every 
year to the liills to cut timber aiid bring tlie same in rafts for traftic. On this 
timber tlu^ mehwasis will levy the customary duty ; further exaction is not to 
be made. If more is exa(it(‘d from the traders, they do not bring rafts (of timber) ; 
and thereby loss is caused to the sarkar. In this matter orders sliould be issued 
to the mehwasi zamindars. 

10. Permanent, arrangements for the ])ayment, every alternate year, of the 
jamabaudi of th(‘ Rewa Kantha Mulukgiri from those who have been paying it, 
and in tlie manner in which it has been paid, including kharajat and babtis, are 
to be mad(‘ through the Saheb Bahadur Respecting this a memo, of the ])ast 
practic(‘ will be separately giv^en. 

11. If a mehwasi zamindar has no issue, the custom regarding ado])tion is to 
make the adojition with the taignizancc of sarkar on ]>ayment of nazarana. And 
if a zamindar dies, the legilinuiti* son of his body succeeds to his ]>lace with the 
coguizaiKM* of the saikar. Such is the eontinuoiis ]>rartu*e. It shall, in future, 
oont.iiuK' accordingly, with the cognizance of the sarkar. 

J2. The pargana of »Saoji Mahal is given to Mir Amin-ud-din Husen Khan 
Bahadur as service jahgir for siledari establishment afid the jiargana of Tilakwara 
to Ram Itao Anaji as jahgir for the paga under him ; both these districts are 
thus assigned by sarkar in diimala. If the jaligirdars oi these mahals raise a 
qiK'stion in view to having (»( her jahgirs in exchange, in eonst‘(|iieiK;e of the amounts 
of th(' jamabaudi jiayabh* by girasias mehwasis of tb(‘ two mahals, ami arrange- 
ments r<‘ganbng them having been made through the Adhikari Saheb. the same 
will not be bst.<‘n(‘d to The amount of the jama payable by respectable zamin- 
dars shall be paid througb iJie Resident Saheb Bahadur to the jahgirdars, and 
the amount due from small mehwasi villages shall be paid as above provided for.

Transl\tion of a EA’Eii Zamin or Secijiuty Bond of 15 Articles, — 1826. 

To SiiRi Sarkar Surimant (Iaekwak Sena Kiiaskhkl Samshkr Bahadur, 
and the Sirkar the Honorable English Company Bahadur, through 
.1. P. Wtllouutiby, Esquire, Political Agent, Rewa Kantha and zilla 
Pawagar. 

Written by (^huwan Dajibawa Khushalbawa, of the village of Dhamsiya 
Wanmala, pargana Sankhera, and others, together with brethren and rciatious 

• Itila. 
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who may be living in the said or other villages, and shareholders and all others 
of the village residing within the gates and in Waras, including Dharalas, and 
(those living in) Muwaras, etc., together with Palwar of villages. We of our free 
will and in the full ])osse8sion of our senses, pass to the sarkar this perpetual secu-' 
rity bond. The artiedcs thereof are as follows : — 

1. From former times we were in the habit of managing the said and other 
villages and lands, respecting the authority, and obeying the orders of the sarkar. 
Wo will do th(i same, behaving like peaceful ryots. And whatever settlement 
may be made in the presence of the Saheb Shri regarding the sarkar jamabandi, 
ghas dana and other proper bucks hitherto paid by us, the same we agree to ; 
and we will make payments accordingly from year to year. And we will pay 
from year to year the revenue (dan) on uparwaria lands and the salami on wanta, 
etc., us wc have been paying from former years. And we will pay the bucks of 
tlie huckdars according to custom. 

2. Residing as ryots in the territory of the sarkar, we will carry on our proper 
occupations and agriculture. We will not make a feud with any one, or breach 
of the peace in the sarkar mahals, and in the talukas of the talukdar zamindars, 
and among ourselves. We will behave in conformity with the orders issued to 
us by the, existing sarkar thanas and by others that may be established hereafter. 

3. We will give in writing to Saheb Bahadur a detailed memorandum of our 
rightful bucks and giras and wanta and dan and rukhopa as have continued here- 
tofore, and of debts due to us by persons in the sarkar mahals, and in the talukas 
of talukdar zamindars, wherever the same may be. On enquiry being made 
regarding these, whatever may be found just and true and whatever way the 
Saheb Bahadur may fix about it, the same shall be binding on us hereditarily, 
including our brethren and relations. We will abide by whatever the sarkar will 
cause to be given, and take it as a favour. Should perchance a boundary dispute 
with anybody arise, we will make the same known to the Saheb, and will abide 
by what the Saheb may decide after considering the justice of the case. 

4. Wc may liave, by giving loans, got any one’s village, lands, and giras 
written over to us. Whatever way the sarkar may settle with regard to the amount 
of tlic debt that may be justly proved to be due to us, the same we will abide 
by. Wc have no claim to the said village, lands, and giras. In this matter we 
will have no dispute with the muklii and the people of the village (concerned). 
Should perchance a dispute arise in future with any one regarding pecuniar 
iransactions, we will petition the sarkar and will receive what the sarkar may 
decide to be given. We will not have a direct dispute with the village people, 
and will not take more than what may be decided by the sarkar to be given. Wo 
ourselves will not subject the village to direct expense. 

b. Should it come to notice that we have encroached upon anybody’s village, 
and ♦ by force possessed ourselves of the same in the sarkar mahals or in the 
talukas, etc., of talukdar zamindars, and if the sarkar order us to restore the same, 
wc will do so. Hereafter we will not get written over to us anybody’s village and 
♦Here and ” is evidently meant for ** or, 
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land and pasaita and giras in mortgago, by purrhaso and by gift without lh« 
order of the aarkar. 

6. We will not aasociate with offenders and barwatias of the aarkar mahals and 
of the talukas of talukdar zamindars. We will not harbour any criminal or turbu- 
lent character, nor allow any person in the village to do so. We w*dl not give (such 
persons) lodging and food, nor will allow the same to be given. If any such person 
fall into our hands, we will seize him and make him over to the sarkar. Or if 
it be proved that we have associated vrith any such person, wc shall Ix' answer- 
able for all h' abilities together with penalty. Should footprints of thieves be 
traced to our villages, or within our limits, we will carry the track on to another 
village and (*stablish the same against it, otherwise we will produce the iJiieves 
and pay compensation for the stolen ]>ro])erty. Wc will not associate' with thieves 
nor ourselves go to steal. If we come to know of thefts or other offences com- 
mitted by persons of other villages, we will immediately inform the sarkar of the 
same. If we fail to give information, we shall be answerable in penalty. Wc 
shall be answerable if persons from our villages go to commit thefts in the villages 
of the sarkar mahals and of talukdars. If they are killed, wc will not claim 
ranwatia from the villagers, nor will wc allow such a claim to bo made. 

7. If a girasia of any })lace have come and resided or should come and reside 
in our villages, and if his giras or ranwatia and weehan and ])asaita, wherever 
the same may be, do not continue, we will make the matter known to the sartar. 
We will not allow him to make any disturbance direct. If we fail in doing this 
and injury ensue, we will be answerable for it, or we will deliver up the girasia 
to the sarkar. With regard to Rajputs, Kolis, etc., who are in our service or 
who may be employed by us hereafter, we shall keep them in service after making 
such arrangements as will prevent their making a disturbance anywhere, while 
in service or after dismissal, for any alleged claims against us ; otherwise we shall 
be answerable for the consequences. 

8. If from our amxistral lands or coparcenery shares we have assigned to any 
one giras or wanta or pasaita for debt or in ranwatia or in gift, we will not take* 
back the same without discharging the debt and * assigning something else instead. 
Wo will continue the giras and maintenance (aida), etc., of our brethren, relations, 
etc., as the same may have continued heretofore. We will make no change th(T»^in. 
In both these matters should there be a dispute, wc will represent the same to the 
Saheb, and act according to any just order that may be passed. We will not 
unjustly molest any respectable Sowkars and Brahmins and other peaceful persons 
in our villages. 

9. We will not molest traders and others passing to and fro on roads. Wo 
will make arrangements to prote(’,t the roads. If any injury ensue witliin our 
limits we will i)roduce the person causing the same, or be responsibhi for the same 
Wo shall pot take from any traders or others, gadai or other buck in excess of fhe 
custom.

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10. When any porwons connecte«l with the aarkar, or when troops pass we 
will within oar limits arrange* for watch, and give guide and guard according to 
the custom of the countTV, and conduct them safe beyond our limits. We will 
not fail herein. 

1 1 . We will discharge the Sihandi whether of horse or foot, Sindhis, Arabs, 
Makranis, and Pardeslns, that may be in our service, and will not in future enter- 
tain any foreign sowars and footmen, nor allow any one to do the same. If it 
be ])roved that we have liereafter employed (any such persons), we shall be answer- 
able in penalty, and we agree to any punishment the sarkar may award. 

12. Tn conformity wjth the wishes of the Honorable Company Sarkar, we 
will make effective arrangements within our limits not to allow opium passing 
elandcstinely concealed in traders’ goods or openly, without sarkar’s permit or 
stamp. If any p(‘rsons (!arrv o]>ium clandestinely, we will seize the same and bring 
the matter to the notice of the sarkar. And with regard to arrangements relative 
to opium we will act according to such orders as the sarkar may issue. 

13. Resides the above articles, wi* will act according to any orders the sarkar 
may issue. We will ])ro(luce any ]>ers()n whom the sarkar may order to be pro- 
duced for the ])nrpose of giving answers regarding money transactions or any 
other matter whatsoever, and for giving evidence as witness.

After com}»limeiits. — I am a half sharer in some of the villages under the Roond 
pergunnah, in consefjuenee of which tlie ryots and oilier causes give rise to constant 
dis])utes With a, view to avoid the same, I liegged the Sircar, through Kamdar 
Pliuiiesliwur, Wbsliwauath, to make over to my management those villages in the 
said pergunnah over some of winch your Highness possessed half and on others 
entire jurisdii tioii, as well as the custom Nakas at Naiidode and other places, 
with sole authority over them, in lieu of which I would pay the Sircar annually 
a sum to be fixed b\ your Tligliness; tliat I would give up to your Highness my 
right of criminal admiriistratjon, etc , over the village of Kiirnalee, which at jiresent 
is divided between me and tlie Sircar, and your Highness should therefore fix an 
amount eijual to my half sliare in the village, and tlie same should be deducted from 
that sum Mhich the Sircai should fix to be received from me for the villages now 
in the Sircar’s jiossession, and tlie remainder would annually be given by me to 
tJic Sircar. This request of mine tlie Siiear was pleased to accede to and I thereupon 
enter into this agreiuiieut, the conditions of which are as follows : — 

Article 1. 

1 have given over to the Sircar, to tlieir entire management, my^ half share 
of jurisdiction in matters of criminal administration, etc , over the village of Kur- 
nalee, and 1 have now therefore no right whatever in the jurisdiction, etc., of the 
village, except that I am only to receive annually a sum on account of the revenues 
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of my half share, and which by takiiiff the average of ten years’ receipts is fixed 
at Hupees 575-8-0. This will be (b'dueted from the fixed Hinoimt of the revenues 
of those of the villages in the Roond perguiiiiali which the Sircar have given to me, 
and of which a detail is given in the following Article, and the balance will annually 
be paid by me to the Sircar. 


Article 2. 

A list of those of tlic villages in the Roond pergunnah over some of which 
half and on othtirs entire* jurisdiction has l>(*en cxereused by tluj Sircar, and which 
your Highness has made over to my management with sole criminal administra- 
tion over them, as well as of the custom Nakas also given to me. 

Villages over which llis Highwss the Guikwar exercises entire jurisdiction. 

1, Thana Roond ; 2, Mouza Kotara ; 3, Jeyore ; 4, Bhurna. 

Villages over which His Jlighuess the (hiilmir exercises half jurisdiction. 

1, Mouza J*oce?cha ; 2, Vasna-Nana ; 3, Roond, pergunnah Bhalodo ; 4, Kakulpore. 

Custom Nakas. 

1, pergunnah Nandodo ; 2, pergunnah Bhalode ; 3, pergunnah Panetha ; 4, 
pergunnah Gowalee ; 5, the custom derived at Ladba’s Naka in the village of 
Kotara. 

Spirit Shops. 

1, Thana Roond ; 2, Mouza Kotara. 

The above villages, cnslom Nakas, and sjurit sho])s have, with the entire 
jurisdiction over them, been made over to me by the Sircar. By taking the 
average of ten y(*ars, including both civil and criminal receipts, the annual in- 
come thereof amounts to Itujiees 14,187 ; from this is to be deduct(;d the revemiea 
of my half share of Kurnalec, as staled m the 1st Aiticle a:u muting to Rupees 
575-8-0 annually, and it leaves a balance of Rupees 13,011-8-0. Out of this your 
Highness having kindly remitted Rup-fes 2fi0-S-0, there remains a net balance of 
Ru])ees 13,351, which 1 will, without any objection or advancing a claim for 
remission on account of heavenly or earthly calamity, jiay in one item on every 
Maha Soodh 15th.* To ensure a regular payment of the said amount 1 liave ob- 
tained the Honourable Company’s guarantee. The management of the aforesaid 
villages will be conducted by me in the same manner as was done by the Sircar. 
No new customs oppressive to the ryots will be introduci'd. The Sircar should 
pay the Huckdars and others the a mount, s of their respective hueks which may 
have been included in the above fixed sum. On the transfer to mo by your High- 
ness of the abovementioned villages, the Sircar will cause marks to be laid down 
to drstinguish the boundaries of your Highness’s villages, so that no dispute may 


This date will occur either in February or March, 
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iu future take place regarding land, and render it easy to conduct the management 
according to the boundaries so laid down. 

Article 3. 

There are several mutual disputes existing regarding boundaries, also about 
lands and Geeras of the ryots ; to effect a settlement of the same the Sircar should 
depute a confidential Kaindar, who in conjunction with one on rny part, will after 
examining the documentary j)roofs on both sides, as well as bearing in mind 
the past management, inakt*. [)ropcr arrangements, and when once the marks 
arc laid down, there will not remain any more dispute. 

Article 4. 

No proieciion will over be afforded in my territory to the Sircar’s offenders. 
If land or other mutual dispute,s hereafter occur, they will be settled by attending 
to the {)roofs and the existing management on both sides, and no disputes will 
be entertained without any just cause. 

Article 5. 

Whatever direction the high roads usually take after passing the N’akas the 
Sircar have entrusted to m(‘, will hereafter be continued. If it is usual for 
the to pass to and from the »Sircar’s territory through the above Nakas, 

1 shall never, with the intention to shut up those roads, form new ones in niy 
territory, and if tiie Sircar’s Nakas suffer by my doing so, I will pay the loss that 
may be done.

Kantha in the year 1882. 

1. Hereafter we shall not at all cultivate poppy nor allow it to be cultivated. 

2. We shall purchase and import opium for our own consumption, and for 
that of the people of our talukas, from the Government Depot at Ahmedabad, 
or from such other place as Government may aj)point for that purpe^se. 

3. We shall allow opium to be sold at the same rati* at which it may Irom time 
to time be sold in the Government districts, and shall never allow it to be sold at 
a cheaper price. 

4. We shall not allow the importation into our talukas of siniisjjf^led o]>iniu, 
that is, o[)iuin on which the Government duty has not been [uiid, and as m considt'r- 
ation of the above Government has kindly j^ranted us remission of the duty }>ay- 
ablo to Government, we bind ourselves as stated below. If w(i do not act m a(v 
cordanco with the above conditions. Government may cancel the grant of the 
remission. 

T). We shall without fail submit every six months, Jii such form as Govern- 
ment may dirc'c-t, a statement showing the (piantity of opiuiTi purchased, sold, 
balance remaining in hand, etc., and shall cause accounts thereof to be kej)t m 
such form as Government may direct. 

0. As Government iiave directed tliat the above rules should come into force 
Irom 1st October 1878, we have hitherto brought them and shall hereaftcir briny 
them and cause them to be brought into force.

Arrangement made by the British Govei?nmknt between the Bal\sinor and 
Lunawaoa States, — bSSS. 

Whereas many dis[)ut(is exist(*d betw(‘en the States of Ihilasinor and Luna'mda 
regarding the Virpur Pargana : 

And whereas it is expedient in the interests of the two States that the matter 
be adjusted : 

And whereas this can best be effected by a territorial exchange : 
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The Governor of Bombay in Council with the consent of tlie States of Balasinor 
and Lunavada has made the following arrangements : — 

The Balasinor State has transferred to the Lunavada State wholly, unreservedly, 
ana in i)erpetuity the villages, lands and rights mentioned in Appendix B.* 

The Lunavada State has transferred to the Balasinor State vrhully, unreservedly, 
and in perpetuity the villages, lands and rights mentioned in Appendix A.* 

The custom post of the Balasinor State in the village of Jlelodar shall be abo- 
lished and a new post shall bo placed within the limits of the village of Tundadar 
or in any other of the villages, the lands of which under this arrangement have 
been transferred to the Balasinor State. The Balasinor State shall levy no custom 
or other duties from the inhabitants of the villages of Khatkua, Rarnbhoda, Kdieta- 
wada, Butia, Tundadar and their hamlets, who may pass with merchandise to the 
villages of Malpur, Magodi or Gabat. In the same way the Lunavada State shall 
levy no custom or other duties from the inhabitants of the Virpur Pargana who 
may pass through llelodar to Magodi or other villages beyond the Balasinor 
frontier. 

The Balasinor State shall levy no custom or other duties from the inhabitants 
of Lunavada passing through the Bhamnood Village which, in order to connect 
the Balasinor and Virpur Farganas, this arrangement transfers to Balasinor, 

The Waswo hak in the village of llelodar which once belonged to Lunavada 
and was purchased by Balasinor shall be restored to Lunavada. 

All grants of land in any village transferred under this arrangement whi'.ther 
revenue free in perpetuity or for a limited term, and all grants of land on specially 
favourable conditions, shall be maintained undisturbed by the Lunavada and 
Balasinor States respectively on tJie same footing as would have obtained it the 
present inter-trausfcr had not been made. This ju'o vision in no way interferes 
with the levy ol settlemeni fees from the holders. The suzerainty over lands belong- 
ing to Patawats, Inamdars, and others shall vest in the respective States to which 
they are transferred. 

By this arrangement the Statiis of Lunavada and Balasinor disown all lands 
and rights of any descri])tioii in each others’ territories. They agree that the 
boundaries of the villages of Frantwcl and Gotapur an<l their hamlets, which for- 
merly touched the village ol Tundadar and other villages will now touch the boun- 
daries of the Balasinor State. 

The Lunavada State has laid claim to the villages of Prantwel and Gotapur 
in the Gabat State under the Mahi Kantha Agency. Should its claims be admitted, 
the Lunavada State binds itself for an ei^uivalent in land to transfer its rights 
to the Balasinor State. 

All village pa])ers, records, and plans relating to the villages transferred by this 
arrangement will bo handed over to the respective States.

Form of Agreement executed by Thakors in the Rewa Kanttta A<jencv as- 
signing to the Bbitisu Government tfie management of the AuKAra Reve- 
nue in their Estates,— 1889.

Clause 1. 

1, Tliakor of agree that tin* management of 

the Abkari revenue of my svasthan shall be carrhxl on m accordance with the 
Abkari Act of 1878, or any other enactment which may hereatter laj introduced 
in its stead into the Bombay Presidency. 

Clause II. 

In order that the Abkari Administration of tlie said taluka may be carried 
on in accordance with th(i jirovisions of the Bombay Abkari Act, I, Tliakor 

agree to assign the management of the Abkari revenue of my taluka 
from 1st January 1888 to 31st December 1897, and to accept in consideration 
thereof a yearly compensation of Rs. the amount so fixed being made of 
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the average of the liquor revenue in cash, together with the value of the liquor 
received (hy the Darbar) for its own use during the past ten years flus a sum 
equal to twenty-five per cent, of the same on account of a prospective increase of 
revenue during the term of the lease. I am to receive the said amount in two in- 
stalments of Rs. each, payable on 10th January and 10th July every year. 

Explanation . — The lease mentioned in this agreement includes the right to levy 
duty f>n country-liquor and toddy, and the right to grant permission for the manu- 
facture and sale of the same and to make inspection. 

Clause III. 

The management, of the Abkari revenue of the said taluka, during tlic term of 
the lease shall be carried on by officers appointed by Government, subject to the 
following rules : — 

(A) There shall be a uniform rate of duty on liquor in the said taluka 

and the British Territory adjoining thereto. 

(B) The fa(;ihtios for tlw supply of liquor for the use of the subjects of the 

said taluka shall be similar to those in the adjoining Britisli territory. 

(C) A uniform price shall be fixed for liquor sold by retail in the said taluka 

and the adjoining British territory, so that the subject.s of neither 
of the territories may be induced to fetch liquor from the other by 
reason of its Ixnng sold there on chea])er terms. 

Clause IV. 

But in matters ndatmg to Abkari management such as the determination of 
tlio miinbcT and sites of licjuor shops, the selection of retail-sellers, etc , the officers 
appointed by Government shall, during the term of the lease, (consult the said 
'riiakor of the said taluka and pay regard to his wishes. 

Clause V. 

The ownership of palm trees and other toddy-producing trees and of places 
where such trees are grown shall not be deemed to have been transferred to the 
British Government under this lease, but the Government may exercise such con- 
trol as it thinks fit on toddy traffic. No kind of tax, however, shall b(5 imposed on 
toddy or toddy-trees without the consent of the Thakor of the said taluka — and 
in cas(‘, it is resolved to levy any (such) tax the residiui of its income left after 
deducting the expimscs of recovery shall be made over by the Government to Thakor 
of tile said taluka. 

Clause VI. 

I, Thakor agree heartily to tender assisUnee in the matter of giv- 

ing eflect to the Abkari Act and rules, and also agree on behalf of myself, my 
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heirs and successors and my subordinate officers, to render every possible assistance 
in preventing the illegal possession, manufacture, sale and transport of liquor 
under the same Act and the rules made thereunder, anel the possession of materials 
and implements for the manufacture of such liquor. 


Clause VI (rr). 

I, Tliakor further agree that during the period of the lease no kind 

of duty or (other) due sliall be levied on liquor allowed to Ixj manufactured, trans- 
j)orted or convoyed from one place to another, within the limits of the taluka 
or on materials brought for the manufacture of the same. 


Clause VII. 

Offences against the Abkari Act shall be dealt with, like othoi offences, under 
Section hi of that Act by the local criminal Court according to if-s powers. 


Clause VIII. 

During the period of the lease an account of the Abkari revenue of the taluka 
shall be kejit separately from that relating to the adjoining British territory, and 
the same shall be annually furnished for the information of the I’hakor of the 
taluka. 


Clause IX. 

At the conclusion of the present term of the farm, it shall be renewable at the 
option of the British Government for a further period of five years upon the same 
conditions as herein stipulated. On the exj)iry of th(j renewed term of the farm 
or in the event of the British Government declining to exercise the option of renewal 
then on the expiry of the original term of ten years, the management of the Abkari 
revenue will revert to the Bvasthan. 


Clause X. 

I, Thakor agree on behalf of myself, my heirs and successors that in 

case the management of the Abkari revenue of the taluka is restori'd to me as 
aforesaid, the same shall be carried on in accordance with the following rules : — 

The management shall conform to the law and rules relating to Abkari which 
may be in force in the adjoining British territory (CoUectorates). 

The rate of duty on liquor shall be the same as that which might bo levied in 
the British territory. 
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The management of the said revenue shall be so carried on as not to effect in 
any way, the Abkari revenue of the adjoining British territory, and the advice of 
the Political Agent, Kewa Kantha, shall be taken when necessary, in this behalf. 

But this clause shall not bind Thakor to make any arrangements 

whereby injury may arise to the lawful rights and revenue of the taluka, and it 
is presumed that the management of the Abkari revenue of the Collectorates shall 
be so conducted as to cause no injury whatever to the Abkari revenue of the taluka. 

Clause X (a). 

In this agreement the word “ Collectorates ” shall, unless a different meaning 
is intended, be deemed to include any Native State adjoining the said taluka 
in which the management of the Abkari revenue is carried on direct by the Bombay 
Government, or in accordance with the rules prescribed by them. 

This agreement is accepted to-day, the 14th September 1889.

Adoption Sanad granted to the Nawab op Balasinor, — 1890. 

Hit Majesty being desirous tliat the Governments of the several Jhinces and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be jierpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their houses should be continued, 1 hereby, 
in fulfilment ot this desire, exmvey to you the assurance that, on failure of natursl 
heirs’* **, any succession to the government of your State which may be legitimate 
according to Muhammadan law will be uj^held. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to tlie conditions of the Treaties, 
Grants or Kngagements which record its obhgations to the British Government.

lands of my State, occupied and traversed or hereafter to be occupied or traversed 
by the Godhra-Rutlam Railway, including lands required for railway stations and 
other buildings, for so long as the said lands and premises shall be rc'quired for 
railway purposes. 

It is to be understood that the authorities exercising the jurisdiction granted 
as aforesaid will liberally afford to the servants of my State all reasonable and 
})racticable facilities in view to the prevention of crimes, the apprehension of cri- 
minals, the seizure of stolen property, and in view generally to the maintenance 
and promotion of peace and order.

Articles or Agreement coiujluded between the British (tovernment and the 
State of Baria for the rkmisston of the trihu pk payable by the Baria State, 
—1892. 

Preamble. -Whereas the State of Baria is bound by a Treaty, dated 20th April 
1824, to pay to the British Government a yearly tribute of Salamsai Rs. 12,000; 
And whereas the Raja, Maharawal Sri Mansingji, has prayed the British Govern- 
ment to forego the said tribute and shown cause therefor ; And whereas the British 
Government is willing on certain conditions to accede to the Raja’s prayer ; the 
following articles are, in this view, agreed uj)on between Maharawal Shri Mansingji, 
Raja of Baria, on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors on the one ])art, and 
A. C. Logan, Esq., Political Agent, Rewa Kantha. for the time being, on behalf 
of the British Government on the other : — 

Article 1. 

Transit duties are for ever abolished throughout the Baria State, and no duties 
under the' name of export or import, or any other designation, shall be exacted 
from goods which enter, pass through, and leave the State limits without any 
material trade transaction taking place in regard to them. 
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Article 2. 

The road from the railway station at Linldieda to Jhalod, as far as the frontier 
of the Baria State, remains in charge of the British Government for maintenance 
and repair, and will so remain until the British Government sec* fit to hand it over 
to the Baria State. 

Article 3. 

The British Government will levy tolls on the road described in the preceding 
article in accordance with the British law r(‘gulating such levy at such rates as it 
slwill think proper. No cess of any kind shall be levied by the Baria State on 
this road, and the tolls of the British auth orities shall be restricted to the amount 
required for purposes of maintenance and repair. 

Article 4. 

The Baria-Asadi road, and the Baria portions of the Godhra-Dohad road, 
not forming part of the Jhalod-Linkheda road, as described in article 2, all of 
which have been hitherto maintained by the British Government, are made over 
to the Baria State, subject to their being maintained and repaired to the satisfac- 
tion of the Political Agent. 

Article 5. 

The Baria State will institute a fund to be called the Baria Public Works Fund, 
to which all road tolls collected throughout the State will be credited. The Baria 
State will also make a yearly assignment to the fund of Hs. 12,5CK) (British 
currency) out of its general revenues. 

Article 6. « 

From the aforesaid fund the State will pay annually to the British Government 
the amount by which the tolls levied on the dhalod-Linkheda road, as described 
in aj liclc 2, fall short of tJie up-keep of the road within the limit of Rs 1,5(X). The 
fund will also provide for the maintenance of the roads described in article 4, 

Article 7. 

The balance of the fund, after meeting the aforesaid charges, will be spent 
exclusively on objects beneficial to the subjects of the Baria State, such as roads, 
wells, tanks, revenue survey, and the construction and repair of buildings of general 
utility. 

Article 8. 

Wherever road tolls now exist or may hereafter be established in the Baria 
State, they will be regulated by a law in accordance with the British law on the 
subject of road tolls. 

Article 9. 

Tolls will in no case be levied in excess of the amount required for the repair 
of the road on which they are }»laced. The full rates of toll permitted by the 
British law will be levied only on roads which have been both metalled and bridged.

For bridged roads not metalled, or for metalled roads not bridged, the tolls will 
not exceed one-half of those rates. No toll will be levied on roads which arc neither 
metalled nor bridged. No second tolls will be taken on any road, the length 
of which is less than twenty miles. I'he location of the tolls and the rates to be 
levied at each will be notified in a manner to give them full publicity. 

Article 10. 

The British Government releases the Baria State from its obligation to [)ay 
tribute so long as these several conditions are observed. 

Article 11. 

On the same terms the Baria Tribute Fund is abolished. The Chauth, which 
is due from the Panch Mahals District to the Baria State and has hitherto been 
credited to the Tribute Fund, will be paid to the Baria State and may be creclited 
to its general revenues.

Heads of Agreement between the Ra.tpipla State now represented by the 
Administrator, hereinafter called the Rajpipla State, and the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway Company, herein styled th(j Company, 
for the Working of the Rajpipla State Railway from Anklesvar to Par pi 
on the 2'-6'' gauge, hereinafter called the Rajpipla Railway, — 1896. 

1. (o) Under the conditions hereinafter recited, the Coinpany agree to work 
on behalf of the Rajpipla State, the Rajpipla Railway and such extensions as it 
may be agreed upon between the Rajpipla State and the Company to include ip 
libis amngciRent. 
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(6) The arrangements herein laid down shall be in force for three years from the 
date of the opening of the Rajpipla Railway to public traffic ; but may, either on 
cxj>iry of the three years or at the end of any calendar half-year thereafter, be 
terminated on one year’s notice from either party to the Agreement. 

2. All communications between the Rajpipla State and the Company under 
tliis Agreement sliail pass through the Political Agent of Rowa Kantha, and the 
Consulting Engineer for Railways to the Government of Bombay, who shall, for 
the purpos<Js of this Agreement, undertake the same general duties with respect 
to the Rajpij)la Railway as an* (*ntrusted to him with respect to the Railways under 
the control of the Bombay Government and take the ordcirs of Government when 
necessary. 

3. The Company shall be subject in all respects, with reference to the Rajpipla 
Railway, tf) the same (^ontrol by the Bombay Government as they are with regard 
to their own line. 

4. The Rajpi])la Railway, including stations, station buildings, sidings, fur- 
niture, weighing machines, dwellings for staff, level crossings, signals, signal 
lamps, cash-safes, rolling stock, engine and re})airing sheds, provision for water sup- 
ply and all other necessary appliances for working the line, shall be provided by, 
or at the cost of, the Raj])ipla State, and such alterations and additions thereto, 
as may from time to time be found necessary, shall be carried out by, or at the cost 
of, the Rajpipla State. 

5. The Company shall maintain and work the Rajpijila Railway and shall have 
the entire control of the tram and traffic arrangements, ajipoint all necessary staff, 
and provide* all necessary labour and materials for the jiroper and (iffic.ient main- 
temince and working of the Railway, the cost being borne by the Rajpipla State 
as laid down in clause 13, 

(i. 3he (Vnnpany shall kcicp a separate account of the earnings of the Rajpipla 
Railway, and shall be, responsible for the collection of all the revenue apfiertaining 
to that Railway, including such rents as may be charged under the Company’s 
rules, to any of tli(‘ir servants or the servants of the Rajpipla State occupying 
dwelling houses the property of the Rajy)i])la State; and shall pay the same into 
the Treasury, m the same manner as their own earnings snd shall credit the 
amounts to the Revenue Account of the Rajpipla Railway. 

7. The (.^omymny shall furnish the Rajpipla State with weekly returns both 
approximate and audited, of the earnings of the Rajpipla Railway with monthly 
accounts of (Jayutal and Revenue transactions, and at the close of each half-year, 
with a full account both of receipts and expenditure, under detailed heads to be 
settled between the Consulting Engineer for Railways to the Government of Bombay 
and the Conijiany. 

8. (a) Advances shall be made by the British Government Treasury to meet the 
cost of working the Rajpipla Railway and debited to the Company. 

(h) The account as between the British Government and the Rajpipla State, 
shall be finally adjusted at the close of each half-year, as soon as possible after 
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the Revenue Account is rendered, and the balance in favour of, or against the 
Kajpipla State shall then be paid over to it or by it, as the case may be. 

9. (a) The fares to be charged for coaching traffic, and the rates to be charged 
for goods traffic shall be fixed from time to time by the Agent of the Company 
in communication with, and subject to the approval of, the Rajpipla State. 

(h) In the absence of any special agreement between the Rajpipla State and 
the Company, the fares and rates for coaching, goods and miscellaneous traffic, 
and the classific.ation of goods on the Rajpipla Railway shall, as far as may be, 
conform to those generally in force on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India 
Railway. 

10. For the present the fares and rates for local passenger and goods traffic 
over the Rajpipla Railway shall be as under : —

11. Through goods rates shall be fixed by the C/Omj)any ac^cording to the fore- 
going scale, or such other scales as may be agreed to from time to time by the 
Company in communication with, and subject to the approval of, the Rajpipla 
State. 

12. The same terminals shall be charged on different descriptions of traflic 
on the Rajpijila Railway, as on the Bombay, Baroda and Central fiidia Railway, 
and they shall be divided as under 

(a) On bond fide local traffic on the Rajjiijila Jiailway, the whole terminal 
shall be crcilited to the receipts of that Itailway. 

{b) On through traffic between stations on the Raj])ipla Railway and sta- 
tions on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, any amount 
which the Company may have to pay out for cartage shall first be 
deducted from the terminal, and half the residue of the terminal shall 
be credited to the reccijits of the Rajpipla Railway. 

13. The exjienses of working the Rajpipla State Railway shall be ascertained 
and paid by the Rajpiyila State as follows : — 

(a) Mainle^mice of Way, Works^ etc . — A separate account to be kept of all 
wages and stores purchased for the maintenance of the permanent-way, works 
and the buildings on the Rajpipla Railway, and the cost thereof, together with the 
salary of an Inspector, to be charged to the Rajpiple State.

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(b) Locomotive and Carriage and Wagon, — separate account to be kept of 
all wages and stores for the Rajpipla Railway, and of all expenditure in the main- 
tenance of the Rajpipla Railway Rolling Stock and Shops, and of any work debit- 
able to the Eevenue of the Rajpipla Railway done for that line in the shops of the 
Company, and the cost to be charged to the Rajpipla State. 

(c) Traffic, — A separate account to be kept of all wages and stores for the 
Rajpipla Railway, and the cost to be charged to the Rajpipla State. 

The actual cost of working the station at Anklcsvar at the junction of the Raj- 
pipla Railway with the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway to be divided 
between the Rajpipla State and the Company in proportion to the amount of work 
done for each, which is to be estimated at the close of each half-year, and is to be 
measured by the amount of traffic, both through and local, dealt with on account 
of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway and the Rajpipla Railway 
respectively at Anklesvar. 

(d) Compensation, — ^All compensation of any character for loss or damage, 
or on account of any accident or occurrence on the Rajpipla Railway arising from 
any cause for which a Railway Company would under the Jaw in force in British 
India be liable, shall, if paid by the Company, be charged to the Rajpipla State. 

(e) Police. — A separate account to be kept of the wages, stores and expenses 
of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Police employed on the Raj- 
pipla Railway anri the cost thereof to be charged to the Hajj)ipla State. 

(/) Contribution to the Provident Fund . — One per cent, on the ascertained net 
earnings of the Rajpipla Railway on completion of the half-yearly accounts to be 
deducted and paid into the Provident Fund of the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway, the benefits of which are to be enjoyed by the employes of the 
Rajpipla State Railway. 

(g) Superintendence . — A sum equal to 12J per cent, on the total working ex- 
penses, but not less than 3(X) (three hundred) rupees per mensem, nor more than an 
average of 800 (eight hundred) rupees per mensem, in the half-year to bo charged 
to the Rajpipla State, to cover the cost of superintendence, including the Resident 
Engineer, the Locomotive Foreman, the District Traffic Superintendent, the Traffic 
Inspector, general expenses of Management and Audit. 

14. All money transactions under this Agreement as between the Bombay 
Government, the Rajpipla State and the Company shall be in British Government 
rupees, and the Company are to accept the British Currency only in payment 
of fares and rates. 

15. Any question or dispute which may arise in carrying out these arrangements 
shall be settled by arbitration in a manner to be arranged between the Government 
of Bombay, the Rajpipla State and the Company. 

16. The Indian Railways Act and the Standing Regulations of the Company 
as applicable to the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, as approved 
by the Governor-General in Council under the Indian Railways Act* which have 
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been accepted by His Highness* Government shall apply to the Rajpipla Railway. 
The above Act and Standing Regulations shall, witliin Railway limits on the Raj- 
pipla Railway, contitute the law in force under which ofEences and actions affecting 
the Company or their servants shall be tried. 

17. The foregoing clauses are subject to confirmation by the Government of 
India and the Board of Directors of the Company.

OPIUM AGREEMENT WITH RAJPIPLA STATE,— 1897. 

Agreement between the Political Agent, Rewa Kantha, acting under the 
authority of His Excellency the Governor op Bombay in Council on 
behalf of the British Government, and the Administrator of the Raj- 
riPLA State on behalf of the Raja of RAJPiPiiA, his heirs and successor^i, 
regarding the manufacture, consumption and sale of opium in the Rajpipla 
State. 

Whereas in accordance with the existing relations between the British Govern- 
ment and His Highness the Raja of Rajpipla the cultivation of poppy and the 
manufacture of opium are proliibited in the Rajpipla State, and no opium may be 
consumed in the said State other than opium on which there has been paid to the 
British Government the duty at the time payable to the said Government in respect 
of opium consumed in the Presidency of Bombay ; and whereas in consideration 
of the covenants on the part of His Highness the Raja of Rajpipla hereinafter con- 
tained, the British Government has agreed to relinquish the whole of the said duty 
on all opium that shall be hereafter conveyed into the said State for coosumption 
therein in accordance with the said covenants. 

p2 
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2. The Administrator of the Rajpipla State on behalf of the Raja of Rajpipla 
agrees with the British Government with reference to all former agreements on 
the same subject-matter as follows, viz. : — 

(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within his 

territory shall be obtained in one of the three following ways only 
(namely) : — 

(a) by direct importation from Malwa and Raj pu tana ; or 
{b) by purchase in Bombay ; or 

(c) by purchase at any convenient opium depot of the British Govern- 
ment ; 

and that all opium so procured shall be imported into, transported 
through, or exported from, British India, as the case may require, 
in accordance with the law and rules regarding import, transport, 
and export of opium at the time in force in the jiart of British India 
into, through, or from which such import, transport, or exjiort is 
necessary ; 

(2) That he will adopt such measures as shall from time to time appear 

to the British Government to be necessary for effectually j ire vent- 
ing any export and any illicit import of opium across his frontier ; 

(3) That the sale of opium within his territory shall henceforward be con- 

ducted by licensed vendors only or departmentally by State ser- 
vants ; 

(4) That opium shall not be supjilied to any of the said licensed vendors 

except on payment of a price, which is not less than the priijo at which, 
at the time being, licensed vendors are being supplied in the British 
distrk't of Broach ; 

(5) That no licensed vendors in his territory shall at any time be jiermitted 

to sell opium at a price which is lower than the lowest jirici^ at which 
licensed vendors are at the time being authoriz(‘d to sell it in the 
British district of Broach ; 

(6) That the system for the vend of ojnuiii in his territory shall be hence- 

forward assimilated in its general features to that in force in the 
British district of Broach ; 

(7) Thai he will enforce in his territory the Indian Opium Act (I of 187H), 

which is already in force therein, having been specially a])j)lied to 
it by the Darliar, and rules under the same Act based on thos(‘ in 
force in British India promulgated with the approval of the Political 
Agent, Rewa Kantha, and will hereafter from time to time adopt 
and enforce any change in the said Act and rules or any new regula- 
tion similar in effect to any provision of the law or rules regarding 
opium for the time being in force in British India, which the Gb^v - 
cthox in Council of Bombay shall, in the interests of tne British opium 
revenue, desire him to adopt and enforce ; 
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(8) That he will furnish every half-year on the Ist February and Ist August 
to the British Political authorities of Rewa Kantha Agency in such 
form as the Governor in Council of Bombay shall, after consulting 
the Political Agent, Rewa Kantha, from time to time prescribe, 
accurate accounts of the opium transactions of his territory. 

3. The British Government agree that so long as the Raja of Rajpipla duly 
fuliils the foregoing covenants, the whole of the duty payable to the British Govern- 
ment on any opium conveyed into the territory of His Highness the Raja of Raj- 
pipla in accordance with the relations between the British Government and His 
Highness as recited in the preamble to this agreement, shall be remitted, or if 
duty has already been paid on any such opium as if the same were to be consumed 
in the Presideu(;y of Bombay, then that the whole of the amount of the duty 
which has been so paid shall be refunded to His Highness. 

i*rovided that nothing in this agreement shall affect the ultimate right of 
the British Government as paramount authority, on occasion arising, to alter 
the rate of duty or the proportion thereof to be remitted or refunded mder this 
clause, and that no such alteration shall release the said Raja of Rajpipla from 
any of the covenants performable by him under this agreement. 

4r. And it IS further agr(*ed between the parties herctf) that in this agreement 
the word “ opium ” shall have the same meaning as in the Opium Act (I of 1878), 
or in any other law regarding the opium for the time being m force in the Presidency 
of Bombay.

cessors, regarding the manufacture, consumption and sale of opium in the 
Chhota Udepur State, — 1897. 

Whereas in accordance with the existing relations between the British Gov- 
ernment and the Raja of Chhota Udepur State the cultivation of poppy and the 
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manufacture of opium are prohibited in the Chhota Udepur State, and no opium 
may be consumed in the said Chhota Udepur State other than opium on which 
there has been paid to the British Government the duty at the time payable to 
the said Government in respect of opium consumed in the Presidency of Bombay ; 
and whereas in consideration of the covenants on the part of Chhota Udepur State 
hereinafter contained, the British Government has agreed to relinquish the whole 
of the said duty on all opium that shall be hereafter convoyed into the said State 
f or consumption therein in accordance with the said covenants. 

2. The Chhota Udepur State agrees with the British Government with refer- 
ence to all former agreements on the same subject-matter as follows, viz . : — 

(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within his 

territory shall be obtained in one of the three following ways only 
(namely) : — 

(а) by direct importation from Malwa and Rajputana ; or 

(б) by purchase in Bombay ; or 

(c) by purchase at any convenient opium dep6t of the British Govern- 
ment ;

which, at the time being, licensed vendors are being supplied in 
the British district of the Panch Mahals ; 

(5) That no licensed vendors in his territory shall at any time be permit- 

ted to sell opium at a price which is lower than the lowest price at 
which licensed vendors are at the time being authorized to sell it 
in the British district of the Panch Mahals ; 

(6) That the system for the vend of opium in his territory shall be hence- 

forward assimilated in its general features to that in force in the 
British district of the Panch Mahals ; 

(7) That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in his territory the regu- 

lations published under Government Resolution in the Revenue 
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Department, No. 7207, dated 18tli September 1895, and will here- 
after from time to time adopt and enforce any change in the said 
regulations or any new regulations similar in effect to any provision 
of the law or rules regarding opium for the time being in force in 
British India, which the Governor in Council of Bombay shall, in 
the interests of the British opium revenue, desire him to adopt and 
enforce ; 

(8) That he will furnish every half-year on the 1st February and Ist August 
to the British Political authorities of Rewa Kantha in such form as 
the Governor in Council of Bombay shall, after consulting the Com- 
missioner of Custom, Opium, etc., from time to time prescribe, 
accurate accounts of the opium transactions of his territory. 

3. The British Government agrees that so long as the Raja of Chhota Udepur 
duly fulfils the foregoing covenants, the whole of the duty payable to the British 
Government on any opium conveyed into the territory of (Jhhota Udepur in ac- 
cordance with the relations between the British Government and the said Chhota 
Udepur State as recited in the preamble to this agreement, shall be remitted, or 
if duty has already been paid on any such opium as if the same were to be consumed 
in the Presidency of Bombay, then that the whole of the amount of the duty which 
has been so paid shall be refunded to the Chhota Udepur State. 

Provided that nothing in this agreement shall affect the ultimate right of the 
British Government as paramount authority, on occasion arising, to alter the rate 
of duty or the j)roportion thereof to be remitted or refunded under this clause, 
and that no such alteration shall release the said Chhota Udepur State from any 
of the covenants performable by him under this agreement. 

4. And it is further agreed between the parties hereto that in this agreement 
the word “ opium ” shall have the same meaning as in the Opium Act (1 of 1878), 
or in any other law regarding opium for the time being in force in the Presidency 
of Bombay.

1 1 . Through goods rates shall be fixed by the Company according to the fore- 
going scale, or such other scales as may be agreed to from time to time by the Com- 
pany in communication with, and subject to the approval of, the Rajpipla State. 

12. The same terminals shall be charged on different descriptions of traffic on 
the Rajpipla Railway, as on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway,

(a) Maintenance of Way, Works, etc , — separate account to be kept of all 
wages and stores purchased for the maintenance of the permanent- way, works 
and the buildings on the Rajpipla Railway, and the cost thereof together with 
the salary of an Inspector, to be charged to the Rajpipla State. 

(h) Locomotive and Carriage and Wagon, — A separate account to be kept 
of all wages and stores for tlie Rajpipla Railway, and of all expenditure in the 
iijaintcnance ol the Rajpipla Railway Rolling Stock and Shops, and of any work 
d(*bitable to the Revenue of the Rajpipla Railway done for that line in the shops 
of the Company, and the cost to be charged to the Rajpipla State. 

(o) Traffic. — A separate account to be kept of all wages and stores for the 
Rajpipla Railway, and the cost to be charged to the Rajpipla State. 

The actual cost of working the station at Anklesvar at the junction of the 
Rajpipla Railway with the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway to be divided 
between the Rajpipla State and the Company in proportion to the amount of work 
done for each, which is to be estimated at the close of each half-year, and is to be 
measured by the amount of traffic, both through and local, dealt with on account of 
the Bombay, Baroda and t'entral India Railway and the Rajpipla Railway respect- 
ively at Ankhravar. 

(d) Compoisation . — All compensation of any character for loss or damage, 
or on account of any accident or occurrence on the Rajpipla Railway arising from 
any cause for which a Railway Company would under the law in force in British 
India be liable, shall, if paid by the Company, be charged to the Rajpipla State. 

(e) Police. — A separate account to be kept of the wages, stores and expenses 
of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Police employed on the Raj- 
pipla Railway and the cost thereof to be charged to the Rajpipla State. 

(/) Contrilmiion to the Provident Fund. — One per cent, on the ascertained net 
earnings of the Rajpipla Railway on completion of the half-yearly accounts to 
be deducted and paid into the Provident Fund of the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway, the benefits of which are to be enjoyed by the employes of the 
Rajpipla State Railway. 

{g) Superiniefidence. — A sum equal to 12J per cent, on the total working ex- 
penses, but not less than 300 (three hundred) rupees per mensem, nor more than 
an average of 800 (eight hundred) rupees per mensem, in the half-year to be charged 
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to the Rajpipla State, to cover the cost of superintendence, including the Resident 
Engineer, the Locomotive Foreman, the District Traffic Superintendent, tlie 
Traffic Inspector, general expenses of Management and Audit. 

(h) Postal arrangements . — Mails and Postal Officers on duty shall be carried 
at the rates and on the conditions which may be in force from time to time on State 
Railways in British India, 

14. All money transactions under this Agreement as between the Bombay 
Government, the Rajpipla State and the Company shall be in British Government 
rupees, and the Company are to accept the British Currency only in payment of 
fares and rates. 

15. Any question or dispute which may arise in carrying out these arrange- 
ments shall be settled by arbitration in a manner to be arranged between the 
Government of Bombay, the Rajpipla State and the Company. 

16. The Indian Railways Act and the Standing R(;gulations of the Company 
as applicable to the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, as a})proved 
by the Governor-General in Council under the Indian Railways Act, which have 
been accepted by His Highness’ Government shall ajiply to the Rajpipla Railway. 
The above Act and Standing Regulations shall, within Railway limits on the Raj- 
pipla Railway, constitute the law in force under which offences and actions affect- 
ing the Company or their servants shall be tried. 

17. The telegraph line along the Rajpipla State Railway shall be constructed 
and maintained by the Imjierial Telegraph Department on the same terms as 
regards charges for rent and maintenance as may be from time to time in force in 
the case of State Railways. I’he Company shall work the line in strict accordance 
with the rules which have been or which from time to time may be authorised by 
the Governor-General in Council for the adoption and working of licensed Rail- 
way lines in British India. 

18. The foregoing clauses are subject to confirmation by the Government of 
India and the Board of Directors of the Company.

Articles of cigteement for the administration of the Abkari revenue of the Balasinor 

State. 

Whereas it is considered desirable to place the administration of the Abkari 
revenue of the Balasinor State on the same footing as that of the Abkari revenue 
of the Kaira and Ahmedabad districts adjoining that State, and t-o prevent injury 
to tlie Abkari revenues of those districts as well as of the State, and whereas it is 
desirable to place on record articles of mutual agreement, Habi Shri Jamietkhanji 
Manowarkhanji, Nawab of the Balasinor State, on behalf of himself, his heirs and 
successors hereby agrees to the following articles agreed upon between himself 
and W. W. Smart, Esq., I.C.S., Political Agent-, Bewa Kantha, on behalf of the 
British Government, namely : — 


Article I. 

During the term of this agreement the sjiirit of the provisions of the British 
Abkari Law, Rules and Regulations will be adopted in the Balasinor State, sub- 
ject to such modifications as may be accepted by the Political Agent with the 
approval of the Commissioner of Customs, Salt., Opium and Ahkari. 

Article IL 

During the term of this agreement the rates of taxation and the retail selling 
price and the strengths of liquor placed on sale and the standard of measures 
used and the system of management followed in the Balasinor State shall be the 
same as tbose sanctioned, from time to tune, in the Kaira and Ahinedahad dis- 
tricts adjoining the Balasinor State. 


Article 111. 

During the term of this agreement the contract distillery and separate shop 
system now obtaining in the adjoining Kaira and Ahmedabad <listricts shall to 
adopted in the Balasinor State, efficient distillery and preventive establishments 
being maintained in tlie State for the jirovention of illicit distillation and smuggling. 


Article IV. 

During the term of this agreement the Naw'ab shall furnish promptly to the 
Political Agent all information and accounts relating to the manufacture and sale 
of liquor and system of management follow^ed that may, from time to time, be called 
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for by the Political Agent, and shall give facilities for the inspection of his distil- 
leries and shops and arrangements by an officer not below the rank of Excise Ins- 
pector, who may be especially deputed for the purpose by the Political Agent, 
and who shall report thereupon to the Political Agent. 

ABTIOLB V. 

Daring the term of this agreement information respecting arrest made and 
cases tried by officials of the State for oflences committed by subjects of the British 
Government against the Abkari Law of the State shall be promptly communicated 
to the Political Agent and in like manner information of arrest made and cases 
tried by British officials for offences committed by subjects of the State against 
the British Abkari Law shall be promptly communicated to the Nawab. 

Abticlb VI. 

At the conclusion of ten years this agreement shall be terminable or renewable 
with the mutual consent of both parties. 

Article VII. 

Daring the term of this agreement the State will carry out all the stipulations 
of this agreement throughout its territories in alienated as well as Khalsa villages. 

Article VIII. 

The Nawab engages, on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, to conduct 
the Abkari administration of his State in accordance with the principles laid down 
in the foregoing articles, viz., to maintain the spirit of the Abkari Law and 
Rules which may be in force in the adjoining Kaira and Ahmedabad districts, 
to impose rates of taxation on liquor equal to those in force in the adjoining Kaira 
and Ahmedabad districts, so to manage his Abkari administration that injury 
shall not be caused by it to the Abkari revenue of the British Government and to 
make his arrangement in consultation with the Political Agent with this view. 

JVovided always that this article does not bind the State to any arrangements 
injuriinis to the legitimate interests of the State revenue, and that the Abkari 
administration of the Kaira and Ahmedabad districts shall be so managed as not to 
cause any injury to the legitimate Abkari revenue of the Balasinor State. 

Provided further and always that this arrangement does not bind the Bala- 
sinor State to any arrangement injurious to the legitimate interests of the State 
revenue with regard to Abkari in its relation to States or territories, other than 
British, surrounding or adjoining the Balasinor State and that the Balasinor State 
is free to vary the taxation of liquor sold at shops within three miles of the borders 
of those States or territories in order to safeguard the legitimate interests of the 
State’s revenue but in no way detrimental to the interests of the British 
Government.

Whereas the Thakor of Jambughoda has prohibited the cultivation of poppy 
and the manufacture of oj>ium in his State and has agre(*d that no opium may 
be imported or consumed in his State other than opium on which Government 
duty has been paid, and whereas in consideration of the covenants on the part 
of the Thakor of Jambughoda hereafter contained, Government has agreed to 
relinquish the whole of the duty payable to Government on all opium that shall 
be hereafter conveyed into the said State for consumption therein in accordance 
with the said covenants, the Thakor agrees as follows : — 

(1) That he shall purchase and import opium for his own consumption and 
that of the people of his State from the Government Opium Dep6t 
which the Political Agent may appoint for that purpose, 
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(2) That he shall be allowed for consumption in his State such quantity of 

opium as may be fixed by Government from time to time. 

(3) That he shall assimilate his opium ])olicy in every respect to that in tJie 

neighbouring British Districts and shall not allow opiun^ U) lx* sold at 
a lower rate than that at which it may from time to time bo sold in 
the neighbouring British Districts. 

(4) That he will furnish every half year on the 1st February and 1st August 

to the Political Agent, in such form as the Commissioner of Excise, 
Bombay, shall, after consulting the Political Agent from time to time 
prescrilx*, aeeurate accounts of the o])inm transactions of his temtoiy.
